The  officers  of  such  boards  of  trade  and  chambers 
of  commerce,  shall  consist  of  a  president,  two  vice-presidents, 
first  and  second,  and  ton  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  association  and  b**  engaged  in  business  at,  or  resi- 
dents of  the  city  or  town  where  it  is  established.  They 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation, and  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors  of  the  aaS- 
sociation,  and  liold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  (|ualified.  All  other  officers,  agents 
or  comnaittees,  deemed  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  as- 
sociation, shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner,  and  with  such 
powers  as  may  be  provided  l>y  the  by-laws  and  rules  of  the 
a.ssociation. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  original  section  four  of  th(»  act  of  April 
H,  1866,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  b(»  in  force  from  and  after  its  pass- 
age.

It  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  made  lawful  for  the 
public  authorities  of  any  city,  town,  village,  or  county  in 
which  such  corporation  is  located,  to  grant,  appropriate  and 
permit  to  said  corporation  to  erect  and  maintain  perpetually 
its  buildings,  on  any  of  the  parkf>  or  lands  belonging  to  said 
city,  town,  village  or  county,  and  to*  control  the  same,  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  which  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
said  public  authorities  and  said  corporation. 

Se(\  2.  Said  corporation  may  provide  in  its  organization, 
such  limits  as  to  the  number  of  shares  which  each  stockholder 
may  own,  and  the  conditions  on  which  such  shares  may  be 
held  or  transferred;  and  for  the  reversion  thereof  to  said  cor- 
poration in  case  of  death  or  any  other  disqualification  of  any 
stockholder,  and  may  also  provide  for  the  election  of  directors,

Section  592.  Whenever  the  council  or  board  of  improve- 
ments declare,  by  resolution,  that  certain  sj)ocified  sidewalk^ 
shall  be  constructed  (or  repaired)  the  mayor,  upon  beinji 
advised  thereof,  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  served  upon  the 
owner,  owners,  or  agent  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty bounding  or  abutting  on  such  sidewalks  of  the  passage 
of  such  resolution ;  and  if  it  shall  api)ear  in  the  return  made 
by  the  mayor  or  otherwise  that  such  person  or  persons  can 
not  be  found,  notice  thereof  shall  be  pjiven  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  city  for  four 
consecutive  weeks.  If  such  sidewalks  are  not  constructed 
within  sixty  days  (or  repaired  within  filteen  days)  from  the 
service  of  such  notice  on  the  completion  of  such  publication,

That  said  clerk  may  appoint  a  deputy  clerk  of 
the  supreme  court,  which  appointment  shall  be  approved  by 
the  supreme  court,  and  a  aeputy  clerk  of  the  commic^sion 
appointed  under  section  twenty-two  of  article  four  of  the 
constitution,  which  appointment  shall  be  approved  by  said 
commission.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  by  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  ap- 
pointed under  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  as  a  fund  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  line  of  railway  for  which  they  are  trustees,  a 
sum  in  addition  to  the  amount  authorized  by  said  original 
act,  not  to  exceed  six  millions  of  dollars,  and  to  issue  bonds 
therefor  in  the  name  and  under  the  corf)orate  seal  of  the 
city  owning  the  line  of  railway.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed 
and  attested  in  the  same  manner  as  the  bonds  authorized  by 
the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  and  shall  be  secured 
by  the  pledge  of  the  faith  of  the  city,  and  a  tax  which  shall

Relating  to  Procedure  before  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  to  Repeal  an  Act 
passed  March  30th,  1875.    (Ohio  Laws,  Vol.  72,  page  159.)  « 

Section  1.  BeU  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  sections  three,  seventy-five,  seventy-seven, 
ninety,  ninety-one,  one  hundred  and  eleven  and  one  hun. 
dred  and  twenty-three  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  of  the 
jurisdiction  and  procedure  before  justices  of  the  peace  and  of 
the  duties  of  constables  in  civil  courts,"  (S.  &  C.  Statutes, 
p^es  770,  784,  786,  788  and  789,)  as  amended  March  30th, 
1876,  (Ohio  Laws,  Vol.  72,  page  159),  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Section  3.  That  no  householder  or  freeholder  resident  of 
the  county  shall  be  held  to  answer  any  summons  issued 
against  him  by  a  justice  in  a  civil  matter  in  any  township 
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of  such  county  other  than  the  one  where  he  shall  reside,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  by  section  two  of  this  act,  and  in 
the  oases  following : 

First — Where  there  shall  be  no  justice  of  the  peace  for  the 
township  in  which  the  defendant  may  reside. 

Second — Where  the  only  justice  residing  therein  is  inter- 
ested in  the  controversy. 

Third — ^Where  he  shall  be  related  uh  father,  father-in-law, 
M>n,  pon-in-law,  brother,  brother-in  law,  guardian,  ward, 
uncle,  nephew  or  cousin,  to  either  of  the  parties,  and  there 
is  no  justice  in  the  township  competent  to  try  the  cause  in 
the  foregoing  excepted  cases,  the  action  may  be  brought 
before  any  justice  of  any  adjoining  township  of  the  same 
county  and  the  justice  shall  state  dh  his  docket  the  reason 
of  his  taking  iurisdiction. 

Fourth — Where  the  summons  is  accompanied  with  an 
order  to  attach  property,  the  jurisdiction  shall  be  co-extensive 
with  the  county. 

Fifth — Where  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  jointly,  or 
jointly  and  severally  bound  in  any  debt  or  contract  or  other- 
wise jointly  liable  in  the  same  action,  and  reside  in  different 
townships  of  the  same  county,  the  plaintiff  may  commence 
his  action  before  a  justice  of  the  township  in  which  any  of 
the  persons  liable  may  reside,  except  that  in  joint  actions 
against  the  makers  and  indorsers  of  notes,  due  bills  or  bills 
of  exchange,  the  action  shall  be  commenced  in  the  township 
where  one  of  the  original  makers,  drawers  or  indorsers  re- 
side, and  if  it  be  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  that  an  indorser 
indorsed  the  note  or  bill  at  the  time  it  was  made,  and  the 
jurisdiction  depends  thereon,  before  the  justice  shall  take 
jurisdiction,  the  plaintiff  or  some  person  for  him  shall  file  an 
afBdavit  setting  forth  the  fact.

For  the  Protection  of  the  Banks  of  the  Ohio  River. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  by  the  State 
of  OhiOf  That  all  male  persons  subject  to  perform  labor  on 
public  highways,  by  an  act  nassea  March  9,  1868,  entitled 
"  an  act  relating  to  roads  and  nigh  ways,"  whose  lands  lie  on 
or  are  bounded  by  the  Ohio  river,  are  hereby  required  to 
perform  ope  day's  labor  each  year,  between  the  months  of 
March  and  June,  in  planting  willows  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  afford  protection  to  the  banks  of  said  stream  during  floods, 
high  waters,  and  at  other  times. 

Sec.  2.  The  supervisor  of  the  district  in  which  such  labor 
may  be  performed,  shall  inspect  the  same,  and  if  he  deem  it 
sufncient  in  extent,  and  performed  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
fulfill  the  requirements  and  intent  of  this  act,  he  shall  give 
the  proper  receipt  for  the  same,  as  though  said  labor  had 
been  performed  upon  the  public  roads  and  highways,  and 
the  persons  performing  such  labor  shall  be  exempted  from 
performing  one  of  the  two  dav's  labor  required  upon  the 
roads  and  highways,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  act  above  mentioned.

To  amend  section  11  of  the  act  entitled  ''An  act  relating  to  Jurors," 
passed  AprU  26,  1873.    Vol.  70^  O.  L.,  p.  167. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  11  of  the  above  mentioned  act  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  11.  That  if  there  shall  be  impaneled  for  the  trial 
of  any  cause,  any  petit  juror  who  has  been  convicted  of  any 
crime,  which  by  the  law  renders  him  disqualified  to  serve  on 
a  jury;  or  who  has  an  interest  in  the  cause ;  or  who  has  an 
action  pending  between  him  and  either  party ;  or  who  has 
formerly  been  a  juror  in  the  same  cause;  or  who  is  either 
party's  employer,  employe,  counselor,  agent,  steward  or  at- 
torney ;  or  who  is  subpoenaed  in  good  faith  in  the  cause  as 
a  witness;  or  who  is  akin  to  either  party  or  to  his  attorney; 
or  who  (not  being  a  regular  juror  of  the  term)  shall  have 
served  once  already  on  a  jury  as  a  talesman  in  the  trial  of 
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any  cause  in  any  court  of  record  in  the  county  within  the 
preceding  twelve  months,  he  may  be  challenged  for  cause ; 
and  in  either  of  said  cases  the  same  shall  be  considered  as  a 
principal  challenge,  and  the  validity  thereof  tried  by  the 
court.  And  any  petit  juror  who  shall  be  returned  for  the 
trial  of  any  cause,  and  against  whom  no  principal  cause  of 
challenge  ca*  be  alleged,  may  nevertheless  be  challenged  on 
suspicion  of  prejudice  against  or  partiality  for  either  party, 
or  for  want  of  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  English  lan- 
guage, or  any  other  cause  that  may  render  him  at  the  time 
an  unsuitable  juror,  and  the  validity  of  such  challenge  shall 
be  determined  by  the  court.  And  each  party  may  peremp- 
torily challenge  two  jurors.

To  amend  Section  581  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  pnjvide  for  the  Or- 
ganization and  Government  of  Municipal  Corporationft,"  passed  May 
7th,  1869,  as  the  same  was  amended  by  the  act  ot  April  18th,  1870,  (O.  L., 
vol.  67,  p.  68, )  and  also  to  amend  Section  590  of  the  aforesaid  act  of 
May  7th,  1869. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Aasembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  five  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  afore- 
said act  of  May  7th,  1869,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  690.  Whenever  the  council  of  any  city,  except 
cities  of  the  first-class,  having  at  the  federal  census  of  1870, 
a  population  of  not  less  than  thirty-one  thousand  and  five 
hundred,  and  not  more  than  thirty-three  thousand,  shall  de- 
termine to  grade,  pave,  or  otherwise  improve  any  street, 
alley  or  other  highway,  and  such  improvement  crosses  or 
intersects  any  other  street,  alley,  or  other  highway,  the  coun- 
cil shall  levy  and  assess  a  tax  upon  the  general  duplicate  of 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  within 
the  limits  of  the  corporation  for  the  amount  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  so  much  of  such  improvement  as  may  be  included 
and  contained  in  the  crossing  or  intersection  of  such  street, 
alley  or  other  highway,  to  be  by  the  clerk  certified  to  the 
auditor  of  the  proper  county,  and  by  the  auditor  charged  in 
said  duplicate  against  said  property,  and  collected  as  other 
taxes. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  five  hundred  and  eigbty-one  of  above 
recited  act,  as  amended  April  18th,  1870,  be  so  amended  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

Section  581.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  council  or  board  of 
improvements,  it  would  be  equitable,  the  whole  or  a  propor- 
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tion  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  as  may  be  ^fixed  by  the    When  costs 
council  or  board,  may  be  raised  by  the  levy  and  assessment,    ™y  ^^^l*" 
by  the  council,  of  a  tax  upon  the  general  duplicate  of  all  the    levyf 
real  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  within  the 
limits  of  the  corporation,  which  levy  and  assessment  shall  be 
certified,  charged  and  collected  as  provided  in  chapter  forty- 
eight  :     Provided,  that  the  corporation  at  large  (if  it  be  not 
a  city,  having  at  the  last  federal  census  of  A.  D.  1870,  a 
population  of  not  less  than  thirty-one  thousand  and  five 
hundred  nor  more  than  thirty-three  thousand)  shall  pay  not 
less  than  one-fiftieth  part  of  all  expenses  and  costs  for  im- 
proving public  streets  and  ways,  excepting  sidewalks,  in 
addition  to  the  pay  for  street  intersections,  as  provided  for 
in  section  590. 

Sec.  3.     Said  original  sections  590  and  581,  as  amended    Repealed. 
April  18th,  1870,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.     This  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

To  amend  8ectioi]8  %  4  and  5  of  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the 
Increase  of  Capital  Stock  of  Railroad  CompauleB,  passed  May  5,  1873. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  sections  two,  four  and  five  of  said  act  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  2.  Before  any  stock  shall  be  issued  under  this  act, 
a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such  railroad  company  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  thereof,  designating  dis- 
tinctly the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  said  meeting,  and 
amount  of  stock  required ;  which  meeting  shall  be  held  at 
the  principal  business  oflBce  of  said  company  in  this  state. 
Notice  of  said  meeting  shall  begiven'for  at  least  thirty  days 
previous,  by  continued  publication  in  at  least  two  news- 
papers published  and  of  general  circulation  within  the  state; 
also  by  a  like  notice,  mailed  thirty  days  previous  to  the  time 
naine5  for  said  meeting,  to  each  stockholder  whose  residence 
is  known.  If  at  said  meeting  thus  authorized,  the  consent 
of  the  stockholders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  upon  which 
the  holders  thereof  would  be  entitled  to  vote  at  an  election 
of  directors  of  the  company  shall  be  given,  the  authorized 
stock  of  such  company  may  be  increased  to  such  amount  as 
may  be  decided  necessary,  or  requisite,  for  the  purposes 
named  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Within  ten  days  after  such  meeting,  the  pres- 
ident and  secretary  of  said  company  shall  make  out  an  ab- 
stract, stating  the,  whole  amount  of  pre-existing  capital 
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stock,  the  amount  authorized,  the  number  of  shares  of  stock 
upon  which  have  been  paid  all  the  installments  called  for  by 
the  board  of  directors,  and  the  vote  at  said  meeting,  adding 
a  certificate  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  fully 
complied  with ;  to  which  abstract  and  statement  they  shall 
make  affidavit,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  made  a  matter 
of  record. 

Section  5.  That  any  railroad  company  heretofore,  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
or  the  purchasers  of  any  railroad  within  this  state,  which 
has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  sold  pursuant  to  judicial  order 
or  decree,  or  the  assigns  of  such  persons  organized  and  act- 
ing as  a  company,  may,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  its 
line  of  road,  or  extending  the  same,  or  laying  a  double  or 
additional  track,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  constructing  author- 
ized branch  roads,  or  increasing  its  machinery,  rolling  stock, 
depots,  shops,  or  other  improvements,  or  paying  its  unfund- 
ed debts,  or  redeeming  its  oonds,  issue  its  bonds,  convertible 
or  otherwise,  bearing  any  raie  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight 
per  centum  per  annum,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two- 
thirds  of  its  authorized  capital  stock,  and  sell  the  same  at 
such  times  and  places  within  or  without  the  state,  and  at 
such  rates,  as  the  directors  of  said  company  may  deem  for  its 
best  interests  ;  and  such  company  may  secure  such  bonds  by 
mortgage  on  its  property,  or  otherwise,  if  authorized  by  the 
vote  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  of  holders  pf  a  majority  of  the 
stock  upon  which  have  been  paid  all  the  installments  called 
for  by  the  board  of  directors  at  any  regular  meeting,  or  at 
any  special  meeting,  after  thirty  days'  notice. 

Sec.  2.  That  sections  two,  four  and  five  of  said  above 
mentioned  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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AN  ACT 

To  Regulate  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  located  at 
Xeuia,  and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assenibly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall 
appoint  a  board  of  trustees  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home,  located  near  Xenia,  Ohio.  Said  board  shall 
consist  of  seven  persons,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  to 
serve  for  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  for  three  ^ears,  two  for 
four  years,  and  two  for  five  years,  and  as  their  respective 
terms  of  service  shall  expire,  their  successors  shall  be  ap. 
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pointed  for  the  term  of  live  years,  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided. In  case,  and  whenever,  vacancies  shall  occur  in  said 
board  of  trustees,  the  governor  shall  have  power,  as  herein 
provided,  to  fill  such  vacancies  for  the  unexpired  term  there- 
of; and  if  the  Senate  be  not  in  session  at  the  time,  he  shall 
submit  sach  appointment  to  the  senate  for  its  approval  at 
its  next  session.  Before  entering  upon  their  respective 
duties,  each  of  said  trustees,  physician,  superintendent, 
clerk  and  matron  herein  provided  for,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  afiSrmation  to  support  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  and,  also,  faith- 
fully and  honestly  to  discharge  all  and  singular  the  duties 
of  such  trust,  and  in  all  things  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
State  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  skill  and  ability,  which  oath 
shall  be  filed  in  the  otfice  of  the  governor.

mav. appoint  a  matron,  physician,  cierk,  principal  of  schools, 
and  such  teachers  and  assistants  as  they  may  deem  advisable.

SEC  -I.  "  'fhat^ne^superintendent  shall  receive  all  moneys 
belonging  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  home,  and  disburse  the 
same  upon  the  order  of  the  president,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board;  he  shall  keep  a  full  and  true, account 
of  such  receipts,  and  an  itemized  account  of  all  expenditures 
made  by  him,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  which 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  trustees.  He 
shall  also  keep  a  detailed  account  of  all  his  transactions, 
showing  concisely  and  clearly  the  purpose  for  which  all 
moneys  were  received  and  paia,  including  the  sums  paid  in 
salaries  and  compensation  to  officers  and  employes,  with 
np,m^s  of  said  officers  and  employes,  and  the  amount  paid  to 
each.  He  shall  make  all  contracts  (except  as  hereinafter 
stated)  in  behalf  of  and  all  purchases  for  said  home,  when- 
ever they  can  be  made  on  the  best  terms,  take  vouchers  for 
all  disbursements  made  by  him,  have  a  personal  superin- 
tendence of  all  the  property  and  affairs  of  said  home,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the 
board  or  trustees.  He  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
board,  make  contracts  with  and  discharge  employes  of  the 
home.  He  shall  balance  all  accounts,  and  make  a  report  of 
the  business  and  condition  of  the  institution  to  the  board  at 
each  regular  meeting  thereof,  and  also  such  other  and  further 
reports  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board  or  the  audi- 
tor of  state.  He  shall  certify  his  approval  on  all  bills  against 
said  home  before  the  same  are  audited,  unless  such  approval 
shall  be  dispensed  with  by  the  board. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  superintendent  shall,  before  entering  on 
Togivebond.  his  duties,  enter  into  a  bond  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  at 
least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
probate  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  institution  is 
located,  in  the  penal  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  coq- 
ditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  and  honestly  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  pay  over  and  account  for  all  money 
and  property  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  by  reason  of  his 
said  office  belonging  to  the  State  or  to  any  other  person, 
which  bond  shall  be  recorded  in  the  journal  of  said  probate 
court  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  governor. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  trust- 
ees more  than  five  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  any  one  article 
will  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  institution  during  any  one 
year,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  advertise  for 
sealed  bids  to  furnish  at  the  institution  such  articles  at  such 
times  and  in  such  quantities  as  the  superintendent  maj^ 
from  time  to  time  direct,  each  bid  to  be  accompanied  with  a 
bond,  in  such  amount  as  the  board  may  direct,  with  good 
and  sufficient  surety  that  such  bidder,  if  the  contract  be 
awarded  to  him,  will  fulfill  and  perform  the  contract  on  his 
part,  and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder;  provided,  that  all  provisions  and  supplies  thus  fur- 
nished shall  be  of  good  ana  wholesome  quality,  or  the  same 
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maybe  reiected  by  the  superintendent ;  and,  provided  fur- 
ther, said  board  may  reject  all  bids  and  readvertisc  for  bide, 
and  when  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  any 
article,  provisions  or  supplies  needed  for  said  home  can  be 
more  economically  purchased  by  private  contract,  the  said 
trustees  may  authorize  the  superintendent  to  buy  the  same 
without  a  letting  to  the  lowest  bidder,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  said  trustees  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  clerk  shall,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  superintendent,  keep  a  full  and  true  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  an  itemized  account  of  all  disburse- 
ments of  the  home  in  a  book  provided  for  such  purpose,  and 
ahall  assist  the  superintendent  in  keeping  all  books,  records 
and  accounts  required  to  be  kept  by  law,  and  the  rules  of  the 
home,  and  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  superintendent  or  board  of  trustees. 

Sec  8.  That  the  superintendent  of  said  home  shall  he 
a  person  of  acknowledged  ability  and  fitness  for  his  ofiiee, 
and  shall  sustain  a  good  moral  character,  lie  shall  have  en- 
tire control  of  the  educational,  moral  and  dietetic  treatment 
of  the  inmates  and  pupils,  and  shall  see  that  the  several 
officers  and  employes  in  the  institution  faithfully  and  dili- 
gently discharge  their  respectivi;  duties.  He  sliall  em])loy 
such  attendants,  nurses,  servants  and  such  other  j)ersons  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  eflicient  and  economical  man- 
agement of  the  institution,  and  assign  them  their  respective 
places  and  duties.  The  superintendent  and  matron  shall 
aevote  their  entire  time  to  the  interest  of  the  home. 

Sec  9.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  may  at  pleasure 
remove  any  matron  or  physician,  teacher  or  employe,  and 
they  may  remove  the  superintendent,  also,  for  incompetency, 
gross  neglect  of  duty  or  refusal  to  discharge  the  duties  de- 
volving irpon  him,  or  for  any  misconduct  which  renders  it 
improper  for  him  longer  to  continue  at  the  head  of  the  in- 
stitution, and  may  direct  the  discharge  of  a  pupil  or  inmate 
when  they  shall  deem  it  expedient, 

Bec  10.  That  no  trustee  or  any  oflQcer  of  the  institution 
shall  be  either  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  building  material  or  any  other  article  of  furniture 
or  supply  for  the  use  of  or  in  any  contract  in  behalf  of  said 
in>jtitution,  and  no  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  superintendent  of  said  institution 
during  the  term  of  which  he  was  appointed,  nor  within  one 
year  after  his  term  shall  have  expired ;  and  the  said  board 
and  superi ntendent  shall,  on  the  15th  day  of  November  in 
each  year,  make  their  report  to  the  governor  of  the  condition 
of  said  home,  and  an  estimate  of  the  several  necessities  of 
the  home  for  the  succeeding  year :  Provided,  that  whenever 
the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  shall  be  Sunday,  then  the 
duties  required  by  this  act  to  be  performed  on  that  day  may 
be  performed  on  the  next  day  or  Monday. 

Sec  11.  That  the  superintendent  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation for  his  services  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  matron  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  in  monthly  installments,  for  which  vouchers  shall 
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be  taken,  and  filed  with  the  other  vouchers  and  statementB, 
at  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  board. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  su- 
perintendent, and  not  otherwise,  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  institution, 
and  do  what  she  can  to  promote  the  comfort  and  welfare  of 
its  inmates. 

Sec.  13.  That  there  shall  be  received  into  said  home  the 
children  residing  in  Ohio  6f  deceased  indigent  and  per- 
manently  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  in  the 
land  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  late 
rebellion,  that  are  by  said  board  ascertained  to  be  destitute 
of  the  means  of  support  and  education;  and  they  shall  be 
furnished  a  support  and  education  at  said  home  until  they 
arrive  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  unless  for  good  reasons 
sooner  discharged:  Provided,  however,  that  said  board  may 
permit  such  of  said  children  and  youth  as  they  deem  proper 
to  remain  as  inmates  of  said  home,  and  receive  all  the  bene- 
fits thereof,  until  they  are  eighteen  yf^ars  of  age. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Ohio  soldiers'  and  sailor-*' 
orphans'  home  shall  afford  to  all  the  pupils  under  their 
charge  such  agricultural,  horticultural,  technical,  industrial 
and  art  education  as  can  be  made  accf^ssible  to  them. 

?5Ec.  15.  That  they  shall  establish,  in  the  grounds  of  the 
home, -shops  wherein  suitable  trades  may  be  taught  and 
practiced,  and  the  trustees,  and  under  their  regulations  the 
superintendent,  shall  have  power  to  employ  the  proper  per- 
sons to  teach  such  trades  to  the  pupils  under  their  charge, 
and  to  dismiss  such  instructors  for  cause. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  trustees,  and  under  their  regulations 
the  superintendent,  shall  have  power  to  purcha<?ethe  mater- 
ial, tools  and  machinery  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  and  to  dispose  of  the  productions  of  the  pupils  to 
the  best  advantage  of  the  institution,  accounting  for  the  pro- 
ceeds and  expenditures  in  their  annual  report;  also  they, 
and  under  their  regulations  the  superintendent,  are  further 
empowered  to  make  arrangements  with  the  conductors  or 
proprietors  of  industrial  establishments,  or  occupations,  sit- 
uated outside  of  the  home,  to  place,  for  part  or  all  of  their 
time,  suc^Jypdpils  with  them  as  may  desire  this,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  leawiiirg  such  trades  or  occupations. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  curriculum  of  studies  at  the  home  for 
those  having  parsed  the  thirteenth  year  shall  be  such  as  to 
assist  them  most  effectually  in  their  future  pursuits.  The 
division  and  assignment  into  schools  and  classes  shall  be  so 
regulated  that  the  pupils  may  have  the  benefit  of  instruction 
in  approved  literary  oranches,  at  such  hours  as  would  appear 
to  be  most  practicable,  be  they  given  in  evening  schools, 
half  tim<^  scnools,  or  in  schools  during  certain  seasons  only. 
^FA'.  IS.  That  wages  earned  by  pupils  outside  of  the  home 
shall  belong  to  them.  Those  working  inside  the  institution 
shall  be  entitled,  on  their  discharge,  to  the  net  earnings 
during  the  two  vears  previous,  to  be  approximated  by  the 
trustees,  and  un(5er  their  regulations  by  the  superintendent. 
The  pupils  shall   have  the   right  to  select  for   themselves 
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such  trade  or  occupation  as  they  may  wish  to  engage  in,  but 
every  pupil,  male  or  female,  remaining  in  the  institution 
after  having  completed  his  or  her  fourteenth  year,  except  in 
cases  of  debility  or  ill-health,  must  devote  himself  or  herself 
for  part  of  his  or  her  remaining  time  to  the  learning  of  one  of

the  near  vicinity  thereof,  the  said  t^^wnship  trustees,  or  the 
said  trustees  or  board  of  directors  of  such  cemetery  associa- 
tion^ or  both  combined,  may  order  and  provide  for  the  i  e 
moval  of  all  bodies  remaining  or  l>eing  buried  within  said 
burial  ground  so  to  be  discontinued,  and  for  the  removal  of

Duplicate  accounts  shall  be  made  out  oy  the 
steward,  one  to  be  retained  by  him  and  the  other  certified  to  * 
the  warden.     When  the  amount  is  paid  to  the  warden  he 
shall  receipt  the  account,  and  it  shall  be  properly  entered 
upon  the  books  by  the  clerk,  and  payment  to  the  warden 
alone  shall  discharge  such  liability. 

Sec.  18.     Visitors  may  be  charged  a  reasonable  sum  for  J 
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"I^tors  /going  through  the  prison,  which  sum  shall  be  prescribed  by 
5^^i???.?'  J  the  board.  The  wardeh  shall  procure  suitable  tickets,  which 
shall  be  sold  by  the  clerk,  who  shall  keep  an  account  of  such 
sales,  and  pay  over  the  money  to  the  warden  daily.  The 
guard  at  the  door  of  the  guard- room  shall  receive  the  tickets, 
and  also  keep  an  account  of  them  in  a  book  as  they  are  re- 
ceived and  return  them  to  the  clerk  each  day  before  the 
'prison  is  closed. 

Sec.  19.  All  other  revenues,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  i)aid  to  the  warden. 

Sec.  20.     The  warden  shall  balance  his  cash  account  each 

^raonth,  and  report  the  same  to  the  board,  if  in  session,  or  at 

heir  first  meeting  thereafter,  and  on  tiie  fifth  week  day  of " 

feach  month,  ])ay  into  the  treasury  so  much  as  is,  in  the 

opinion  of  the  board,  not  reriuired  for  the  current  use  of  the 

enitentiary. 

Sec,  21.  In  order  to  provide  for  hard  labor  by  each  con- 
vict according  to  his  sentence,  the  directors  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  reijuired  to  let  and  hire  the  labor  of  the  convicts 
upon  such  branches  of  business,  and  for  the  manufacture  of 
such  articles  as  in  their  judgment  will  he-t  accomplish  that 
end  and  subserve  the  interest^  of  the  st  ite,  which  letting 
and  hiring  shall  be  as  follows: 

Fird.  The  letting  shall  be  advertised  by  the  warden  in 
two  of  the  nf^wspapers  publislied  in  Columbus,  and  one  in 
each  of  the  cities  of  Cleveland  and  Cincinnati,  once  a  week 
for  at  least  four  wt^eks,  and  by  such  further  notice  as  the 
board  may  direct.  The  advertisement  shall  specify  the  num- 
ber of  men  to  be  let,  the  length  of  time,  which  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  years,  and  the  last  day  on  which  bids  will  be  re- 
ceived. 

Second.  The  board  may,  in  their  discretion,  designate 
what  articles  or  class  of  articles  shall  be  manufactured. 

1  Third.  Each  bidder  may  separately  state  in  his  bid  what 
he  will  give  for  the  labor  bid  for,  with  or  without  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  manufjxcture  the  articles  specified. 
Fourth.  lilixch  bid  shall  specify  each  article  proposed  to  be 
manufactured,  and  the  number  of  square  feet  of  shop  room 
which  will  be  re(iuired. 
Fifth.  Each  bid  shall  be  unconditional. 
Sixth.  The  price  per  day  for  each  convict  shall  be  speci- 
fied, and  if  a  different  price  per  day  is  stated  for  different 
periods,  each  period  and  its  price  must  be  so  stated,  that  one 
may  be  accepted  and  the  others  rejected  ;  provided,  that  no 
fbid  shall  be  received,  nor  any  ctmtract  made,  nor  shall  the 
/labor  of  said  convicts,  excepting  always  the  labor  of  cripples, 
females,  and  miners,  and  those  disabled  by  disease  or  old  age, 
be  temporarily  hired  at  a  less  rate  than  seventy  cents  per 
day. 

Seventh.  If  the  person  bidding  desires  to  manufacture  dif- 
ferent classes  of  articles,  the  labor  to  be  employed  on  each 
class  must  be  bid  for  separately. 

Eighth.  Each  bid  must  be  accompanied  by  a  bond,  with 
sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  that  the  bidder  will 
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comply  with  the  terms  of  his  bid,  if  it  is  accepted,  and  seal- 
ed up  and  addressed  to  the  warden. 

Ninth.  The  bids  shall  be  opened  by  the  board  at  their 
next  meeting,  whether  monthly  or  quarterly,  after  the  last 
day  specified  for  receiving  the  laids,  and  the  labor  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders,  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing regulations  : 

(a)  As  between  bids  which  are  for  substantially  the  same 
price,  the  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  give  a  preference  to 
the  one  which  in  their  judgment,  will  best  prornote  the  in- 
terests of  the  state. 

(6)  As  between  bids  by  the  same  party,  one  with  and  the 
other  without  the  exclusive  right  to  manufacture,  the  board 
may  accept  either. 

{c)  The  board  may  reject  all  the  bids,  if  they  are  for  less 
than  a  fair  and  reasonable  price  for  the  labor  bid  for,  and  the 
board  shall  not  be  required,  in  any  case,  to  apportion  the 
labor  advertised  among  the  bidders,  or  any  number  of  them. 

(fZ)  Any  bid  may  be  rejected,  if  it  is  aorainnt  the  interest 
of  the  state  or  the  welfa  e  of  the  convicts  that  the  articles 
specified  should  be  manufactured  in  the  prison. 

TentL  When  a  bid  is  accepted  and  labor  is  awarded  to  the 
bidder,  the  directors,  on  the  part  of  the  state,  and  the  bidder 
shall  enter  into  a  contract  in  pursuance  of  the  bid ;  and  such 
bidder  shall  also  procure  a  bond,  to  be  executed  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  board,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  contract  on  his  p.irt,  a  blank  form  of  which  contract 
and  bond  shall  be  deposited  and  remain  with  the  clerk  for 
inspection  during  the  time  of  the  advertisement. 

Eleventh.  The  board  may  give  to  a  bidder,  after  he  shall 
have  entered  into  a  contract,  a  reasonable  time  to  procure 
machinery  and  make  preparation  for  manufacturing,  not  ex- 
ceeding sixty  days  from  the  acceptance  of  the  bid. 

TwelftL  If  a  contract  is  made  lor  the  exclusive  right  of 
manufacturing  the  articles  therein  named,  all  contracts 
made  subsequently  by  the  same  party,  and  within  the  same 
period,  and  for  the  manufacture  of  t^he  same  articles,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  terminate  at  the  same  time  with  the  first 
contract. 

•  Thirteenth.  If  any  contractor  shall  not  manufacture  one  or 
more  articles  specified  in  his  contract,  the  board  may  give 
him  three  months'  notice  to  manufacture  them,  and  on  fail- 
ure of  the  contractor  to  do  so  within  that  period,  the  right 
to  manufacture  them  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Fourteenth.  The  foremen  of  the  shops  of  the  different  con- 
tractors, before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation  to  obey  the  laws  regulating  the  penitentiary, 
and  observe  all  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
board  of  directors. 

Sec.  22.  The  convicts  shall  labor  for  the  contractors  an 
average  of  ten  hours  a  day  during  the  year,  Sundays  ex- 
cepted. 

Sec  23.  On  or  before  the  fifth  week-day  of  each  month 
the  clerk  shall  make  out,  and  the  warden  certify  and  deliver 
to  the  auditor  of  state,  a  statement  of  the  amount  due  from 
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ach  contractor  for  the  preceding  calendar  month,  and  with- 
fn  five  days  thereafter  each  contractor  shall,  in  the  ordinary 
mode  prescribed  by  law,  pay  the  amount  due  into  the  treas- 
nry ;  provided,  a  credit  of  three  months  may,  at  the  discre- 
jlion  of  the  board,  be  allowed  to  the  sevbral  contractors;  and 
provided  further,  that  within   the  time   aforesaid,  in  the 

onth  of  November  in  each  year,  payment  in  full  for  the 
[previous  year  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  24.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  keep  as  many 

en  constantly  employed  on  contracts  as  the  interests  of  the 
htate  will  permit. 

[  Sec.  25.  All  convicts  not  employed  on  contracts  may  be 
Employed  by  the  directors  and  warden  in  ttie  perfoimance  of 
^•work  for  the  state  or  temporarily  hired,  which  hiring  shall 
terminate  whenever  their  labor  is  required  on  any  contract. 

Sec  26.  The  warden,  under  the  direction  of  the  board, 
may  employ  a  portion  of  the  convicts  in  the  manufacture 
and  repair  of  any  articles  used  by  the  state,  in  carrying  on 
the  penitentiary.  He  may  also  procure  machinery  and  pre- 
/pare  shop  room  for  that  purpose,  and  employ  such  persons  as 
Rmay  be  necessary  to  instruct  the  convicts  in  such  manufac- 
iture.     If  such  persons  are  employed,  the  terms  of  employ- 

ent  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  board. 

Sec.  27.     A  sufiicient  number  of  convicts  may  be  hired  by 

the  warden  for  domestics,  on  terms  to  be  agreed  upon  by  him 

ind  the  board ;  but  no  superintendent  of  the  kitchen,  state 

ihops,  captain  of  the  watch,  or  male  guard,  shall  board  in 

the  institution.     In  the  discretion  of  the  board,  the  matron 

nd  female  guards  may  be  permitted  to  board  them.selves  in 

he  female  prison  department.     No  officer  shall  be  required 

to  board  in  the  institution  except  the  warden.     The  board 

'  hall  provide  for  the  lodging  of  such  a  number  of  guards  as  may 

y  them  be  required  to  remain  at  the  prison  during  the  night. 

I   Sec.  28.     No  work,  labor  or  service  shall  be  performed  by 

t  convict  within  the  penitentiary,  exc  ptas  herein  provided 

4)r,  unless  it  is  expressly  authorized  by  the' board. 

f  Sec.  29.     In  the  treatment  of  the  prisoners,  the  following 

general  rules  shall  be  observed : 

\  Flrxt.  Each  convict  shall  be  provided  with  a  bed  of  straw, 
6r  other  suitable  material,  and  sufficient  covering,  with  gar- 
'ments  of  coarse  material,  and  with  sufficient  plain  and 
wholesome  food,  and  such  variety  as  may  be  most  conducive 
to  health. 

Senmd.  If  any  prisoner  is  sentenced  to  solitary  confine- 
ment, the  sentence  shall  be  executed,  subject  to  the  right  of 
t'he  hoard  to  modify  it  so  far  as'may  be  necessary  to  prevent 
any  serious  injury  to  health.  No  unnecessary  labor  shall  be 
Ire(iuired  of  any  convict  on  Sunday. 

I     r/drd.     No  punishment  shall  be  inflicted  except  by  the 
(order  and  under  the  direction  of  the  warden  or  deputy  warden. 

Fourth,     All  money  in  possession  of  a  prisoner  when  de- 
livered at  the  penitentiary  shall  be  properly  entered  on  the 
clerk's  books,  and  if  not  otherwise  disposed  by  the  prisoner, 
'all  be  deposited  in  the  treasury  by  the  wurcien,  with  other 

nds  in  his  hands. 
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fifth.  The  rules  and  regulations  prescribing  the  duties  oil 
and  obligations  of  the  prinoners  shall  be  printed  and  hungi 
up  in  each  cell  and  shop. 

Sixth,  Each  convict,  when  he  leaves  the  penitentiary, 
shall  be  supplied  with  a  suit  of  eitizpn's  clothes,  with  the| 
money  taken  from  him  when  he  entered,  and  which  was  not 
dispoj^t  d  of  by  his  order,  and  what  he  may  have  earned  by 
good  behavior  and  diligent  labor.  Before  discharjjjing  any 
convict  who  may  be  insane  or  lunatic  at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
piration of  his  sentence,  the  warden  shall  first  ^ve  notice, 
in  writing,  to  the  probate  judge  of  the  county  from  which 
such  c<tnvict  was  sent,  of  the  fact  of  such  insanity  or  lunacy; 
when  upon  said  jud«^e  shall  forthwith  iysue  his  warrant  to 
the  sh^f  iff  of  such  county,  commanding  him  to  remove  such 
insane  or  lunatic  convict,  and  return  him  to  said  county. 
Upon  tliL*  receipt  of  such  warrant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
sheriff  to  whom  it  is  directed  to  execute  the  same  forthwith, 
and  return  the  same  to  the  probate  judge  by  whom  it  was 
i^ned :  and  thereupon  the  probate  judge  shall  immediately 
order  v^-uch  insane  or  lunatic  person  to  be  confined  and  pro- 
vided for  as  directed  by  the  twenty-fitth  section  of  an  act 
entitled  '*an  act  to  provide  for  the  uniform  government  and 
better  regulation  of  the  lunatic  asylums  of  the  state,  and 
the  care  of  idiots  and  the  insane,"  passed  April  7, 1856 ;  and 
the  f-herift* shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  for  trans- 
ferring a  prisoner  to  the  penitentiary,  and  the  auditor  of  the 
I'ounty  shall  draw  an  ordnr  upon  the  county  treasurer  for  the 
amoun^^^.  If  any  such  probate  judge,  after  having  been  so 
notified  by  the  warden,  shall  neglect  to  issue  his  warrant  as 
herein  provided,  or  any  such  sheriff  shall  neglect  to  remove 
such  insane  or  lunatic  convict,  as  requirf^d  by  the  provisions 
of  this  -ection,  it  shall  be  the* duty  of  the  warden  to  cause 
such  insane  or  lunatic  convict  to  be  removed  and  returned 
to  th^  county  from  which  he  was  sent,  in  charge  of  an  officer 
of  the  penitentiary,  or  some  other  suitable  person ;  and  the 
cost  of  such  removal  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury ' 
in  the  same  manner  as  when  removed  by  the  sheriff  as  here- 
in provided. 

Skc.  30.  In  order  that  good  behavior  may  be  properly  re- 
wards d,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  provide  in  its 
rules  and  regulations  for  a  correct  daily  record  of  the  conduct 
of  eacli  prisoner,  and  his  fidelity  and  diligence  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  work;  and  each  orie  who  is  sentenced  for  a 
definite  time  shall  be  entitled  to  dimini.sh  the  period  of  his 
sentence,  and  receive  a  portion  of  his  earnings,  and  to  citi- 
zenship, under  the  following  rules  and  regulatitms : 

Fir»t.  For  each  month,  commencing  on  the  first  day  after 
his  arrival  at  the  penitentiary,  during  which  he  shall  not 
be  puilty  of  a  violation  of  the  discipline  or  any  ofc  the  rules 
of  the  prison,  and  shall  labor  with  diligence  and  fidelity, 
he  shall  be  allowed  a  deduction  of  five  [days]  from  the  period 
of  his  sentence,  and  a  portion  of  his  earnings  not  exceeding 
one-tenth  of  the  average  price  of  convict  labor.

for  the  month  in  which  the  delinquency  occurs,  but,  accord- 
ing to  the  aggravated  nature  or  frequency  of  his  offenses,  the 
board  may  deduct  a  portion  or  all  of  his  previously  earned 
time  and  mhney.  or  either  of  them.

Fifth.     If  he  is  unable  to  earn  anything,  by  reason  of  sick- 
pess^  or  infirmity,  during  his  confinement,  and  his  conduct 
as  been  go<)d,  the  board  may  allow  him  a  sum  suflicient  to 
efray  his  expenses  to  the  county  where  he  was  convicted. 

Si^jih.  Each  convict  who  performs  labor,  but  not  on  a  con- 
tract, and  who^e  conduct  and  fidelity  entitle  him  to  it,  shall 
bi;  allowed  a  sum  in  lieu  of  earnings  which  shall  not  exceed 
one-t«^nth  of  the  average  contract  price  in  the  prison. 

»Skc.  31.     All  criminals  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  by 
the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  received  and 
kept  according  to  the  sentence  of  the  court  by  which  they 
were  tried,  and  the  prisoners  so  confined  shall  be  subject,  in 
all  respects,  to  the  same  discipline  and  treatm«nt  as  though 
ommitted  under  the  laws  of  this  state.     The  warden  is  here- 
by authorizf'd  to  cluirge  and  receive  from  the  United  States, 
x)r  the  use  of  the  state,  for  each  prisoner,  forty  cents  a  day 
br  board,  the  cost  of  all  clothing  which  may  be  furnished, 
nd  one  dollar  a  month  for  the  use  of  the  prison,  and  if  ad- 
itional   guards   are    re(iuired,  the    compensation   of   such 
guards ;  and  no  other  or  further  charge  shall  be  made  by  any 
officer  for  or  on  account  of  such  prisoners. 

Sec.  32.  No  officer  or  employe  shall  receive,  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  other  com])ensation  for  his  services  than  that 
herein  prescribed  ;  nor  shall  he  receive  any  compensation 
whatever,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  act  or  service  which 
lie  may  do  or  perform  for  or  on  behalf  of  any  contractor,  or 
agent  or  emi)loye  of  a  contractor.  For  every  violation  of 
tiiis  section,  the  oflicer,  agent  or  employe  of  the  state  en- 
gaged therein  shall  be  dismissed  from  his  office  or  service, 
and  every  contractor,  or  employe  or  agent  of  a  contractor,  en- 
gaged therein,  shall  be  exx)elled  from  the  penitentiar}'',  and 
not  again  pM'mitted  within  it  as  a  contractor,  agent  or  em- 
ploye. 

Sec  33.  No  officer  or  employe  of  the  state,  or  contractor, 
or  employe  of  a  contractor,  shall  make  any  gift  or  present 
to  a  convict,  or  receive  any  from  a  «onvict,  or  have  any  bar- 
ter or  dealings  with  a  convict ;  and  for  every  violation  of  this 
section  the  p'arty  engaged  therein  shall  incur  the  same  pen- 
alty as  is  prescribed  in  section  thirty-two. 
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Sec.  34.     No  officer  or  employe  of  the  penitentiary  shall 
be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  pur- 
chase made,  or  authorized  to  be  made,  byi  the  steward,  norl 
?hall  the  steward  make  any  purchasi^sor^^alesfor  or  in  behalf] 
of  the  penitentiary  in  connection  with  any  other  party  or| 
Interest  whatever. 

Sec.  3^).  Every  cost  bill  phall  be  presented  to  the  warden 
when  the  prisoner  is  delivered  at  the  penitentiary ;  the 
warden  shall  certify  on  it  that  the  prisoner  has  been  received, 
and  the  bill  shall  then  be  audited  at  the  state  auditor's  office 
and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  state;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  auditor,  before  drawing  his  warrant 
on  the  treasury  for  the  payment  of  naid  cost  bill,  to  correct^ 
any  errors  therein  as  to  form,  items  or  amount. 

Sec.  36.  All  the  bonds  of  officers  and  employes  under  this^ 
act  shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  state. 

Sec.  37.  If  any  of  the  shops  or  buildings  in  which  the 
convicts  are  employed  are  destroyed  or  injured  by  fire,  they 
may  be  rebuilt  or  repaired  immediately,  under  the  direction 
of  the  board,  and  the  expense  thereof  paid  out  of  any  funds 
in  the  state  trejisury  not  otherwise  appropriated  ])y  law. 

Sec.  38.  The  directoi?  and  present  contractors,  or  any  of  I 
thf^m.  may  by  a<zreement  conform  the  present  contracts  in 
any  respect  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  directors 
may  permit  any  bids  now  pending  before  tlieni  to  be  so 
amended  or  altered  as  to  conform  in  any  respect  to  the  pro- 
vi'^ions  of  this  act,  and  may  accept  or  reject  them,  according 
x/y  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  39.  The  present  officers  of  the  penitentiary  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  40.  That  an  act  entitled  **an  act  to  regulate  and 
govern  the  Ohio  penitentiary,"  passed  April  1, 18()7,  (S.  &  S  , 
page  512)  and  the  amendments  thereto,  passed  January  7, 
1871,  (vol.  68,  page  7,)  and  amendments  passed  March  30, 
1874  (vol.  71,  page  40)  and  amendments  passed  April  20, 
.1874,  (vol.  71,  page  113)  and  [are]  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  41.  Thi<  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  pa^^sage.

Be  it  eimrt&i  hy  tlit  General  A^^mhly  of  thr  State 
of  Ohio,  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first-class,  having  a  popula- 
tion of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  and  upwards  at  the 
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last  federal  census,  there  shall  be  a  board  of  public  works  to 
be  composed  of  five  members  who  shall  be  freeholders  of  such 
city,  and  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  to  sereve 
[serve]  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  their  successors 
t^hall  be  elected  and  qualified;  one  to  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual municipal  election  held  in  such  city,  except  that  at  the 
first  municipal  election  held  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
all  of  said  nve  members  shall  be  elected  and  the  member 
who  shall  receive  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such  elec- 
tion shall  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years ;  the  member  re- 
ceiving the  next  highest  number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  four  years;  the  member  receiving  the  third  highest 
numb(^r  of  votes  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  ;  the 
ni(*mb»*r  receiving  the  fourth  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
sr  rve  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  the  member  receiving 
the  fifth  highest  number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  the  term  of 
one  year;  and  in  case  two  or  more  shall  receive  the  same 
number  of  votes,  their  respective  terms  of  oflfice  shall  be 
determined  by  lot ;  and  one  member  shall  be  elected  annually 
thereafter  in  every  such  city  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five 
yoars  as  aforesaid.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  devote 
their  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  their  oflice, 
and  shall  each  receive,  as  a  compensation  for  his  services,  a 
salary  of  thirty- five. hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

8kc.  2.  The  board  shall  hold  daily  meetings,  and  three 
shall  f.rm  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The 
ayos  Jind  nays  shall  be  called,  and  entered  upon  a  journal, 
upon  the  passage  of  every  resolution  or  order  of  any  kind. 
No  resolution  or  order  shall  be  adopted  unless  three  votes  are 
recordi'd  in  its  favor.  They  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of 
all  their  proceedings,  and  a  copy  from  their  records,  certified 
by  their  clerk,  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  all  courts;  but 
a  separate  journal  and  record  and  separate  accounts  shall  be 
kept  touching  all  matters  connected  with  the  control  of  the 
watvr  works  of  such  city. 

Sec.  ;i.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  have  seats  in 
both  branches  of  the  common  council,  and  be  entitled  to  take 
part  in  its  proceedings  and  deliberations  on  all  questions  re- 
lating to  matters  under  their  charge,  subject  to  such  rules  as 
the  council  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe,  but  without 
the  right  to  vote.  One  of  said  board  may  be  compelled  to 
attend  every  meeting  of  either  bo*ard  of  council  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  members. 

Sec.  4.  This  board  shall  have  power  to  employ  such  ea- 
gin^^er,  clerks,  superintendents,  laborers,  and  other  persons, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  execution  of  their  duties, 
and  fix  their  salaries  and  compensation;  but  the  salaries  of 
such  engineers,  clerks,  and  superintendents,  as  are  appoint- 
ed for  a  definite  period  of  time,  shall  be  fixed  within  limits 
prescribed  by  the  common  council ;  but  any  of  said  persons 
may  be  removed  by  said  board  at  any  time. 

Sec.  5.  This  board  shall  have  all  the  powers  which  are 
now  vested  by  law  in  the  trustees  of  the  water  works,  the 
board  of  improvements,  the  commissioners  of  sewers,  the 
platting   commission,   and    tbe    park    commissioners,    and 
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shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
government  bf  said  boards,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  board  shall  deem  it  advisable  to  make 
any  contract  for  the  execution  of  any  work,  or  the  purchase  of 
any  material  for  matters  under  their  charge,  they  shall  cause 
a  careful  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  cost  of  such  work  or 
material.  In  all  cases  where  assessments  are  to  be  made,  or 
where  the  estimated  cost  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars,  they 
shall  transmit  to  council,  with  their  Yecommendat ions,  a  res- 
olution or  ordinance,  as  the  case  may  be,  authorizing  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  said  work,  or  the  purchase  of  said  material, 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  estimate,  which 
shall  be  transmitted.  Upon  the  passage  by  council  of  such 
resolution  or  ordinance  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to 
advertise  for  proposals,  in  accordance  therewith,  for  a  period 
of  at  least  ten  days  in  one  or  more  of  the  papers  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city,  for  sealed  proposals  to  do  the  work  or 
furnish  the  material  required ;  and  shall  award  the  contract 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder ;  provided,  the  cost  under 
such  bidders  does  not  exceed  the  estimate  transmitted  to 
council. 

Sec.  7.  The  contracts  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the 
city,  and  executed  in  behalf  of  the  city  by  the  ])residing  of- 
ficer of  the  board  and  filed  in  their  ofl&ce. 

Sec.  8.  In  cases  where  the  board  may  contract  without 
the  approval  of  the  council,  they  may,  in  their  discretion, 
purchase  the  necessary  material  and  employ  the  necessary 
overseers  and  hands  to  do  the  work.  Council  may  also,  in 
special  cases,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board,  authorize 
any  work,  no  part  of  which  is  to  be  paid  by  assessment,  to 
be  done  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  9.  When  it  may  become  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board,  in  the  prosecution  of  any  work,  to  make  any  al- 
terations or  modifications  in  the  specifications  or  plans  of 
any  contract,  such  alteration  or  modification  shall  only  be 
made  by  order  of  the  board,  and  such  order  shall  be  of  no 
effect  until  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  same  has  been  agreed 
upon  in  writing,  and  signed  b}'  the  contractor  and  some 
person  authorized  thereunto  by  the  board;  provided,  the 
total  cost  of  the  work,  with  the  addition  of  the  price  so 
agreed  upon,  shall  not  exceed  the  original  estimate.  And 
no  contractor  shall  be  allowed  any  thing  for  any  extra  work 
caused  by  any  such  alteration  or  mfxlification,  unle.ss  an  or- 
der be  made  and  agreement  signed.  Nor  shall  he,  in  any 
case,  be  allowed  more  for  such  alteration  or  modification 
than  the  price  fixed  by  such  agreement. 

Sec.  10.  This  board  shall  have  the  powers  now  vested  in 
council,  to  publish  all  resolutions  delaring  the  necessity  of 
certain  improvements,  now  required  to  be  publislnd  under 
the  code  in  chapter  XLIX,  but  the  ordinance  authorizing 
the  improvement  must  be  passed  by  council  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  board. 

Sec  11.  Each  member  of  said  board,  before  entering  upon 
his  duties,  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand

dollars,  with  three  or  more  sureties,  each  of  said  sureties 
taking  an  oath  that  ho  is  worth  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  over  and  above  all  his  liabilities;  said  bond  to  be 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
shall  be  made  to.  the  satisfaction  of  the  common  council,  and 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  solicitor. 

Sec.  12.  No  grant  of  the  use  of  any  street  or  highway  in 
such  city  for  the  purpose  of  a  street  or  other  railroad,  or  any 
extension  thereof,  shall  be  made  or  renewed  unless  first 
recommended  by  said  board;  nor  siiall  any  such  street  or 
highway  be  used  for  supplying  gas  or  water,  or  be  broken  up 
or  obstructed  for  any  purpose  or  pretense  whatever,  unle.sb 
permission  shall  have  oeen  first  given  therefore  by  said  board 
and  attested  by  their  clerk  in  writing  ;  nor  shall  any  resolu- 
tion or  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  mone}^  in  settlement  of 
any  claims  for  unliquidated  damages  be  passed  or  any  bind- 
ing agreement  for  such  settlement  made  by  the  common 
council  unless  the  payment  or  settlement  of  such  claim  shall 
first  have  U-en  recomniend<  d  by  said  l)<>ard ;  neither  shall 
any  property  used  or  to  be  used  for  purposes  under  the  con- 
trol of  this  board  or  for  purposes  of  the  city  be  purchased, 
leased  or  disposed  of  without  such  recommendation  being 
first  made. 

Sec.  13.  No  resolution  or  order  in  which  the  expenditure 
of  money  is  involved,  no  ordinance,  resolution  or  order  for 
the  expenditure  of  money,  nor  any  contract  for  the  payment 
of  money,  or  for  granting  any  franchise,  or  creating  any 
right,  or  for  the  purchase,  lease,  sale  or  the  transfer  of  any 
property,  which  shall  have  passed  the  common  council  (ex- 
cept such  as  levying  special  taxes  for  the  improvement  of 
streets)  shall  take  effect  until  approved  by  four  members  of 
said  board  ;  and  for  such  final  approval  every  such  ordinance, 
resolution,  order,  or  contract,  shall  be  submitted  to  said 
board,  after  being  ap[)roved  by  the  mayor,  or  after  being 
recommended  and  passed  by  the  council  if  disapproved  by  the 
mayor. 

Sec.  14.  Any  of  said  members  may  be  removed  from  of- 
fice for  incompetency,  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  un- 
faithfulnt^ss  of  trust,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  the  board  of  aldermen  of  such  city,  and  all 
vacancies  occurring  thereby  shall  be  tilled  by  appointment, 
to  be  made  by  tlie  court  of  common  ]>leas  of  the  county  in 
which  said  city  is  situated,  until  the  next  municipal  election. 

Sec.  15  The  revenue«  of  the  water  works  shall  hereafter 
be  expended  like  the  other  funds  under  the  control  of  the 
city,  only  on  the  appropriation  of  the  money  by  ordinance 
duly  passed  by  council. 

Skc  16.  The  offices  of  the  trustee  of  the  water  works,  the 
board  of  improvements,  the  commissioner  of  sewers,  the 
platting  commission,  the.  park  commissioners,  the  city 
civil  engineer,  and  street  commissioner,  in  cities  to  which 
this  act  is  applicable,  and  also  all  officers  created  bv  council 
in  departments  hereby  placed  under  control  of  this  board  are 
hereby  abolished;  but  the  same,  however,  shall  not  take 
effect  until  the  members  of  said  board  of  public  works  shall  be 
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elected  and  qualified.  All  acts  conflicting  herewith  are  here- 
by repealed ;  and  this  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

[AN  ACT] 


Authoriziug  the  election  of  a  board  of  police  coiumiHtiiouers,  and  cou- 
eolidatiiig  the  same  with  the  bt»ard  of  health,  in  citievS  of  the  tir8t-cla«8 
with  a  population  of  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  and  over 
ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  at  the  laHt  federal  census,  and  to  repeal 
certain  act«. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  all  powers  andf  duties  connected  with  and  in- 
cident to  the  government  and  discipline,  in  cities  of  the 
first-class,  with  a  population  of  less  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  ana  over  ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  at  tKQ 
last  federal  census,  shall  be,  as  hereinafter  more  especially 
provided,  vested  in  and  exercised  by  a  board  of  police,  in 
each  city  composed  of  four  commissioners,  qualified  voters  of 
said  cities,  and  who,  together  with  the  mayor  of  said  cities, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  sl  member  and  president  of  said  board, 
a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  no  appointment,  promotion,  or  removal 
of  any  officer  or  patrolman  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by 
•  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said  board,  and  the  vote  so 
given  shall  be  duly  recorded  by  the  secretary  of  the  board. 

Sec.  2  The  respective  terms  of  oflice  of  such  commis- 
sioners shall  be  four  vears,  and  one  of  which  shall  be  elected 
at  each  annual  municipal  election,  except  at  the  first  regu- 
lar annual  municipal  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
when  there  shall  be  elected,  from  among  the  qualified  voters 
of  such  cities,  four  commissioners,  one  of  which  commissioners 
so  elected  shall  hold  oflice  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  which 
shall  expire  on  the  first  da}'  of  April,  1877;  one  commis- 
sioner shall  hold  ofiice  for  tjae  term  of  two  years,  and  which 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1878;  one  commissioner 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  which  shall 
expire  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1879  ;  and  one  commissioner 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  yeais,  and  which  shall 
expire  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1880.  The  above  named 
commissioners  shall  form  the  hoard  of  police  commissioners, 
with  the  mayor  of  said  city  as  a  member  ex  officio  and  presi- 
dent thereof;  and  provided,  that  all  commissioners  elected 
under  this  act  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of 
office,  bold  OTer  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  vacancy  caused  by  death,  removal,  or  re- 
signation of  any  commissioner  in  said  board,  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term,  by  the  city  council  of  said  cities. 

Sec.  4  The  persons  severally  elected  commissioners  of 
police  by  virtue  of  this  act,  nhall,  before  exercising  the  duties 
thereof,  be  duly  sworn  to  a  faithful  performance  of  the  same, 
and  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of  said  cities,  a 
certified  copy  of  such  qualification. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  board  shall,  upon  itt^  organization,  ap- 
point some  suitable  person  to  act  a.s  secretary,  who  sha|.l  re- 
ceive such  annual  salary,  not  exceeding  eighteen  hundred 
dollars,  as  said  board  may  determine,  and  who  shall  perforin 
such  duties  as  ar^  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  hold  his 
office  until  removed  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said 
board  ;  the  said  board  shall  also  have  power,  at  any  time,  to 
app'>int  a  superintendent  of  the  police  force,  a  captain  of 
police,  and  one  captain  in  addition,  to  each  fifty  patroimen 
called  into  the  service  more  than  the  first  fifty,  a  lieutenant 
of  police  for  each  twelve  patrolmen,  one  sergeant  of  police  for 
each  police  precinct,  and  also  regular  or  compensated  patrol- 
men, not  'exceeding  one  for  each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  in 
habitants,  as  shown  by  the  last  federal  census;  provided, 
that  the  number  of  paid  patrolmen  may  be'increasedby  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  city  council,  and  provided,  also,  that 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  in  cases  of  emergency  to  ap- 
point as  many  special  patrolmen  as  it  may  think  proper,  but 
such  appointments  shall  be  reported  to,  and  be  subject  to  the 
action  of  the  city  council,  at  it^  neit  meeting.  The  board 
may,  from  the  members  of  the  force,  appoint  detectives,  not 
exceeding  ten  (10)  in  number,  who  shall  act  as  secret  police 
or  detectives,  one  of  whom  shall  be  detailed  as  chief  detective, 
bearin::  the  rank  of  captain,  and  when  from  any  cause  a. 
vacan<;y  shall  exist  in  the  number  so  first  appointed,  the 
board  may  appoint  to  vsaid  vacancy  the  patrolmen  which  the 
record  required  to  be  kept,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
show  to  be  most  meritorious;  said  board  shall  also  appoint 
such  suitable  persons  to  act  as  d(X)rm*m,  janitors,  attorney  of 
police,  and  telegraph  operators,  as  the  demands  of  the  service 
may  require,  ami  who  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
board  may  determine,  im  no  case,  however,  exceeding  the 
salary  paid  patrolmen  ;  naid  board  shall  also  have  power  for 
cause  to  be  assigned  on  a  public  hearing,  and  on  due  notice, 
according  to  rules  to  be  pronmlgated  by  them,  to  remove  or 
suspend  from  office,  or  for  any  definite  time  deprived  from 
pay,  any  mf^mber  of  such  police  force;  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  said  force, 
and  shall  cause  the  same*  to  be  ]»ubli8hed,  and  to  make  and 
promnlga*^^e  general  and  special  orders  to  said  force  through 
the  superintendent  of  police. 

Sec.  6.  Said  board  shall  assume  and  exercise  the  entire 
control  of  the  police  force  of  said  city,  and  shall  possess  full 
power  and  authority  over  the  police  organization,  govern- 
ment, appointments  and  discipline  within  said  cities;  it 
shall  have  the  custody  and  control  of  all  public  property, 
books,  records  and  equipments  belonging  to  the  police  de- 
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partment,  and  shall  have  power  to  erect  and  maintain  all 
such  lines  of  telegraph  in  such  places  within  said  cities,  as, 
for  purposes  of  police,  the  board  shall  deem  necessary,  when- 
ever the  city  council  shall  authorize  the  establishment  of 
such  telegraph  line  or  lines,  and  provide  for  the  cost  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police,  and 
of  the  force  hereby  constifutea,  at  all  times  of  the  day  and 
night,  within  the  boundaries  of  said  cities,  to  preserve  the 
public  peace,  to  prevent  crime  and  arrest  ofienders,  to  pro- 
tect rignts  of  persons  and  property,  to  guard  the  public 
health,  to  preserve  order,  to  remove  nuisances  existing  in 
the  public  streets,  roads,  places,  and  highways,  to  report  all 
leaks  or  other  defects  in  water  pipes  and  sewers  to  the  proper 
authorities,  to  provide  a  proper  force  at  every  fire,  in  order 
that  thereby  the  firemen  and  property  may  be  protected,  to 
protect  strangers  and  travelers  at  steamboat  aud  ship  land- 
ings and  railway  stations,  and  generally  to  obey  and  enforce 
all  ordinances  of  the  city  council,  criminal  laws  of  the  state 
and  United  States ;  whenever  any  crime  shall  be  committed 
in  said  cities,  whether  the  person  or  persons  accused  or  sus- 
pected of  being  guilty  shall  flee  from  justice  or  not,  the 
superintendent  of  police  shall  immediately  report  to  the 
chief  of  detectives  all  facts  which  may  have  come  to  his 
knowledge  concerning  the  offense,  or  the  accused  or  suspected 
parties;  and  the  board  of  police  may,  in  their  discretion, 
authorize  any  person  or  persons  belonging  to  the  police  force 
to  pursue  and  arrest  such  accused  or  suspected  person  or  per- 
sons»  and  return  them  to  the  proper  criminal  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  offense  for  trial. 

Sec.  8.  The  qualification,  enumeration  and  distribution 
duties,  mode  of  trial  and  removal  from  office  of  each  mem- 
ber of  said  police  force,  shall  be  particularly  defined  and 
prescribed  by  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  police ; 
and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  or  hold  office  in  the 
police  force  aforesaid,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  a  resident  of  the  city ;  and,  provided,  that  no 
superintendent,  captain,  lieutenant,  sergeant  or  patrolman 
shall  be  removed  therefrom,  except  on  written  charges  pre- 
ferred against  him  to  the  board  of  police,  and  after  an  op- 
portunity shall  have*  been  afforded  nim  of  being  heard  in 
nis  defense ;  but  the  board  of  police  shall  have  power  to  sus- 
pend any  member  of  tl\g  police  department  of  the  city  pend- 
ing the  hearing  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him ;  and, 
provided,  that  whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
office  of  captain  of  police,  the  same  may  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment from  among  the  persons  then  in  the  force  as  lieuten- 
ants of  police,  and  a  like  vacancy  in  the  office  of  lieu- 
tenant of  police  may  be  filled  by  appointment  from  among 
the  persons  then  in  office  as  sergeants  of  police,  and  a  like 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  sergeant  of  police  may  be  filled  by 
appointment  from  among  the  persons  then  in  office  as  police 
patrolmen;  the  superintendent  shall  receive  a  salary  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  each 
captain  shall  receive  a  salary  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum ;  «ach  lieutenant  and  detective  a  salary 
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not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  each  ser- 
geant a  salary  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum ; 
each  patrolman  a  salary  not  exceeding  nine  hunared  dollars 
per  annum ;  provided  the  board  shall  have  power  to  detail 
one  or  more  patrolmen  to  the  superintendent  of  police  or 
secretary  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  the  pay  in  all  cases 
shall  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  police  commissioners;  the 
salaries  shall  be  paid  monthly  to  the  persons  entitled  there- 
to; no  member  of  the  board  of  police  or  of  the  police  force 
shall  receive  or  share  in,  for  his  own  benefit,  under  any  pre- 
tense whatever,  any  present,  fee,  gift  or  emolument  for  police 
service,  other  than  the  regular  salary  or  pay  provided  by  this 
section,  unless  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  said  board  of 
police ;  nor  shall  any  member  share  in  or  receive  any  fee, 
gift  or  reward  from  any  person  who  may  become  bail  for 
any  arrested,  accused  or  convicted  person,  or  who  may  become 
surety  for  any  such  person  on  appeal  from  the  judgment  or 
decision  of  any  court  or  magistrate,  or  any  fee,  gift  or  reward 
in  any  case  from  an  attorney-at-law,  who  may  prosecute  or 
defend  any  person  arrested  or  prosecuted  for  any  offense 
within  the  county  within  which  such  cities  may  be  situated ; 
nor  shall  any  such  member  either  directly  or  indirectly  in- 
terest himself  or  interfere  in  any  manner  whatever  in  the 
employment  or  retainer  of  any  attornev  to  aid  in  the  defense 
of  any  person*  arrested  or  accused ;  and  for  any  violation  of 
either  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  person  so  ofiending 
shall  be  immediately  removed  from  the  police  force. 

Sec.  9.  That  all  moneys  which  shall  be  collected  by  the 
police  courts  of  said  cities,  for  and  on  account  of  the  service 
of  writs,  issued  by  said  courts  by  the  police  force,  shall  be 
paid  to  said  board  of  police,  and  such  moneys,  together  with 
all  moneys  received  from  any  source  whatever,  not  otherwise 
provided  for  by  this  act,  bv  the  said  board  of  police,  shall 
constitute  a  fund  to  be  called  the  contingent  fund,  out  of 
which  said  contingent  fund  shall  be  paid  all  incidental  or 
extraordinary  expenses  incurred  by  said  board,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  Any  citizen  of  any  such  city,  with  a  view  to  the 
trial  and  suspension  or  removal  from  office  of  any  officer  or 
patrolman  of  the  police  force  may,  on  oath  in  writing,  prefer 
or  make,  before  the  board,  charges  or  complaint  touching  the 
character  or  competency,  or  affecting  the  acts,  conduct  or 
omission  of  such  officer  or  policeYnan,  or  for  violation  of  or 
misconduct,  as  defined  or  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  board ;  and  said  board,  after  reasonable  notice 
in  the  discretion  of  the  board,  to  the  person  charged,  shall 
proceed  to  the  trial  of  said  officer  or  policeman  on  said  charges 
or  complaint,  and  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  issue  sub- 
poenas, attested  in  the  name  of  the  president  of  the  board, 
to  conipel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  administer  oaths 
and  affirmations,  and  generally  shall,  for  purposes  of  such 
trial,  have  and  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  of  justices  of 
the  peace  in  civil  cases,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  and 
may  make  an  order  of  removal  or  suspension  for  Bome  certain 
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period.  If  on  such  trial  said  charges  or  complaint  shall  be 
sustained,  such  officer  or  policeman  shall  pay  the  cost  of  such 
proceedings,  and  the  same  may  be  deducted  and  withheld 
from  his  pay ;  and  in  case  of  his  suspension,  his  pay  shall 
also  cease  from  the  date  of  the  charges  and  during  the  period 
of  suspension.  In  trials  under  this  section  the  same  costs 
shall  be  charged  and  taxed  as  in  trials  before  justices,  and  be 
collected  on  execution,  to  be  issued  by  the  police  clerk  of 
said  cities  on  certificate  of  the  same  by  the  board,  and  order 
for  execution ;  said  costs,  when  collected,  to  be  paid  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board  for  the  benefit  of  those  concerned;  but 
the  said  board  shall  not  tax  or  receive  any  fees  for  themselves 
or  for  any  member  of  the  police  force. 

Sec.  11.  All  rewards,  fees,  proceeds  of  gifts  and  emolu- 
ments that  may  be  allowed  by  the  board  of  police,  to  be  paid 
and  given  for,  or  on  account  of  any  extraordinary  service  of 
any  member  of  the  police  force,  and  all  money  arising  from 
the  sale  of  unclaimed  pjoperty  or  money,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury,  and  shall  constitute  a  fund,  to  be  called 
the  "Police  Life  and  Health  Insurance  Fund;"  and  the  per- 
sons who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  constitute  the  board  of 
police,  are  hereby  declared  the  trustees  of  said  fund,  and  may 
invest  the  same  as  they  shall  see  fit,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  and  shall  have  power  to  draw  the  same  from  the  treas- 
ury for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  police  force  in  the 
actual  performance  of  his  duty,  and  in  consequence  of  the 
performance  of  such  duty,  shall  become  bodily  disabled,  his 
necessary  expenses  during  the  time  his  disabilities  as  afore- 
said continue,  and  consequ^^nt  thereon,  may  be  paid  from  the 
fund  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  at  tne  discretion 
of  the  said  board  of  police.  The  board  shall  inquire  into  the 
circumstances,  and  if  satisfied  the  charge  upon  said  fund  is 
correct,  may,  in  writing,  order  the  same  to  be  paid  b}'  the 
draft  of  the  said  trustees  upon  the  said  fund,  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  said  board ;  but  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  special  patrolmen  appointed 
as  hereinafter  provided  at  the  request  and  expense  of  private 
parties. 

Sec  13.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police, 
for  more  eflfectually  distributing  and  enforcing  its  police  gov- 
ernment and  discipline,  to  divide  the  said  city  into  precincts 
without  regard  to  ward  boundaries,  and  to  assign  lieutenants 
and  sergeants  of  police  to  each  of  the  said  precincts  as  they 
shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  said  city.  The  board  may, 
from  time  to  time,  establish  a  station,  or  sub-station,  in  each 
precinct  or  division  for  the  accommodation  of  the  police 
force  on  duty  therein.  It  shall  promulgate  all  regulations 
and  orders  through  the  superintendent  of  police ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  police  force  to  respect  and  obey  the  said 
superintendent,  suDJect  to  the  rules  and  regulations  and 
general  rules  of  the  board. 

Sec  14.  The  said  board  of  police  are  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  persons  of  suitable  character  who  may  be  in  the 
employment  of  the  city  in  other  branches  or  departments, 
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special  policemen  or  patrolmen;  provided,  such  special 
5  policemen  shall  not  be  paid  for  their  services  as  policemen, 
either  from  the  police  fund  or  the  city  or  county  treasury ; 
such  policemen  shall  possess  the  same  power  as  the  regular 
police  patrolmeiiv  and  shall  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  board  and  conform  to  its  general  discipline. 

Sec.  15.  The  board  of  police,  whenever  it  shall  see  fit, 
may,  on  the  application  of  any  person  or  persons,  showing 
the  necessities  thereof,  appoint  and  swear  in  any  number  of 
additional  patrolmen  to  do  duty  at  any  place  within  the 
cities,  at  the  charge  and  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  by 
whom  the  application  shall  be  made,  and  the  patrolmen  so 
appointed  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  board  of  police, 
and  shall  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  and 
conform  to  its  general  discipline,  and  to  such  other  special 
regulations  as  may  be  made,  and  shall  wear  such  dress  or 
emblem  as  the  board  may  direct ;  and  shall,  during  the  term 
of  their  holding  appointment,  possess  all  the  powers,  priv- 
ileges and  duties  of  the  patrol  force  herein  prescribed ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  party  so  applying  for  such  appoint- 
ment shall  have  first  paid  into  the  trust  fund,  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  special  patrol- 
man thus  appointed.  The  persons  so  appointed  may  be  re* 
moved  at  any  time  by  the  board  of  police  without  assigning 
cause  therefor. 

Sec.  16.  No  member  of  the  police  force,  under  penalty  of 
forfeiting  the  pay  which  may  be  due  him,  shall  withdraw  or 
resign  from  the  police  force,  unless  he  shall  have  given  two 
wecKs'  bbtice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  superintendent  of 
police.  No  person  who  shall  ever,  for  cause,  have  been  re- 
moved from  the  police  force,  established  by  this  act,  shall  be 
reappointed  by  the  board  of  police  to  any  office  in  the  said 
police  force,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  board. 
/  Sec.  17.  All  stolen  or  other  property  taken  by  the  mem- 
fbers  of  the  police  force  shall  be  deposited  and  kept  in  a  place 
^designated  bv  the  board  of  police ;  and  in  case  of  the  neg- 
lect or  refusal  of  any  officer  to  so  deposit  the  property  taken 
or  found  in  the  possession  of  any  person  or  persons  arrested, 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to 
indictment  on  information,  and  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing three  thousand  dollars,  and  in  no  case  less  than  the  value 
of  the  property,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding one  month ;  and  the  sentence  of  the  court  in  such 
cases  shall  operate  to  vacate  the  office  of  the  person  so  con- 
victed. Every  such  article  of  property  shall  be  entered  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  to- 
gether with  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  ascertained,  and  the 
name  of  the  place  where  found,  and  of  the  person  from  whom 
taken,  with  the  general  circumstances  and  the  date  of  its 
receipt,  and  the  name  of  the  officer  recordinc  the  same.  An 
inventory  of  all  money  or  other  property  shall  be  given  to 
the  party  from  whom  the  same  was  taken ;  and  in  case  the 
same  shall  not,  within  thirty  days  after  such  arrest  and 
seizure,  be  claimed  by  any  person  or  persons,  it  shall,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  board,  be  aelivered  to  the  person 
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from  whom  the  same  was  taken,  and  to  no  other  person,  either 
attorney,  agent,  factor  or  clerk,  except  by  special  order  of| 
the  board.     In  case  said  money  or  property  shall  within 
thirty  days  be  claimed  by  any  other  person  or  persons,  it 
shall  be  retained  by  said  custodian  until  after  the  discharge 
or  conviction  of  the  person  from  whom  the  same  was  taken 
and  so  long  as  the  same  may  be  required  in  evidence  in  an^ 
case  in  court,  and  if  such  claimant  or  claimants  shall  estati 
lish,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  police  judge,  that  he  or  the; 
are  the  rightful  owners,  the  same  shall  be  restored  to  him 
them ;  otherwise  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  accused  person 
ally,  and  not  to  any  attorney,  agent,  factor  or  clerk  of  sue' 
accused  person,  except  upon  special  order  of  the  board,  afte 
all  liens  and  claims  in  favor  of  the  board  and  the  city,  againe 
the  same,  shall  have  first  been  discharged  and  satisfied.    The 
board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  books  for  the  registry  of  lost, 
missing  or  stolen  property,  for  the  general  convenience  ofj 
the  public,  and  of  the  police  force  of  the  city.     It  shall  als 
cause  to  be  kept  books  of  record,  wherein  shall  be  entere 
the  name  of  every  member  of  the  police  force,  his  time  an 
place  of  nativity,  the  time  and  place  where  he  became 
citizen,  (if  he  was  born  out  of  the  United  States,)  his  age,l 
his  former  occupation,  number  of  family,  and  the  residencei 
thereof;  the  date  of  appointment  or  dismissal  from  office, 
with  the  cause  of  the  latter ;  and  in  every  such  record  suffi- 
cient space  shall  be  left  against  all  such  entries,  wherein  to 
make  record  of  the  number  of  arrests  made  by  such  members 
of  the  police  force,  or  of  any  special  services  deemed  merit- 
orious  oy  the  captains  of  police.     It   shall  also  cause  to 
be  kept  in  proper  books,  the  accounts  of  the  board,  and  a 
record  of  their  proeeedings;  and  they  shall  preserve  and  file 
copies  of  all  bills  audited  and  allowed,  and  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  the  expenses  of  the  police  department.     The 
board  of  police  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept  and  bound,  all  po- 
lice returns  _   J _

vide,  when  it  shall  be  required,  at  the  expense  of  the  said 
city  or  cities,  all  necessary  accommodations,  within  such  pre- 
cincts as  shall  be  contained  within  the  boundaries  of  said 
city  or  cities,  for  the  station-houses  required  by  the  board  of 
of  police,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  police  force  of  such 
precinct,  for  the  lodging  of  vagrant  or  disorderly  persons, 
and  for  the  temporary  detention  of  persons  arrested  for  of- 
fenses or  held  as  witnesses.  The  power  of  purchasing  lands 
for  police  purposes,  and  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
erection,  building,  altering  or  repairing  any  of  said  station- 
houses  or  buildings,  shall  be  solely  vested  in  the  board  of 
police  commissioners,  and  all  expenses  incurred  for  the  above 
purposes,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  police  court  funds  of  said 
cities,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  board 
of  police,  and  duly  certified  to  the  city  auditor,  who  shall 
place  the  same  in  the  next  ordinance  for  the  payment  of 
claims,  provided,  that  for  all  contracts  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  in  amount,  payable  out  of  said  police  court  fund,  the 
approval  of  the  city  council  shall  first  be  obtained;  and  pro-; 
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yided  further,  that  no  greater  amount  shall  be  expended  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  by  said  board,  in  any  one  year,  than  an 
imount  equal  to  the  sum  that  shall  have  been  paid  into  said 
und,  after  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  police  judge, 
prosecuting  attorney  of  police  courts,  police  clerk  and  deputy 
police  clerks  of  said  cities,  unless  such  expense  shall  pre- 
viously have  been  authorized  by  the  city  council,  and  pro- 
vision made  for  its  payment.     Xo  commissioner  or  other 
ifficer  of  tli*^'  board,  or  employe  of  the  department,  shall  be 
nterested  in  any  contract  connected  with  the  police  depart- 
ent.      At  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  in  some 
ewspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  cities  of  the  first- 
lass,  of  the  reception  of  the  propasals  for  the  performance  of 
,ny  contract  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  amount,  and 
laid  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  best  and  lowest  bidder, 
ho  shall  furnish  satisfactory  security  for  the  performance 
f  the  same,  and  all  contracts  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars  in  amount,  shall  be  subject  to 
he  approval  of  the  city  council.     It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
if  the  Doard  to  furnish  the  buildings  aforesaid  suitably,  and 
^arm  and  light  the  same  by  day  and  night,  and  in  every 
lase  of  arrest  the  same  shall  be  made  known  to  the  captain 
•r  lieutenant  upon  duty  in  the  precinct  wherein  such  arrest 
ras  made,  by  tne  person  making  the  same,  and  it  shall  be 
he  duty  of  said  captain  or  lieutenant,  as  poon  as  practicable 
fter  such  notice,  to  make  written  return  thereof,  according 
o  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  police,  together 
[with  the  name  of  the  parties  arrested,  the  offense,  the  place 
>f  arrest  and  the  place  of  detention.     All  persons  arrested 
y  the  officers  or  members  of  the  police  force  shall  be  de- 
ained,  while  in  their  custody,  only  in  places  provided  for 
hat  purpose,  and  no  trial  or  examination  of  any  person  ar- 
rested shall  be  held  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
police,  or  of  the  board,  but  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be 
[examined  in  the  police  court  of  said  city  or  cities,  duly  in 
session,  before  the  police  judge,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  judge, 
before  the  person  acting  in  such  capacity.     Necessary  and 
usual  articles  of  clothing  or  personal  apparel  upon  the  per- 
son or  in  possession  of  persons  arrested,  and  detained,  shall 
not  be  taken  or  seized  by  the  police,  unless  there  be  reason 
to  suspect  that  the  clothing  has  been  stolen  or  obtained  un- 
lawfully.    The  board  of  police  shall  provide  suitable  accom- 
modations, within  said  city  or  cities,  for  the  detention  of 
witnesses  who  are  unable  to  furnish  security  for  their  ap- 
pearance in  criminal  proceedings,  and  such  accomodations 
shall  bo  in  apartments  other  than  those  employed  for  the 
confinement  of  persons  charged  with  crime,  Iraud  or  disor- 
derly conduct ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  judge, 
in  committing  witnesses,  to  have  regard  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  board  of  police,  in  respect  to  their  detention. 
Every  person  arrested  by  the  police,  charged  with  the  viola- 
tion of  any  city  ordinance,  may  give  special  bail  for  his  ap- 
pearance, to  answer  to  such  charge ;  but  no  member  of  the 
police  force  shall  become  or  furnish   bail  for  any  person 
rrested. 
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Sec.  19.  The  necessary  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  police  department,  hereby  created  within  the  said  city 
or  cities,  shall  be  a  city  charge. 

Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police  to  pre- 
pare and  submit  to  the  city  auditor,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May  in  every  year,  an  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  providing  for  and  maintaining  the  police  depart- 
ment of  said  city  within  the  current  fiscal  year,  which  es- 
timate shall  be  in  detail,  and  shall  be  laid  by  the  city  auditor 
before  the  city  council  for  their  approval,  and  the  same  shall 
be,  by  the  city  council  of  said  city  or  cities,  provided  for  in 
the  general  tax  assessment,  by  levy  to  be  laid  on  property  in 
said  city.  Said  money,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into 
tbe  city  treasury,  and  shall  be  styled  the  "metropolitan  po- 
lice fund,"  and  shall  be  drawn  out  therefrom  for  police  pur- 
poses of  said  city,  under  the  fiscal  regulations  estaolishea  by 
this  act. 

Sec.  21.  All  moneys  hereafter  to  be  paid  to  any  person  or 
prsons  out  of  the  police  fund,  shall  be  certified  by  the  pres- 
ident or  acting  president  of  the  board  of  police,  and  the  sec- 
retary, to  the  city  auditor,  who  shall  place  the  same  in  the 
next  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  claims ;  the  same  shall 
be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  city  auditor, 
as  in  manner  provided  for  the  payment  of  other  claims. 

Sec.  22.  No  expenses,  other  than  salaries  and  pay  herein 
provided,  shall  be  incurred  by  the  board  of  police,  except  for 
rent,  record-books,  stationery,  printing,  telegraphing,  badges, 
clubs,  and  furniture  of  necessary  rooms  and  stations,  adver- 
tising, fuel  and  lights,  and  food  for  prisoners,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  expressly  authorized  and  nrovision  therefor  made, 
as  a  city  charge,  by  the  city  council  or  committee  thereof  of 
the  city  within  which  the  expenditures  become  necessary 
The  books  and  accounts  kept  by  said  board  shall  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  city  council,  and  the  city 
council  may  at  any  time  require  any  information  respecting 
the  same,  the  disclosure  of  which  will  not  impair  the  useful- 
ne.^3  and  efficiency  of  the  police  department. 

Sec.  23.  The  ooard  of  police  shall  at  all  times  cause  the 
ordinances  of  the  city  to  be  properly  enforced ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board  at  all  times,  whenever  consistent 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  board,  and  with  the 
requirements  of  this  act,  to  furnish  all  the  information  de- 
sired, and  comply  with  all  the  requests  made  by  the  city 
council  of  said  cities,  or  by  the  mayor  thereof,  to  quell  riots, 
suppress  insurrections,  protect  the  property,  and  preserve 
the  public  tranquility.  The  board  of  police  shall  have 
power  to  issue  subixcnas,  attested  in  the  name  of  its  presi- 
dent, to  compel  before  it  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before 
any  proceeding  authorized  by  its  rules  and  regulations. 
Each  commissioner  of  police,  the  superintendent  of  police, 
and  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  police,  are  hereby  given 
power  to  administer,  take,  receive  and  subscribe  all  affirma- 
tions and  oaths  to  any  witnesses  summoned  and  appearing 
in  any  matter  or  proceeding  authorized  as  aforesaid,  or  to  any 
depositions  or  affidavits  necessary  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
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tions  of  the  board.  Any  willful  or  corrupt  false  swearing, 
by  any  witness  or  person  making  oath  or  deposition  before 
any  of  the  officers  last  mentioned,  to  any  material  fact  in 
any  necessary  proceedings,  under  said  rules  and  regulations, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  punished  in  the 
manner  now  prescribed  by  law  for  such  offense.  The  pro- 
visions of  law  now  existing  in  respect  to  attachment  of  wit- 
nesses before  the  police  court  and  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
the  compulsory  attendance  of  the  said  witnesses,  to  appear 
and  testify  before  them,  are  hereby  applied  to  the  case  of 
witnesses  subpoened  before  the  board  of  police. 

Sec.  24.  The  board  of  police  shall  require  and  make  suit- 
able provisions  respecting  security  to  be  entered  into  by  any 
and  all  members  of  the  police  force,  for  the  taking  by  t^e 
members  of  the  police  force  of  an  oath  of  office,  and  the  reg- 
istry of  the  certificate  of  the  same  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose  by  the  board,  which  oath  of  office  may  be  taken 
before  any  commissioner  of  police  or  secretary  of  the  board 
of  police,  who  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer  and  re- 
ceive the  same. 

Sec.  25.  The  superintendent  of  police  shall  make  to  the 
board  monthly  reports,  in  writing,  of  the  state  of  the  police 
force,  with  such  statistics  and  suggestions  as  he  may  deem 
advisable  for  the  enforcement  of  the  police  government  and 
discipline.  The  board  of  police  shall, 'on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  April,  in  each  year,  report  in  writing  the  condi- 
tion of  the  police,  within  the  said  cities,  to  the  city  council. 

Sec.  26.  No  person  holding  office  under  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  jury  duty,  or  to  arrest  on  civil  process,  while  actu- 
ally on  duty. 

Sec.  27.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment"  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more  than  three 
months,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  any  person,  with- 
out justifiable  or  excusable  cause,  to  use  personal  violence 
upon  any  .member  of  the  police  force,  when  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty;  or  for  any  person,  not  a  member  of  the  police 
force,  to  falsely  represent  himself  as  being  such  member. 

Sec  .28.  Either  of  said  commissioners  of  police  may  at 
any  time  be  removed  by  the  city  council  upon  good  cause 
being  shown,  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  concurring; 
and  in  all  cases  where  charges  are  made  against  a  commis- 
sioner, he  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  present  evidence  in 
his  behalf. 

Sec  29.  Any  one  of  said  commissioners,  or  any  member  of 
the  police  force,  who  shall,  during  his  term  of  office,  accept  or 
hold  any  office  elective  by  the  people,  shall  be  deemed  there- 
by to  have  resigned  and  to  have  vacated  his  office  as  such 
commissioner  or  member. 

Sec  30.  The  city  council  of  said  cities  are  hereby  em- 
powered and  directed  annually  to  order  and  cause  to  be  col- 
lected and  raised,  by  a  tax  upon  the  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, subject  to  taxation  according  to  law  within  the  said 
cities,  the  sums  of  money  as  aforesaid,  annually  estimated 
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for  the  said  total  expense  of  the  metropolitan  police,  author- 
ized by  this  act. 

Sec.  31.  In  case  at  any  time,  or  for  any  cause,  the  ser- 
vices of  a  deputy  superintendent  shall  be  required,  the  board 
of  police  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  any  member  of  the 
police  force  to  act  in  that  capacity,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  32.  No  policeman  or  ofiBcer  of  police  shall,  while  on 
duty,  be  at  liberty  to  enter  any  drinking  or  .gaming  saloon, 
or  other  places  where  liquors  are  sold  to  be  drank  on  the 
premises,  or  house  of  prostitution,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
discharging  some  of  tne  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  33.  The  offices  of  city  marshal  and  deputy  marshal 
of  said  cities  are  hereby  abolished,  and  the  auties  of  said 
offices  shall  hereafter  be  performed  by  the  superintendent  of 
police,  or  by  the  captains,  lieutenants,  and  sergeants  of  police 
under  his  directions,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act;  but  this  section  shall  not  be  operative  until  the 
superintendent  of  police,  or  captain  of  police,  authorized  by 
this  act  to  be  appointed,  shall  be  sworn  into  office. 

Sec.  34.  The  superintendent,  deputy  superintendent,  or 
any  captain  of  police,  having  just  cause  to  suspect  that  any 
felony  is  being,  or  is  about  to  be,  committed  within  any 
building,  public  or  private,  or  on  any  wharf  or  enclosure,  or 
on  board  of  any  ship,  boat,  or  vessel  within  said  city,  may 
enter  the  same  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  to  use  all 
necessary  measures  for  the  eflfectual  prevention  or  detection 
of  all  felonies,  and  may  take  then  and  there  into  custody  all 
persons  suspected  of  being  concerned  in  such  felonies,  and 
also  may  take  charge  of  all  property  which  he  or  they 
shall  have  then  and  there  cause  to  suspect  has  been  stolen.

commissioners  of  any  two  or  more  adjoining  counties  in 
such  district,  having  so  voted  in  favor  thereof,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall 
provide  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  site  and  erection  of  the 
necessary  buildings,  to  be  styled  *'the  children's  home,"  for 
>uch  county',  and  to  provide  means  by  taxation  for  such  pur- 
chase and  support  of  the  same,  and  they  are  authorized  to 
receive  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  "home,' 
any  grant  or  devise  of  land,  and  any  donation  or  bequest  of 
money  or  other  personal  property  that  may  be  made  for  the 
establishnient  or  support  of  said  "home/'

Counties 
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?Ec.  ^L  That  when  ni?*irM5fe^i*y  sYte^lind  buildings  are 
provided  by  the  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission- 
ers of  such  county  to  appoint  a  board  of  three  trustees,  who 
shall  hold  their  oflBces  as  follows :  One  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  from  the  first  Monday 
of  March  thereafter ;  and  annually  after  said  board  shall 
be  so  constituted,  said  county  commissioners  shall,  on  .the 
first  Monday  of  March,  apj)oint  one  trustee  for  said  children's 
homes  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
and  until  his  successc^r  is  appointed  and  qualified,  and  the 
said  commissioners  shall  designate  some  suitable  person,  who 
shall  act  as  superintendent  of  said  "Children's  Home,''  and 
who  shall  also  be  clerk  of  said  board  of  trustees,  and  he  shall 
receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the  said  com- 
missioners may  designate  at  the  time  of  his  appointment ; 
and  he  shall  perform  all  such  duties  and  give  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  them  as  the  trustees  may  by  by- 
laws direct.  The  other  trustees  shall  not  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  their  services.  The  said  trustees  shall  have 
the  entire  charge  and  control  of  said  "Children's  Home" 
and  the  inmates  therein.  They  may  appoint  a  matron,  as- 
sistant matron,  and  teachers  of  said  children's  home,  whose 
duties  shall  be  the  special  care  of  the  inmates  of  said  home, 
direct  their  employment,  and  giving  suitable  physical,  men- 
tal and  moral  training  to  the  inmates.  The  matron  shall 
have  the  control,  general  management  and  supervision  of 
The  household  duties  of  said  children's  home,  and  the  said 
matron,  assistant  matron  and  teachers  shall  each  perform  such 
other  duties,  and  receive  for  their  services  such  compensation 
as  the  trustees  shall,  by  by-laws,  from  time  to  time  direct, 
and  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  upon  good  cause. 

Sec.  3.  The  "Children's  Home"  shall  be  an  asylum  for 
all  persons  resident  of  the  county  where  such  home  is  located, 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  such  other  persons  under 
^uch  age  from  other  counties  in  this  state,  where  no  home  is 
located,  as  the  trustees  of  such  "Children's  Home"  and  the 
party,  parties  or  authorities  having  the  custody  and  control 
of  such  children,  may,  by  contract,  agree  upon,  who,  by  rea- 
son of  abandonment  by  parents,  or  orphanage,  or  neglect,  or 
inability  of  parents  to  provide  for  them,  in  the  opinion  .of 
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the  trustees,  are  suitable  persons  for  such  provisions,  and  they 
shall  be  admitted  by  the  superintendent  on  the  order  of  a 
majority  of  such  trustees,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of 
facts  signed  by  them,  setting  forth  the  name,  age,  birthplace 
and  present  condition  of  the  person  named  in  such  order, 
which  said  statement  of  facts  contained  in  said  order,  together 
with  any  additional  facts  connected  with  the  history  and 
condition  of  said  person,  shall  be  by  the  superintendent 
recorded  in  a  book  provided  him  for  that  purpose  by  the 
county  commissioners  of  such  county,  which  book  shall  be 
at  all  times  open  for  inspection. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  the  inmates  of  said  "Children's  Home," 
who  have  been  neglected  or  abandoned  as  aforesaid,  or  who 
have  been  by  the  parent  or  parents,  or  guardian  of  said  per- 
son, voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  trustees  of  such  "Chil- 
dren's Home,"  in  all  such  cases  the  said  trustees  shall  have 
the  sole  and  exclusive  guardianship  and  control  of  such  chil- 
dren during  their  stay  in  said  home,  and  until  they  arrive 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  and  said  trustees  shall  also  have 
power  to  discharge  any  of  the  inmates  of  said  home,  when, 
in  their  judgment,  said  inmate  has  become  an  unsuitable 
person  for  such  home,  and  such  person,  when  so  discharged, 
the  parent  or  guardian  shall  resume  the  same  power  and  au- 
thority as  they  originally  possessed;  provided,  the  said  trus- 
tees may,  in  their  discretion,  return  any  of  ^le  inmates  of 
said  home  to  the  parents  or  guardian  of  such  inmates,  when 
they  believe  said  inmates  are  capable  of  caring  and  provid- 
ing for  themselves,  or  their  parents  or  guardians  for  thecft. 

§EC.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees 
to  seek  and  make  all  due  and  proper  effort  to  obtain  suitable 
homes  for  all  such  children  so  committed,  and  indenture  the 
same  to  such  persons  a.s  may  be  willing  to  rear  the  same ; 
also  to  causQ  such  children  to  be  adopted  by  parties  willing 
to  adopt  such  children ;  provided,  that  the  person  to  whom 
such  child  is  indentured,  or  by  whom  such  child  is  adopted, 
is  deemed  by  said  board  of  trustees  to  be,  upon  careful  in- 
quiry and  satisfactory  evidence,  a  siiitable  person,  and  the 
said  superintendent  shall  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  hioa 
by  the  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  the  date  whe6 
any  of  the  inmates  of  said  "Children's  Home"  shall  be  ixj- 
dentured  or  adopted,  the  name  and  age  of  such  inmate,  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  person  to  whom  inden- 
tured or  by  whom  adopted;  and  if  indentured,  a  substantial 
statement  of  the  conditions  of  such  indentures,  which  said 
book  shall  be  at  all  times  open  for  inspection  to  any  person 
interested  in  any  of  the  inmates  of  such  "Children's  Hx)me  C 
and  said  board  of  trustees  may,  at  any  time,  vacate  said  in- 
denture when,  in  their  opinion,  the  welfare  of  said  child 
may  demand  it. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  trustees 
to  report,  quarterly,  to  the  county  commissioners  of  said 
county,  the  condition  of  the  "Home,''  and  make  an  annual 
report  in  writing  of  the  condition,  wants  and  operations  of 
the  same,  including  the  number  of  inmates,  and  if  from 
other  counties,  the  terms  upon  which  they  are  admitted,  and 
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furnish,  also,  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  any  county  in  this  state  where  there  now  is 
or  hereafter  may  be  established  by  private  charity,  or  other- 
wise, a  "Children's  Home,"  the  same  may  be  purchased  or 
sustained  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  the  county 
commissioners. 
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Sec  8.  That  in  accordance  with  the  purposes,  provisions 
and  regulations  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act,  the 
commissioners  of  any  two  or  more  adjoining  counties,  not  to 
exceed  four,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  when  in 
their  opinion  the  public  good  demands  it,  to  form  themselves 
into  a  joint  board  and  proceed  to  organize  their  respective 
counties  into  a  district  for  the  establishment  and  support  of 
a  **  Children's  Home,"  and  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a 
suitable  site  and  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings  thereon, 
in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  contemplated  and  spec- 
ified in  section  one  of  this  act :  Provided,  that  any  grant  or 
devise  of  land,  donation  or  bequest  of  money,  or  other  per- 
sonal property,  made  by  pQvate  individuals  or  parties  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  "Children's  Homes,"  and  held  in  trust 
by  special  agent^,  executors  of  estates,  or  other  authorized 
persons,  may  be  accepted  and  used  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  any'county  or  district,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  on  such  lawful  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  said  boards  and  the  persons,  agents  or  executors 
Wding  the  same. 

Sbg.  9.  That  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  said 
joint  hoard  of  commissioners,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, there  shall  be  appointed  five  trustees,  who  shall  hold 
and  ^rform  the  duties  of  their  office  until  the  first  annual 
meeting  after  the  selection  and  purchase  of  a  building  site. 
At  which  said  meeting  there  shall  be  re-appointed  a  board  of 
five  trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  office,  one  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  one  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  one  for  the 
Xerm  of  five  years;  and  annually  thereafter  said  board  of 
commissioners  shall  appoint  one  trustee,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed  and  qualified.  The  annual  meeting  of  said 
board  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec  10.  That  the  board  of  trustees  thus  appointed  shall 
have  power  to  select  a  suitable  site  for  the  location  of  such 
home,  such  location  to  be  of  easy  access;  and  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  trustees,  equally  conducive  to  health,  com- 
parative economy  in  pujchase  or  in  building,  and  to  the 
general  interest  of  the  home  and  inmates,  as  near  as  prac- 
ticable to  the  geographical  center  of  the  district ;  and  when 
but, two  counties  form  a  district,  as  near  as  may  be  to  the 
dividing  line.  Each  county  in  the  district  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  trustee,  and  in  districts  composed  of  but  two  counties 
each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  not  less  than  two  trustees 
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Provided,  the  county  wherein  said  children's  home  may  be 
located  shall  have  not  less  than  two  resident  trustees,  who, 
in  the  interim  of  the  regular  raeetiniis  of  said  board  shall 
act  as  an  executive  committee  in  the  discharge  of  all  legiti- 
mate business  pertaining  to  said  home.  A  majority  of  said 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  their  meetings  shall 
be  held  quarterly.  They  shall  receive  no  compensation  for 
their  services  except  their  actual  traveling  expenses,  which, 
when  properly  certified,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  joint  board  of  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  jiower  to  remove  any  trustee 
for  incompetenc3%  want  of  faithful  or  honest  discharge  of 
duty,  or  for  any  other  just  or  sufficient  cause :  Provided,  no 
removal  shall  be  mude  on  account  of  religious  or  political 
opinion.  The  trustee  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his  predecrs.sor,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  12.  That  in  the  interim  between  the  selection  and 
purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  and  occupancy  of  the 
home,  the  commissioners  iriRy  delegate  to  the  trustees  such 
powers  and  duties  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  of  general 
interest  or  aid  to  the  institution.  They  may  also  appro])ri- 
ate,  from  time  to  time,  a  "trustee'^s  fund,"  to  be  expended 
b}'  the  board  of  trustees  in  payment  of  such  contracts,  pur- 
chases, or  for  the  payment  of  other  expenses  necessary  to 
the  wants  or  requirements  of  the  home  not  otherwise  pri)- 
vided  for  in  section  thirteen  of  this  act.  The  trustees  sliall 
make  a  complete  settlement  with  the  board  of  commission- 
ers once  in  six  months,  or  quarterly,  if  required;  and  also 
make  a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  the  home  and  in- 
mates, as  provided  ii^  section  six  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  purchase  of  site,  stock,  implements, 
and  general  equipments  of  farm,  should  there  be  a  farm,  the 
erection  of  buildings  and  completion,  and  furnishing  of  the 
home  ready  for  occupancy,  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  joint 
board  of  commissioners;  provided,  they  may,  if  they  sie 
proper  so  to  do,  delegate  all,  or  a  portion  of  these  duties  to 
the  board  of  trustees,  under  such  restrictions  and  regula- 
tions as  they  may  imi)ose  and  provide. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  first  cost  of  the  home,  and  the  cost  of 
all  betterments  and  additions  thereto,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
counties  comprising  the  district,  in  proportion  to  the  tax- 
able property  of  each  county,  as  shown  by  their  respective 
<luplicates,  and  the  current  expense  of  maintaining  the 
home  and  the  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  thereto  shall  be  paid 
by  the  counties  comprising  the  district  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  children  from  each  county  maintained  in  the 
home  during  the  year. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  trustees  of  county  or  district  children's 
homes  established  under  this  act,  and  the  homes  established 
unjler  an  act  passed  April  7,  1867  (0.  L.,  vol.  64,  page  llS), 
and  under  an  act  passed  March  30,  1874  (O.  L.,  vol.  71,  page 
60),  shall  have  power  to  establish,  in  connection  with  such 
homes,  such  industrial  pursuits  as  they  may  deem  expedi- 
ent; and  the  county  commissioners  of  all  coupties  wherein 
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^'uh  homes  are  or  may  hereafter  be  establislied,  and  the 
commissioners  of  all  eountios  forming  parts  of  di.strict8 
wlnrcin  such  homes  are  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
ai'^  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  by  taxation  the  mc-ans 
upcessary  to  put  into  operation  the  object  of  this  section. 
The  said  trustees  of  said  homes  may  determine  the  charac- 
ter (jf  said  pursuits;  provided,  however,  they  shall  be  of* 
Mich  nature,  and  be  so  conducted  as  to  be  in  the  interest  of 
the  children  and  in  view  of  economy. 

Skc.  16.  That  the  commissioners  of,  and  trustc(^s  of  town- 
ships in,  counties  in  which  no  children's  home  or  other  sim- 
ilar institution  is  located,  and  adjoining  a  county  or  district 
in  which  there  is  such  a  home,  shall,  unon  terms  and  condi- 
tions prescribed  in  section  three  of  tnis  act,  send  to  said 
homo  all  such  children  in  condition  as  described  in  section 
?hree  of  this  act ;  provided,  the  trustees  of  such  homes  can 
receive  them  without  detriment  to  children  of  their  own 
'.ounty  or  district;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  cost  of 
maintaining  these  children  in  su,ch  homfs  shall  be  no 
jrfater  than  the  pro  rata  or  per  capita  costs  of  children 
rizhtly  belonging  to  the  county  or  district  to  support,  proj)- 
-rly  oare  for,  clothe,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  uncler  existing 
laws,  educate  them,  in  the  county  infirmary. 

J^EC,  17.  That  children  who  are  under  the  custody  of 
l^arents,  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend,  and  who,  by  reason 
of  neglect,  abuse,  or  from  the  moral  depravity,  habitual 
drunkenness,  incapacity  or  unwillingness  of  such  legal  rep- 
resentative* to  exercise  proper  care  or  discipline  over  them, 
are  being  brought  up  to  lead  idle,  vagrant  or  criminal  lives, 
the  trustees  of  townships  may,  if  they  in  their  opinion  after 
a  careful  and  impartial  investigation  of  the  condition  and 
y-U  as  they  may  exist,  deem  it  manifestly  requisite  for  the 
f  itiire  welfare  of  .such  children,  and  for  the  benefit  and  pro- 
tection of  society,  commit  them  to  the  guardianship  of  the 
trustees  of  a  county  or  district  children's  home  :  Provided, 
i^uch  children  be  otherwise  proper  subjects  for  such  home. 

Sec  18.  That  the  joint  board  of  commissioners  shall 
uiake  annual  assessments  sufficif^nt  to  support  and  to  defray 
sll  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  home;  and  in  no  case 
-hall  the  trustees  of  said  home  make  purchases  or  contract 
lebts  to  an  amount  over  and  above  the  sum  appropriated  to 
their  use. 

Skc  19.  That  the  auditors  of  the  several  counties  com- 
pinjr  a  children's  home  district,  shall  meet  at  the  home  not 
'•  -i  than  once  in  six  months,  to  adjust  accounts,  and  to 
tr.iu>act  such  other  duties  in  connection  with  the  institution 
'i'=  may  pertain  to  the  business  of  their  office. 

>^Ec  20.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties 
■n  this  state,  who  shall  meet  by  appointfaent  to  consider  the 
:ropriety  and  expediency  of  organizing  such  district,  and 
'-:  establishment  of  such  children's  home,  shall,  upon  pre- 
mutation of  accounts  properly  certified,  be  paid  their  actual 
I'-C'-hi^ary  expenses  upon  a  warrant  drawn  for  the  same  by 
ti.''  auditor  of  their  county ;  such  meeting  to  be  held  at  the 
n.o>t  cr^ntral  or  convenient  ptace  of  access. 
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Sec.  21.  That  all  the  enactments  and  provisions  of  this 
law  pertaining  and  relating  to  county  children's  homes 
shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  be  in  full  force  and  effect  in  the 
organization,  support,  and  management  of  district  children's 
homes. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  establish- 
ment, support  and  regulation  of  children's  homes  in  the 
several  counties  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  passed  March  20, 1866; 
and  "  an  act  for  the  establishment,  support  and  regulation 
of  children's  homes  in  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  and 
repealing  certain  acts  therein  named,"  passed  April  7,  1867, 
and  the  act  supplementary  thereto,  passed  and  took  effect 
March  30,  1874 ;  and  an  act  entitled  an  act  "  supplementary 
to  an  act  passed  April  7, 1867,  to  establish  children's  hoilies,'^' 
and  to  an  act  supplementary  to  the  above  entitled  act  passed 
March  23,  1875,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  Pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
conjflict  or  interfere,  in  any  sense  whatever,  with  children's 
homes,  which  may  have  been  organized  under  any  of  the 
above  recited  acts,  and  that  such  repeal  in  no  manner  affects 
contracts  that  have  been  made,  or  rights  that  have  become 
vested  under  said  original  or  supplementary  acts,  but  tlie 
same  shall  reniain,  in  all  respects,  as  if  these  acts  had  not 
been  repealed. 

Sec.  23.  In  counties  where  a  board  of  control  has  been 
established  by  law,  no  action  of  said  county  commissioner^ 
under  this  act  shall  be  valid  until  tlie  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  said  board  of  control. 

Sec.  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Sec^tionTT    Be  it  enacted  oy  the  Oeneral  AssemMy  of  the  Slnte 
lof  Ohio,  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first-class  having  at  the  last 
Ifederal  census  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand  and 
lover,  the  police  powers  and  duties  shall  be  vested  in  and  ex- 
f  ercised  by  a  board  of  five  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  for  the  term  of  five  years;  except  that  at  the  first 
appointment  one  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five 
years.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  publishers  of  newspapers  shall  be  allowed  to 
charge  and  entitied  to  receive  for  the  publication  of  all  adver- 
tisements, the  price  or  rate  for  which  is  not  now  fixed  by 
law,  which  by  law  are  required  to  be  published  by  any  public 
officer  or  ofiicers  of  counties,  cities,  villages,  townships,  schools, 
benevolent  or  other  public  institutions,  and  all  notices  and 
publications  known  as  official  advertisements,  notices  relating 
to  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  all  notices  and  publi- 
cations generally  known  as  legal  advertisements,  and  all  ad- 
vertisements, appertaining  toany  public  interest  and  required 
by  law  to  be  printed  in  any  newspaper  in  this  state,  the  fol- 
lows sums,  to-wit :  For  the  first  insertion,  one  dollar  for  each 
square  ;  and  for  each  additional  insertion  authorized  by  law, 
or  by  the  officer  or  person  so  ordering,  fifty  cents  for  each 
square,  fractional  squares  to  be  estimated  at  the  same  rate  for 
space  oocupied;  and  in  advertisements  containing  tabular 
or  rule  work,  an  additional  sum  of  fifty  per  cent,  may  be 
charged  in  addition  to  the  before  mentioned  rates. 

Sec.  2.  That  hereafter  all  proclamations  by  sheriffs  for 
elections  ;  orders  fixing  times  of  holding  courts;  treasurer's 
notice  of  rates  of  taxation  ;  bridge,  pike,  and  ditch  notices ; 
notices  to  contractors,  and  such  other  advertisements  or 
notices  of  general  interest  to  the  tax-payers,  as  the  auditor, 
probate  judge,  treasurer  and  commissioners  may  deem  proper, 
shall  be  published  in  two  newspapers,  one  of  each  political 
party,  if  there  be  two  papers  of  different  political  principles 
printed  within  said  county  in  each  of  the  several  counties 
of  this  state  :  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
in  no  wise  affect  existing  laws  relating  to  the  publication  of 
the  notices  of  deliquent  tax  and  forfeited  land  sal-es  and  ad- 
vertisements required  by  law  to  be  published  by  any  officer 
of  this  state  :  provided  further,  that  in  addition  to  the  publi- 
cations above  provided  for,  the  county  officer  or  officers  afore- 
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said  shall  publish  all  of  said  advertisements  mentioned  in 
this  section,  in  a  German  uewspai)er,  provided  there  be  .a 
newspaper  published  in  the  German  languai^e  and  of  general 
circulation  among  the  inhabitants  speaking  that  language 
in  the  county  within  which  said  advertisements  are  intended 
to  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  That  a  square  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  a 
space  occupied  by  two  hundred  and  forty  (240)  ems ;  and  all 
legal  advertising  shall  be  set  up  in  compact  form^  without 
any  unnecessary  blanks  or  head  lines. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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AN  ACT 

To  create  a  board  of  fire  commissioners,  and  provide  for  the  manage- 
ment of  fire  departmcntH  in  citi«'s  having  a  population  not  less  than 
ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  lifty 
thousand  inhabitants  at  the  last  federal  census,  and  re])eal  an  act 
therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  jU^embly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  management  and  control  of  fire  depart- 
ments in  cities  of  the  first  clas^  having  a  population  exceed- 
ing ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  and  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  at  the  last  federal 
census,  shall  b^  vested  in  a  board  of  five  commissioners, 
which  shall  consist  of  -the  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
fire  and  water  of  the  city  council,  and  four  resident  freehold- 
ers in  said  cities,  who,  at  the  first  regular  annual  municipal 
election  in  said  cities  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  sliall  be 
elected  from  the  qualified  electors  in  each  of  said  cities;  said 
commissioners  so  elected  shall  hold  ofl^ce  a-^  follows  :  one  for 
one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for 
four  years;  each  to  hold  respectively  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  duly  qualified.  That  at  each  annual  munici- 
pal election  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  one  member  of 
said  board  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  any  Vacancy  shall  occur  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  of  oflice, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  to  elect  some  suitable 
person  tp  fill  said  vacancy. 

Srcc.  3.  That  said  board  shall,  upon  its  organization, 
and  annually  thereafter,  elect  one  of  its  number  as  president 
of  the  board;  it  shall  also,  ^t  the  same  time,  appoint  some 
suitable  person,  not  a  member  of  the  board,  as  secretary,  who 
shall  serve  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  until  a  successor 
is  elected.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  but:  no 
election  of  officers,  or  appointment  of  men  shall  be  valid 
unless  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said 
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board ;  and  the  vote  as  given  Fhall  be  duly  recorded  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board. 
'Sec.  4.  The  said  board  phall  hold  regular  meetings  at 
least  twice  each  month,  and  often*^r,  if  deemed  necessary  by 
said  board.  Sp-cial  meetings  may  be  caUed  by  tlie  president 
of  the  board  or  any  three  members.  Notice  of  all  special 
meetings  shall  be  served  upon  tlie  members  in  person  or  by 
leaving  written  or  printed  notices  of  the  same  at  their  places 
of  rosidence.  A  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necepsary 
to  order  the  expenditure  of  money  or  to  make  any  contract, 
and  the  vote  upon  the  same  shnll  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and 
nays  and  entered  upon  the  minutes.  Said  board  shall  cause 
an  accurate  record  to  be  made  of  all  its  })roceedings,  which 
shall  be  received  as  evidence  when  certified  to  by  the  secre- 
tary. It  shall  have  power  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  department  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary, from  time  to  time,  which  shall  have  the  power  and  effect 
of  ordinances  when  approved  by  the  city  council. 

Sec  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
necessary  repairs  of  houses,  engines,  or  other  apparatus  be- 
longing to  the  department,  to  purchase  all  necessary  supplies, 
and  to  contract,  in  the  name  of  the  city,  for  nrw  houses  and 
apparatus ;  provided,  that  for  all  contracts  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  in  amount,  the  approval  of  the  city  eouncil 
shall  first  be  obtained.  No  commissioner  or  other  officer  of 
the  board  or  employe  of  the  department  shall  be  interested 
in  the  profits  of  any  contract,  and  no  officer  or  employe  shall 
have  power  to  incur  any  liability  on  account  of  said  board 
unless  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  by  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof.  At  least  ten 
days'  notice  shall  be  given:  in  some  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  such  cities  of  the  first  class  of  the  reception  of 
proposals  for  the  performance  of  any  contract  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  in  amount,  and  said  contract  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  best  and  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  furnish 
satisfactory  security  for  the  performance  of  the  same ;  and 
all  contracts  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  amount  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  board  shall  annually  certify  to  the  city 
auditor  at  the  time  prescrib(»d  by  law  the  amount  necessary 
to  be  levied  on  the  grand  duplicate  for  the  support  of  the 
department  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  have  no  power 
to  incur  any  liability  on  behalf  of  said  cities  of  the  first 
cla^s  beyond  the  amount  so  levied  or  appropriated  to  their 
ord'T  by  the  city  council ;  and  the  purchase  of  any  addi- 
tional ground,  building  of  anv  new  house,  or  apparatus,  or 
the  establishment  of  any  new  company,  shall  be  made  by 
the  city  council  only  upon  the  recommendation  of  said  board. 
Said  board  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  build  such  fire 
cisterns  or  reservoirs  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  property  of  the  city,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  aforenamed.  All  claims  on  account  of  the  fire 
department  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  and  certified  to 
the  city  auditor,  who  shall  place  the  same  in  the  next  ordi- 
nance for  the  payment  of  claims;  the  same  shall  be  paid  by 
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the  city  treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  city  auditor  as  in 
manner  provided  for  the  payment  of  other  claims. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
chief  of  fire  department,  who  shall  be  the  executive  officer 
bf  the  board,  and  have  the  active  management  of  the  de- 
partment in  service,  and  such  number  of  assistants  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  who  shall  serve  during  good  behavior, 
and  who  shall  not  be  removed  except  for  the  causes  in  this 
section  hereinafter  mentioned  for  the  removal  of  other  offi- 
cers, and  after  hearing  and  trial  before  said  board.  It  shall 
also  appoint  such  other  officers  and  employes  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  efficient  management  of  the  department, 
who  shall  hold  their  positions  until  removed  by  death,  resig- 
nation, or  for  causes  hereinafter  mentioned,  viz :  incompe- 
tency, inefficiency,  permanent  disability,  insubordination, 
or  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the  depart- 
ment. No  officer  or  member  shall  actively  participate  in 
the  political  campaigns  or  conventions  of  any  political  party 
whatever,  but  the  right  of  each  officer  and  member  to  vote 
at  any  ele(ition  as  he  may  for  himself  determine  shall  remain 
inviolate.  The  board  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers 
and  members  of  the  department. 

Sec  8.  In  such  cities  of  the  first  class  as  aforesaid,  where 
there  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be  established  a  fire-alarm 
telegraph  attached  to  said  fire  department,  the  same  shall 
be  under  the  control  and  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the 
said  board  of  fire  commissioners,  and  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department  aforesaid  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  have  a 
general  control  of  the  same.  A  superintendent  and  such 
number  of  operators  and  other  employes  may  be  appointed 
by  said  board  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of 
said  telegraph. 

Sec  9.  The  said  chief  and  assistants  shall  act  as  fire  war- 
dens, under  direction  of  the  board,  and  shall  have  power  to 
enter  and  examine  any  building  in  which  fire  is  used,  and 
may  condemn  the  same  if  it  be  considered  dangerous  to  the 
public  safety.  Whenever  complaint  is  made  of  the  danger- 
ous condition  of  any  building  or  part  thereof,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  immediately  examine  into  the  same,  and  cause 
the  proper  measures  to  be  taken  to  put  it  in  a  safe  condi- 
tion. They  shall  make  prompt  examination  into  the  cause 
of  every  fire  occurring  within  the  city  limits,  and  for  this 
purpose  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  process  for,  and  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books 
and  papers;  to  administer  oaths  and  take  testimony,  the 
material  points  of  which  shall  be  carefully  entered  in  a  book 
of  record  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  They  shall  also  exam- 
ine into  the  condition  of  any  building  reported  unsafe,  or 
being  erected  in  violation  of  law,  and  shall  notify  the  own- 
ers thereof,  if  found  unsafe,  to  rebuild  the  same,  in  default 
of  which  they  may  bring  suit  against  the  owners  in  any 
court  having  competent  lurisdiction. 

Sec  10.     Said  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or 
more  special  fire  wardens,  to  be  under  the  control  of  and ' 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department.

use  of  the  hospital. 

Sec.  8.  The  steward  shall  keep  a  full  and  true  account  of 
receipts,  and  an  itemized  account  of  all  disbursements,  in  a 
proper  book,  always  open  tp  the  inspection  of  the  medical 
superintendent  and  trustees,  and  shall  balance  the  same  on 
the  fifteenth  of  each  month,  and  he  shall  prepare  and  have 
ready  at  the  same  time  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  amount 
of  money  received  during  the  preceding  month  and  the  bal- 
lance  on  hand  at  the  commencement  thereof,  and  also  a  full 
and  itemized  .account  of  all  expenditures  and  payments  dur- 
ing the  same  period,  and  a  summary  of  all  contracts  entered 
into,  with  the  name  of  each  person  interested  therein,  and 
he  shall  also  take  and  arrange  according  to  the  entry  in 
such  balance  sheet  all  vouchers  and  receipts  for  all  disburse- 
ments during.said  month.  After  the  saia  duplicate  and  bal- 
ance sheet  shall  have  been  endorsed  by  the  medical  superin- 
tendent and  board  of  trustees  as  provided  for  in  the  seventh 
section  of  this ^ct,  the  stewaid  shall,  within  two  days  there- 
after, tile  said  duplicate  and  vouchers  pertaining  thereto  in 
the  office  of  the  auditor  of  state  at  Columbus,  and  he  shall 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  on  said  balance 
sheet,  that  the  said  account  is  a  full,  true  and  correct  account 
of  his  stewardship  for  the  preceding  month  to  the  best  of 
his  knowledge  and  belief. 

-  Sec.  9.  Said  steward  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  medi- 
cal superintendent  and  trustees,  make  all  contracts  on  behalf 
of,  and  all  purchases  for  the  hospital,  where  they  can  be 
made  on  the  best  terms,  keep  the  accounts,  pay  the  em- 
ployed in  and  about  the  hospital,  take  vouchers  for  all  ex- 
penditures, have  a  personal  superintendence  of  the  farm, 
garden  and  grounds,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  him  bv  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  medical 
superintendent,  and  not  otherwise;  he  may  make  engage- 
ments with  and  discharge  those  employed  in  and  about  tne 
hospital. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  board  of  trustees  may  at  pleasure  re- 
move any  matron  or  assistant  physician,  and  they  may  re- 
DQOve  the  medical  superintendent  or  steward  also,  for  incom- 

Setendj^  gross  neglect  of  duty,  or  refusal  to  discharge  the 
uties  devolving  upon  them,  or  for  any  misconduct  which 
renders  it  improper  for  them  longer  to  continue  in  the  insti- 
tution, and  may  direct  the  discharge  of  a  patient  when  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient. 

Skc.  11.  No  trustee  or  any  officer  of  the  institution  shall 
hereafter  be  either  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the 
purchase  of  land,  building  material,  or  any  article  of  furni- 
ture or  supply  for  the  use  of  any  of  said  hospitals,  and  no 
member  of  any  board  of  trustees  shall  hereafter  be  eligible 
to  the  of3be  of  superintendent  or  steward  of  any  of  said  hos- 
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pitals  during  the  term  for  which  he  Vas  appointed,  nor 
within  one  year  after  his  ternj  shall  have  expired;  nor  shall 
any  employe  in  said  hospital  be  related  by  blood  or  mar- 
riage to  either  of  said  trustees;  and  the  said  board  and 
medical  superintendent  shall,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember in  each  year,  make  their  report  to  the  governor  of 
the  condition  of  such  hospital,  and  an  estimate  of  the  sev- 
eral necessities  of  the  institution  for  the  succeeding  year  : 
Provided,  that  whenever  the  fifteenth  dav  of  any  month 
shall  be  Sunday,  then  the  duties  required  by  this  act  to  be 
performed  on  that  day,  may  be  performed  on  the  next  day, 
or  Monday. 

Sec.  12.  The  medical  superintendent  of  each  of  said  in- 
stitutions shall  be  a  physician  of  acknowledged  skill  and 
ability  in  his  profession,  and  shall  sustain  a  good  moral 
character,  and  snail  hold  his  ofiice  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  as  provided 
for  in  the  tenth  section  of  this  act.  He  shall  have  the 
entire  control  of  the  medical,  moral  and  dietetic  treatment 
of  the  patients,  and  shall  see  that  the  several  officers  and 
employes  in  the  institution  faithfully  and  diligently  dis- 
charge their  respective  duties.  He  shall  employ  or  direct 
the  employment  of  attendants,  nurses,  servants  and  such 
other  persons  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  and 
economical  management  of  the  hospital,  assign  them  their 
respective  places  and  duties,  and  may  at  any  time  discharge 
or  direct  the  steward  to  discharge  any  of  them  from  service. 
The  assistant  physicians  shall  be  medical  men  of  good  moral 
character,  and  possess  such  other  qualifications  as  to  be  able 
to  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  medical  superintendent, 
during  the  sickness  or  necessary  absence  of  such  medical 
superintendent.  Both  the  medical  superintendent  and  assist- 
ant physicians,  steward  and  matron,  shall  devote  their  entire 
time  in  the  interest  of  the  hospital  to  which  they  may  re- 
spectively be  appointed. 

Skc.  13.  The  matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  not  otherwise,  shall  have  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  institution,  and 
do  what  she  can  to  promote  the  comfort  and  the  restoration 
of  the  patients. 

Sec.  14.  Each  medical  superintendent  shall  receive  as 
compensation  for  his  said  services  the  sum  of  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year ;  each  assistant  physician  seven  hundred 
dollars  a  year;  each  steward*  eight  hundred  dollars  a  year; 
each  matron  four  hundred  dollars  a  year.  Said  salaries  shall 
be  paid  by  the  steward  in  monthly  installments,  and  receipts 
taken,  and  the  several  amounts  carried  into  the  monthly 
account  of  the  steward. 

Sec.  15.  The  treasurer  of  state  may  from  time  to  time  ad- 
vance the  steward  on  his  own  order,  approved  by  the  medi- 
cal superintendent  and  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
on  a  warrant  from  the  auditor  of  the  state,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing three  thousand  dollars  to  meet  current  expenses,  and  he 
shall  account  for  the  whole  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
before  another  order  is  approved. 
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Sec.  16.  Each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  send  patients  to 
the  hospital  of  the  district  in  which  the  county  is  situated 
in  proportion  to  the  population  of  such  county.  No  person 
who  has  been  or  who  may  hereafter  be  returned  from  either 
hospital  as  incurable,  or  has  been  insane  more  than  two 
years  last  past,  shall  be  admitted  in  either  hospital,  except 
when  the  hospitals  are  not  filled  to  their  capacity  with  other 
patients.  No  idiot  shall  be  admitted  into  any  hospital,  and 
no  lunatic  under  the  age  of  seven  years  shall  be  admitted. 
No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  either  of  the  hospitals  be- 
longing to  the  state,  excepjt  he  or  she  be  a  citizen  of  Ohio, 
and  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  in  which  the  hospital  ad-- 
mitting  them  is  located;  and  no  person  shall  be  considered 
an  inhabitant  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  has  not 
resided  within  this  state  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of 
his  or  her  application  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  persons  whose 
insanity  has  occurred  during  the  time  such  person  shall 
have  resided  in  this  state.  All  persons  who  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  admitted  into  either  of  the  hospitals  for 
the  insane  belonging  to  this  state,  shall  be  maintained  there- 
in at  the  expense  of  the  state. 

Sec.  17.  If  at  any  time  either  of  said  hospitals  cannot 
accommodate  the  patients  of  the  districts  to  which  it  is  at- 
tached, said  patients  may  be  transferred  to  the  hospital  of 
either  of  the  other  districts,  which  may  at  the  time  have 
room  for  said  patients,  said  transfers  to  be  made  upon  the 
order  of  the  governor  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  med- 
ical superintendent  of  the  hospital  of  each  district  to  be 
thereby  affected.  The  insane  of  the  several  counties  com- 
posing the  district  of  the  Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane, 
shall  continue  to  be  treated  in  the  other  hospitals  for  the  in- 
sane as  they  now  are,  till  such  time  as  the  Duilding  for  the 
Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane  shall  be  completed  for  the 
reception  of  patients ;  and  the  construction  and  management 
of  such  building  or  institution  shall  be  proceeded  with  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  the  act  "to organize  a  board  of  com- 
missioners for  the  construction  of  the  central  lunatic  asylum," 
passed  March  31,  1874,  until  the  first  day  of  June,  1876,  at 
which  time  the  board  of  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  under  the  p-ovisions  of  this  act  of  the  Columbus 
hospital  for  the  insane,  shall  have  been  duly  organized  ac- 
cording to  law ;  and  at  which  time,  on  said  first  day  of  June, 
1876,  the  board  of  construction  of  the  central  lunatic  asylum 
shall  transfer,  convey  and  turn  over  to  the  said  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane,  all  the 
rights,  titles,  interests,  documents,  papers,  and  all  other 
property,  of  whatever  kind  or  description,  belonging  to  the 
state,  or  pertaining  in  any  way  to  the  business  oi  the  state, 
which  mav  have  come  into  or  be  found  in  possession  of  the 
said  board  of  commissioners,  which  transfer  having  been 
duly  and  formerly  completed,  the  said  board  of  commission- 
ers or  either  of  them  shall  cease  and  determine  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  June,  1876.  In  addition  to  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  devolved  upon  said  board  of  trustees  of  the 
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Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane,  said  board  shall  be  charged 
with  all  the  duties,  responsibilities,  rights,  authorities,  and 
powers  conferred  upon  said  board  of  commissioners  for  the 
construction  of  the  central  lunatic  asylum  by  the  act  of 
March  31st,  1874 ;  provided,  that  they  shall  receive  no  pay 
for  their  services;  and  provided  further,  that  all  the  extra- 
ordinary powers  herein  conferred  upon  the  trustees  of  the 
Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane  shall  cease  and  determine 
upon  the  completion  of  the  work  assigned  to  the  board  of 
commissioners  for  the  construction  of  the  central  lunatic 
asylum  by  the  act  passed  March  31,  1874  ;  and  provided 
further,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to 
appoint  a  medical  superintendent,  who  shall,  from  and  after 
the  day  of  his  appointment  reside  upon  the  premises  of  the 
Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane,  who  shall  supervise  the 
completion  and  furnishing  of  said  hospital  buildings,  under 
the  direction  and  regulation  of  the  board  of  trustees  as  here- 
in created  and  provided,  in  addition  to  the  other  duties  de- 
volved by  this  act  upon  the  office  of  medical  superintendent. 
Sec.  18.  All  laws  in  force  in  relation  to  lunatics  and 
lunatic  asylums,  not  herein  modified  or  rej>»'aled,  shall,  so  far 
as  the  same  may  be  applicable,  apply  to  tlie  insane  and  the 
hospitals  for  the  insane. 

Sec.  19.  For  all  debts  due  the  hospitals  for  the  insane  of 
the  state,  an  action  may  be  maintained  in  the  name  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  hospital  to  which  such  debt  may  be 
due. 

Sec  20.  The  medical  superintendent  of  each  hospital

into  any  of  the  rivers,  lakes,  ponds,  or  streams  of  this  state, 
every  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty

To  authorize  the  constmctlon  and  repair  levees  along  natural  streams 
or  water-courses. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioy  That  the  probate  court  of  any  county  in  this  state 
shall  have  power,  whenever  it  shall  be  found  to  be  demanded 
by  or  conducive  to  the  public  health,  convenience  or  welfare, 
to  cause  to  be  located,  established  and  constructed,  as  herein- 
after provided,  a  levee  along  any  stream  or  water-course  of 
any  kind  within  his  county  for  the  protection  of  land  from 
overflow. 

Sec  2.  Before  any  action  shall  be  taken  towards  the  loca- 
tion, establishment  and  construction  of  such  levee,  there 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  probate  judge  a  petition  signed 
by  one  or  more  persons  owning,  controlling  or  occupying 
lands  adjacent  to,  or  who  shall  be  interested  in,  the  proposed 
levee,  setting  forth  the  necessity  for  the  same,  with  a  sub- 
stantial description  of  the  proposed  starting  point,  route  and 
terminus,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  file  a  bond,  with  the 
probate  judge,  and  to  his  approval,  with  good  and  suflScient 
surety  or  sureties,  made  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  condi- 
tioned to  pay  all  proper  costs  and  expenses  in  such  proceed- 
ing in  case  the  said  levee  shall  not  finally  be  ordered  to  be 
located,  established  and  constructed ;  whereupon  said  probate 
judge  shall  fix  the  time  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition,  not 
more  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  filing  the  same,  and 
he,  or  one  of  said  petitioners,  shall  cause  a  notice  in  writing 
to  be  given  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  set  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  petition  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  each  tract  of 
land  and  to  the  auditor  of  any  county,  and  the  clerk  of  any 
township  which  may  be  affected  by  said  proceeding,  of  the 
filing  and  pendency  of  said  petition,  and  the  time  the  same 
will  be  for  hearing  before  said  court.  If  any  person  or  per- 
sons. owning  lands  which  may  be  affected  by  said  proceeding 
be  a  non-resident  of  the  county,  or  if  such  owner  be  a  turn- 

{)ike  or  railroad  company,  sucn  notice  may  be  given  by  pub- 
ication  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  said  county ;  provided,  in  case  such 
railroad  company  has  a  principal  office,  or  a  regular  ticket  or 
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freight  agent  in  the  county,  a  notice,  if  required  by  said 
judge,  may  be  served  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  with  the 
principal  officer  in  charge  of  said  office,  or  with  such  ticket 
or  freight  agent,  in  which  case  notice  to  such  railroad  com- 
pany need  not  be  given  by  publication. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  owner  or  owners  claiming  compensation 
for  lands  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  any 
,  levee  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  make  an  appli- 
cation in  writing  therefor  to  the  said  court  on  or  before  the 
day  appointed  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition,  and  on  fail- 
ure to  make  such  application,  such  owner  or  owners  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  to  have  waived  all  right  to  such  compensa- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  On  the  day  set  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition,  if 
it  appear  to  the  said  court  that  any  person  or  corporation  in- 
terested in  said  levee  or  embankment  has  not  been  notified 
as  required  by  this  act,  or  that  any  requisite  preliminary 
steps  have  not  been  taken,  the  court  shall  continue  the  case 
not  exceeding  twenty  days,  and  order  such  notice  to  be  given  * 
or  feuch  other  preliminary  steps  to  be  taken ;  and  the  probate 
court  shall  also  have  power  at  any  time  before  the  final  order 
has  been  made  to  continue  said  case  and  order  notice  to  be 
served,  as  rerjuired  in  section  two,  upon  any  owner  of  lands 
who  may  be  found  to  be  affected  by  said  proceedings,  and 
who  hasnot  been  served  with  such  notice ;  and  in  case  notice 
is  given  after  the  time  originally  appointed  for  the  hearing 
of  the  petition,  then  the  petition  shall  be  regarded,  as  to  such 
owners  so  notified,  as  appointed  for  hearing  on  the  day  to 
which  said  case  is  continued  for  the  purpose  of  giving  such 
notice. 

Sec.  5.  When  the  probate  court  shall  find  that  notice  of 
the  filing  and  pendency  of  the  petition  has  been  given,  and 
all  other  preliminary  steps  taken  as  required  by  this  act, 
then  it  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  said  petition 
upon  the  papers  and  evidence;  and  if  the  court  is  satisfied 
that  said  levee  is  demanded  by  or  will  be  conducive  to  the 
public  health,  convenience  or  welfare,  he  shall  forthwith 
appoint  three  competent,  disinterested  freeholders  of  the 
county,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and  impartially  per- 
form their  duty  as  such  viewers,  and  they,  with  the  aid  of  a 
competent  engineer,  who  shall  be  appointed  at  the  same 
time  by  said  court,  shall  proceed  to  view  the  premises  along 
said  proposed  route,  and  the  lands  to  be  affected  by  said  pro- 
posed levee,  and  make  a  report  of  their  proceedings  in  writ- 
ing to  said  court  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  their 
appointment,  unless  in  the  discretion  of  said  court,  a  longer 
time  shall  be  given  them ;  which  report  shall  show  whether 
in  their  opinion  the  construction  of  the  levee,  substantially 
on  the  route  petitioned  for,  is  demanded  by  or  will  be  con- 
ducive to  the  public  health,  convenience  or  welfare ;  what 
owners  of  land  should  assist  in  the  construction  of  the  pro- 
posed levee,  and  in  defraying  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof, 
and  the  lots  or  lands  and  the  quantity  thereof  which  will  be 
benefited  by  such  levee.  If  the  probate  court  should,  in  its 
discretion,  deem  it  necessary,  it  may  order  said  engineer  to 
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make  and  return,  at  the  same  time  said  viewers  make  their 
report,  maps,  plats  and  profiles  of  the  said  proposed  levee 
and  the  lands  which  may  be  affected  by  the  same.  If  the 
said  viewers  shall  report  in  favor  of  the  construction  of  said 
levee,  the  said  court  shall  appoint  a  day,  not  later  than  ten 
days  from  the  filing  of  said  report,  when  he  shall  hear  and 
determine  all  applications  for  compensation  for  lands  appro- 
priated (provided  damages  are  claimed  under  the  third  sec- 
tion of  this  act),  and  also  to  hear  and  finally  determine  the 
necessity  for  such  levee,  and  in  addition  to  the  petition,  re- 
port of  viewers,  maps,  plats  and  profile  of  said  engineer,  the 
court  may  hear  furtner  evidence  and  arguments  of  counsel 
for  or  against  the  construction  of  such  levee.  The  probate 
judge  shall  have  the  right  to  view  the  premises  before  the 
final  order  is  made,  and  said  court,  if  found  necessary,  shall 
have  the  right  to  continue  the  hearing  of  the  case  from  time 
to  time,  in  his  discretion. 

Sec.  6.  No  final  order  for  the  construction  of  such  levee, 
or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  until  the  full  amount  of 
compensation  for  land  appropriated  shall  have  been  paid. 

Sec.  7.  If,  upon  the  final  hearing  of  the  case,  the  said 
court  is  satisfied  and  shall  find  said  levee  ought  to  be  con- 
structed, and  is  necessary  and  demanded  by,  and  will  be 
conducive  to,  the  public  health,  convenience  and  welfare, 
it  shall  order  the  same  to  be  located,  established  and  con- 
structed. The  court  shall  also  order  and  prescribe  the  site 
of  such  levee,  and  shall  direct  the  engineer,  appointed  under 
the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  to  finally  locate,  level  and  meas- 
ure the  same,  and  divide  it  with  suitable  sections,  not  less  in 
number  than  the  number  of  owners  of  land  benefited  by  its 
construction,  and  the  court  shall  prescribe  the  time  within 
which  the  work  upon  each  section  shall  be  completed,  and  by 
whom  paid  for :  rrovided,  that  such  portion  of  the  cost  of 
constructing  the  same  as  shall  be  assessed  against  any  person 
or  persons  owning  lands  abutting  on  or  over  which  such 
levee  shall  pass,  such  person  or  persons  shall  have  his,  her,  or 
their  sections  assigned  thereon,  within  or  along  the  boundary 
of  their  said  lands  to  the  extent  of  the  assessment  made 
against  such  owner  or  owners,  when  the  frontage  is  sufiScient, 
otherwise  the  same  shall  be  thus  assessed  as  far  as  practicable. 
In  determining  the  number  of  owners  of  such  lands,  ten- 
ants in  common,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  a  life  estate  in 
any  tract  of  land,  with  tenants  in  common,  may  be  counted 
as  one,  and  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  order  such  ten- 
ants in  common,  and  such  owner  or  owners  of  a  life  estate,  to 
pay  for  the  work  on  a  single  section  jointly,  in  proportion  to 
the  value  of  their  respective  interests. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  court  shall  allow  and  assess  all  the 
reasonable  fees,  costs,  and  expenses  of  locating  and  establish- 
ing such  levee,  and  shall  apportion  the  payment  of  the  same 
equitably  among  the  parties  to  be  be  benefited  thereby, 
and  prescribe  the  time  within  which  said  assessment  shaill 
be  paid,  and  render  judgments  therefor,  to  be  collected  as 
other  judgments  at  law ;  and  said  judge  shall,  if  requested, 
prepare  for  the  use  of  the  party  making  the  request  a  brief 
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statement  in  writinp;,  describing  briefly  his,  her,  or  its  ap- 
portionment of  said  levee,  together  with  the  length,  depth, 
width  and  slope  of  the  same,  the  amount  of  costs  assessed 
against  such  party,  and  the  expenses  of  performing  the  work 
apjx)rtioned  to  such  party,  when  to  be  paid,  and  by  what 
time  the  work  shall  be  completed. 

Sec.  9.  The  word  "levee,"  in  this  act,  shall  be  under- 
stood to  embrace  and  include,  with  or  wuthout  being  spe- 
cially mentioned  in  the  petition  for  a  main  levee,  any  side, 
lateral  or  spur  levee,  or  levees  necessary  to  be  constructed  to 
secure  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  any  main  levee 
may  be  made. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  court  shall  be  authorized  in  making 
the  final  order,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  viewers  and 
engineer  appc^inted,  as  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this 
act,  or  the  jury,  in  case  one  is  impaneled,  to  alter  or  change 
the  termini  and  route  of  a  proposed  levee  from  that  set  forth 
in  the  petition  to  said  court,  so  as  to  more  efiectually  secure 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  original  petition  :  Provided, 
the  compensation  for  lands  appropriated  is  not  efiected 
thereby. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  the  viewers,  or  any  of  them,  or  the  en- 
gineer appointed  under  this  act,  shall  die,  resign,  refuse  or 
neglect  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  them,  the  said 
court  shall  forthwith  appoint  an  eligible  person  to  fill  the 
place  of  such  viewer  or  engineer,  who  shall  qualify  and  per* 
form  the  duties  the  same  as  if  originally  appointed. 

Sec.  12.  If  it  shall  be  found  necessary  by  said  court  to 
protect  such  levee  from  being  washed  away  by  high  waters 
or  freshets,  that  any  portion  of  the  same  should  be  rip-rapped 
or  otherwise  protected  bv  stone  or  timber,  the  said  court,  in  its 
final  order,  may  direct  additional  work  to  be  done,  particularly 
describing  its  kind  and  character,  and  the  particular  nlace 
or  places,  and  the  sections  on  which  the  same  shall  be  aone. 

Sec  13.  If  at  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition 
any  party  or  parties  in  interest  shall  demand  a  jury,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  probate  judge  to  select  and  impanel 
a  jury  of  twelve  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  county, 
who  shall  constitute  a  jury  for  such  case,  in  which  event 
no  viewers  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  in  this  act ;  and 
their  duties  shall  be  dispensed  with,  and  said  probate  judge 
shall  issue  a  venire  for  such  jury,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of 
such  county,  returnable  at  a  day  not  exceeding  twenty  days 
therein  named,  which  venire  shall  specify  the  time  of  meet- 
ing of  said  jurv  in  said  court  The  rights  of  all  the  parties 
in  interest  shall  be  investigated  in  one  case  and  bv  one  jury. 

Sec  14.  At  the  time  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  jury, 
any  party  interested  may  challenge  any  jury  for  cause,  and 
the  probate  court  shall  hear  and  determine  all  further  pre- 
liminary questions  pertaining  to  such  case,  and  may  direct 
the  sherift'of  the  countv  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may 
then  be  in  the  panel  of  said  jury  arising  from  any  cause ; 
and  the  probate  judge  shall  thereupon  administer  an  oath 
to  said  jury,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  try  the  issues  sub- 
mitted to  them  in  the  case,  and  a  true  verdict  render  accord- 
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ing  to  the  law  and  evidence,  and  the  jury  shall  in  their 
verdict  report  in  writing  to  said  court : 

First — Whether  the  proposed  levee  is  demanded  by  or  will 
be  conducive  to  the  public  health,  convenience  or  welfare. 

Second — The  amount  of  compensation  each  person  inter- 
ested claiming  compensation  for  lands  appropriated  for  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  levee  is  entitled  to  in  case  the 
same  is  located. 

Third — What  owners  of  lands  stiould  assist  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  levee,  and  in  defraying  the  costs 
and  expenses  thereof,  and  the  lots  and  lands,  and  the  quan- 
tity thereof  which  will  be  benefited  by  such  levee,  specify- 
ing the  sections  and  work  to  be  done  and  by  whom  paid  for, 
as  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  The  said  jury  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  before  making  up  their  verdict,  be  ordered  to  view  the 
premises  along  the  route  of  the  proposed  levee,  and  the 
court  shall  direct  the  engineer  appointed  as  aforesaid,  in 
section  five  of  this  act,  to  make,  return,  and  lay  before  the 
said  jurv,  the  necessary  maps,  plats  and  profiles  of  the  said 
proposea  levee  and  the  lands  which  may  be  effected  by  the 
same.  The  parties  in  interest  may  offer  evidence,  and  may 
be  heard  in  person  and  by  counsel  before  said  jury,  and  the 
Jury  shall  be  subject  to  the  judicial  direction  or  the  court  in 
the  hearing  of  the  case  and  in  making  up  their  findings  or 
verdict.  The  jury  shall  return  their  verdict  within  ten 
days  after  being  sworn,  unless  the  court,  for  good  cause,  allow 
further  time ;  and  it  is  authorized  to  adjourn  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  premises  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may 
require. 

Sec.  16.  Upon  the  return  of  the  verdict  and  report  of 
the  jury,  the  probate  court  shall  receive  the  same,  if  found 
regular  and  in  accordance  with  the  law  in  all  respects,  and 
thereupon  discharge  the  jury,  but  if  not  found  regular  and 
in  accordance  with  the  law,  he  shall  recommit  the  case  to 
such  jury,  with  proper  instructions,  to  return  the  same  in 
conformity  with  the  law.  After  said  jury  shall  have  re- 
turned their  verdict  and  report  according  to  law  they  shall 
be  discharged ;  and  the  said  court  shall  proceed  to  confirm 
their  verdict  and  report,  if  found  to  be  favorable  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  levee,  and  shall  also  make  an  order 
for  the  payment  of  compensation,  as  found  by  the  jury,  for 
lands  appropriated,  also  for  the  performance  of  such  things 
as  the  jury  shall  find  in  their  verdict;  and  the  court  shall 
also  make  and  enforce  such  further  orders  in  the  premises  as 
are  prescribed  in  sections  seven  and  eight  of  this  act,  and  all 
such  orders  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  complete  accomplish- 
ment of  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sec.  17.  Jurors  and  viewers  shall  each  be  allowed  pay 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  and  mileage 
at  five  cents  per  mile  from  their  residence  to  the  ofiice  of  the 
probate  judge,  and  from  there  to  the  place  of  location  of 
the  proposea  levee  in  case  of  a  view  ;  and  the  engineer  shall 
be  allowed,  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  per  day,  while  actually 
employed,  and  all  other  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  taxed  as 
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is  provided  by  law  in  similar  cases,  and  all  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  the  probate  judge  shall  be  collected  and  retained 
by  him  in  excess  of  those  allowed  by  any  other  law. 

Sec  18.  The  probate  court  shall  have  power  ,to  correct 
any  irregularities  or  clerical  errors  or  mistakes  in  the  report 
of  the  said  viewers,  or  in  the  verdict  of  the  jury  in  relation 
to  the  lots  and  lands,  and  the  quantity  and  the  ownership 
thereof,  in  case  the  levee  shall  be  ordered  to  be  constructed, 
and  upon  a  final  order  being  made  for  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  levee,  said  judge  shall  make  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings had  in  the  case.  The  court  may,  after  final  order 
made,  extend  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  work  on 
any  section  or  sections  of  the  proposed  levee  if  deemed 
necessary. 

Sec.  19.  If  the  viewers  or  any  jury  shall  report  against 
the  construction  of  said  levee,  or  if  tne  court  shall  at  any 
stage  of  the  proceedings  before  the  final  order  is  made,  find 
that  such  levee  should  not  be  constructed,  then  he  shall  dis- 
miss the  proceedings  at  the  costs  of  the  petitioners,  who 
shall  be  bound  jointly,  for  the  costs  and  expenses,  with  the 
principal  or  principals  on  the  bond  given,  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  20.  When  it  shall  become  necessary  to  repair  any 
levee  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  under 
*'  an  act  authorizing  the  building  and  repairing  of  levees  to 
protect  lands  from  overflow,"  passed  April  30th,  1869,  the 
same  shall  be  done  under  this  act,  and  the  proceedings  there- 
for shall  conform  as  far  as  possible  to  proceedings  for  the 
original  location  of  a  levee. 

Sec  21.  U  the  route  of  any  proposed  levee  extend  along 
any  natural  stream  or  water  course  and  over,  including  or 
connected  with  the  line  of  any  levee  or  levees  already  con- 
structed or  partly  constructed,  then,  in  such  case,  the  parties 
interested  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the  amount  of  work  and 
expense  they  have  already  been  to  in  the  construction  of 
such  levee  or  levees  taken  into  account  in  determining  the 
question  of  what  further  work  and  expense,  if  any,  they 
shall  be  required  to  pay  for  in  the  construction  of  the  pro- 
posed levee. 

Sec  22.  When  any  levee  established  under  this  act  aflfects 
beneficially  any  public  or  incorporated  turnpike  road  or  rail- 
road, so  that  the  road  bed  or  track  on  any  such  road  will  be 
made  better  or  safer  by  the  construction  of  such  levee,  there 
may  be  apportioned  to  the  county,  if  a  county,  state,  or  free 
turnpike  road ;  to  the  township,  if  a  township  road ;  to  the 
company,  if  a  corporate  turnpike  road  or  railroad,  such  por- 
tion of  the  work,  c^sts  and  expenses  thereof,  as  private  in- 
dividuals, and  require  them  to  pay  for  such  work  and  pay 
such  costs  and  expenses  in  like  manner  as  individuals,  ex- 
cept in  case  a  county  or  township  is  ordered  to  pay  for  any 
such  work  and  pay  such  costs  and  expenses,  the  commission- 
ers of  such  county  and  the  trustees  of  such  township  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  for  such  work  and 
pay  said  costs  and  expenses  from  the  general  fund  of  the 
county  or  township. 
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Sec.  23.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  injure  or  destroy 
[any  portion  of  a  levee  constructed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  under  the  acts  hereby  repealed,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  county  in  which  the  same  may  be  situated 
a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
shall  moreover  be  liable  for  all  damages  that  may  accrue  toi 
gnv^ersonbysuch^nj^^ 

Sfic^^iMr  "iVaF^saW^lev^e  shalFlJe'cohstru  com- 

pensation paid  within  the  time  specified  in  the  order  of  said 
court.  Upon  the  making  of  the  final  order  for  such  levee,  the 
probate  judge  shall  immediately  give  notice  of  the  sale  of  such 
work  by  sections,  or  parts  of  sections,  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
by  printed  or  written  handbills.  The  time  of  such  sale  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  notice ;  and  the  place  of  such  sale  shall  be  either 
at  the  door  of  the  court  house,  in  said  county,  or  at  either 
terminus  of  such  levee,  as  the  probate  judge  may  direct. 
He  shall  take  such  security  for  the  performance  of  such 
work  and  for  the  payment  of  all  damages  to  the  parties  in- 
terested in  case  the  same  is  not  completed  within  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed,  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and 
he  shall,  immediately  after  such  sale,  enter  his  proceedings 
on  his  journal  and  make  them  a  part  of  the  record  in  such 
case ;  and  he  shall,  in  case  of  a  sale  of  the  work  to  the  per- 
son who  is  ordered  to  pay  for  the  same  as  aforesaid,  only  take 
the  bond  as  aforesaid,  and  in  all  other  cases  he  shall  fix  the 
time  within  which  the  party  or  parties  who  have  been  or- 
dered to  pay  for  the  work  so  sold,  shall  pay  into  the  probate 
court  his,  her  or  its  portion  of  said  work  at  the  price  so  sold, 
and  in  case  the  same  is  not  paid  by  the  time  so  fixed  he 
shall  thereupon  certify  to  the  county  auditor  the  several 
amounts,  including  costs  and  expenses  apportioned,  so  as- 
sessed against  each  owner  or  person  interested  as  aforesaid, 
not  heretofore  paid,  describing  each  piece  or  parcel  of  land 
so  to  be  charged ;  and  the  said  auditor  shall  thereupon  enter 
the  same  on  the  duplicate,  to  be  collected  as-  other  taxes, 
and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  persons  entitled 
thereto,  upon  the  order  of  the  probate  judge,  whenever  he 
shall  be  satisfied  that  the  several  sections  have  been  com- 
pleted according  to  the  order  of  the  court  heretofore  made. 
In  case  of  a  failure  to  sell  any  portion  of  said  work  at  any 
lettings,  and  in  case  any  purchaser  at  any  letting  fails  to 
give  bond  or  complete  any  part  of  said  work  as  required, 
said  judge  shall  proceed  to  again  let  the  same  and  make  all 
necessary  orders  in  relation  thereto  as  prescribed  in  this 
section. 

Sec.  25.  That  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  take  ad- 
vantasre  of  any  error  committed  in  any  proceeding  to  locate, 
establish,  and  construct  or  repair  a  levee  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  nor  of  any  error  committed  by  the  pro- 
bate judge  or  probate  court,  the  viewers,  or  the  jurjr  in  the 
case,  or  by  the  engineer  or  other  person  or  persons  in  such 
proceedings ;  nor  for  want  of  any  informality,  error  or  defect 
appearing  in  the  record  of  such  proceedings ;  nor  for  want  of 
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notice  to  the  owner  of  any  lands  affected  thereby,  unless  the 
^rty  complaining  is  first  shown  to  be  materially  and  substan- 
tially affected  thereby.  But  the  court  in  which  any  action 
piay  be  brought  to  enjoin,  reverse  or  declare  void  the  pro- 
ceedings by  which  any  such  levee  is  ordered  to  be  located, 
established,  or  constructed  or  repaired,  or  to  enjoin  the  per- 
formance of  any  work,  or  the  assessment  or  collection  of  any 
costs  and  expenses  ordered  by  said  court  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  may,  if  there  be  manifest  error  in  such  proceedings 
affecting  materially  the  substantial  rights  of  any  plaintiff, 
in  such  action,  set  the  same  aside  as  to  such  plaintiff  with- 
out affecting  the  rights  or  liabilities  of  the  other  parties  in  in- 
terest. And  the  court  shall,  on  the  final  hearing,  make  such 
order  in  the  premises  as  may  seem  equitable,  and  just,  and 
may  order  the  work  done,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  paid, 
by  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  or  the  amount  of  money  returned 
to  the  auditor  of  the  county,  against  the  plaintiff  or  plantiffs, 
to  remain  on  the  duplicate  for  collection,  or  any  part  there- 
of, or  may  perpetually  enjoin  the  same  or  any  part  thereof. 
The  costs  of  such  action,  and  of  the  proceeding  had  therein 
shall  be  apportioned  among  the  parties,  or  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  justice  and  equity 
may  require  and  the  court  direct. 

Sec  26.  The  act  entitled  '^  an  act  authorizing  the  build- 
ing and  repairing  of  levees  to  protect  land  from  overflow," 
passed  April  30th,  1869,  (vol.  66,  page  73),  and  an  act 
amendatory  thereto,  passed  May  2,  1871,  (vol.  68,  page  121), 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  27.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  A8><embly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioj  That  section  two  of  the  above  recited  act  be  so  amend- 
ed so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.  That  witnesses  attending  under  recognizance, 
or  subpoena  issued  by  order  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  or 
defendant,  before  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  court 
of  record,  in  criminal  cases,  or  witnesses  attending  before  any 
grand  jury  in  this  state,  shall  be  allowed  the  following  fees : 
For  each  day's  attendance,  seventy-five  cents,  and  five  cents 
Der  mile  from  his  or  her  place  of  residence  to  the  place  of 
holding  said  court,  or  attending  before  any  grand  jury, 
to  be  taxed  in  only  one  case,  when  attending  in  more  cases 
than  one*on  the  same  day,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  special 
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order  of  the  court.  The  fees  in  this  section  specified  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  on  the  order  of  the  county 
auditor  ;  said  fees  herein  specified  to  be  first  certified  to  the 
county  auditors  by  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  Thalf  section  two  of  the  above  recited  act  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

To  amend  sections  oae,  three,  eight,  fourteen,  sixteen,  nineteen,  twentj- 
six,  and  thirty  of  **  an  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  county  commis- 
bioners  to  lay  oat  and  establish  free  turnpike  roads,  and  to  repeal  certain 
acts  therein  named,''  passed  and  took  eftect  March  29th,  1875.  (O.  L., 
1875,  p.  93.) 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  by  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  one  (1),  three  (3),  eight  (8),  fourteen 
(14),  sixteen  (16),  nineteen  (19),  twenty-six  (26),  and  thirty 
(30),  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  coun- 
ty commissioners  to  lay  out  and  establish  free  turnpike  roads, 
and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named,  passed  March  29th, 
1875,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  free  turn- 
pike road8  shall  be  authorized,  and  commissioners  appointed, 
to  laj^  out  and  establish  the  same  in  the  following  manner, 
to  wit:  When  a  majority  of  all  the  land-holders  residing  in 
the  county,  who  own  lands  lying  within  the  bounds  of  anjr 
free  turnpike,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  present  a  peti- 
tion to  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  at  any  regular 
session  of  their  board,  asking  the  appointment  of  commis- 
sioners to  lay  out  and  establish  a  free  turnpike  road  between 
any  points  within  such  county,  and  who  shall  also  state  in 
their  petition  that  they  desire  the  county  commissioners  to 
levy  an  extra  tax,  the  amount  of  which  shall  not  exceed  ten 
mills  on  the  dollar  valuation  in  any  one  year,  on  the  lands 
and  taxable  property  within  the  bounds  of  said  road,  and  also 
the  number  of  years  they  desire  the  levy  to  continue,  not 
exceeding  eight  years;  and  shall  further  satisfy  such  com- 
missioners that  public  notice  has  been  given  by  advertise- 
ment iiji  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  coun- 
ty, of  such  intended  application,  for  at  least  four  consecu- 
tive weeks  preceding  such  general  meeting.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  appoint  three  judicious  freeholaers  of  the  county 
to  be  commissioners  of  such  free  turnpike  road,  who,  by  the 
name  fixed  by  said  county  commissioners,  shall  be  a  body 
corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  and  estahlishing  a 
free  turnpike  road  between  the  points  within  such  county 
named  in  said  petition.     Said  petition,  and  the  appointment 
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of  such  free  turnpike  road  commissioners,  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of  county 
commissioners,  aYid  a  certified  copy  of  such  entry  furnished 
to  said  road  commissioners,  by  the  clerk  of  said  board,  upon 
demand  therefor ;  and  the  said  board  of  county  commission- 
ers may  remove  any  or  all  of  the  commissioners  of  any  free 
turnpike  road,  when  petitioned  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the 
resident  land  owners  residing  within  the  county,  who  own 
lands  within  the  bounds  of  such  road :  Provided,  that  on  the 
removing  of  any  such  commissioner  or  commissioners,  the 
vacancy  shall  be  at  the  same  time  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  some  other  freeholder  of  the  county  ;  and  the  commission- 
ers shall  appoint  such  person  as  may  have  been  recommend- 
efl  by  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  tax-payers,  if  any  such 
recommendation  shall  have  been  so  made. 

Section  3.  That  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall 
immediately  thereafter  transmit  to  the  auditor  of  said  coun- 
ty, said  map  and  profile,  with  the  statement  of  the  probable 
costs  of  the  construction  of  said  road  as  returned  to  them  by 
said  read  commissioners,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  direct 
the  auditor  to  levy  upon  the  grand  duplicate  of  the  county 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  improving  and  repairing 
said  free  turnpike  road,  the  amount  of  the  tax,  and  the  num- 
ber of  years  as  petitioned  for,  under  section  one  (1)  of  this  act.

when  any  of  said  freeholders  have  previously  made,  or  have

portion  has  been  made  and  maintained  so  as  to  be  at  that 
time  wholly  fit  for  a  free  turnpike  road,  or  if  by  said  im- 
provement said  portion  has  been  made  and  maintained  so  as 
to  be  at  that  time  wholly  fit  for  a  free  turnpike  road,  or  if  by 
said  improvement  said  portion  is  in  part  only  suitable  for  a  free 
turnpike  road,  be  entirely  exempt  as  to  the  lands  and  other 
property  on  either  side  of  and  opposite  to  said  improved  ^r- 
tion,  from  the  payment  of  said  extra  tax,  or  have  credit  upon 
said  extra  tax,  in  the  proportion  that  such  labor  performed 
bears  to  the  average  amount  of  labor  required  to  construct 
such  part  of  the  entire  line  of  such  proposed  free  turnpike 
road.  Said  pro  rata  tax  exemption  or  credit  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  auditor  and  the  commissioner  of  said  proposed 
free  turnpike  road,  at  any  time  before  payment  of  said  extra 
tax,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  interested ;  but  said 
determination  by  said  auditor  may  be  reviewed  and  corrected 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas,  upon  the  petition  of  any  per- 
son claiming  such  pro  rata  reduction,  exemption  or  credit, 
and  upon  such  evidence  as  may  be  produced  upon  the  hearing. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  to  collect  the 
extra  tax  hereby  provided  for,  in  the  same  manner  as  state 
or  county  taxes  are  collected;  provided,  that  the  words 
*' bounds  of  the  roads,"  and  "line  of  the  road,'*  whenever  used 
in  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  include  so  rhuch  land  on  either 
side  of  such  road  as  may  be  charged  with  such  extra  tax. 

Section  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  free  turn- 
pike roads  authorized  by  this  act,  extra  taxes,  when  levied 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  on  all  real  and  personal 
property  within  one  mile  on  each  side  of  said  free  turnpike 
road,  except  when  any  free  turnpike  road  in  process  of  con- 
struction shall  cross  a  free  turnpike  road,  either  completed 
or  in  process  of  construction,  under  and  bv  virtue  of  any  of 
the  road  improvement  or  free  turnpike  laws  of  this  state, 
then  such  lands  and  personal  property  as  lie  within  one 
mile  on  either  side  of  where  such  free  turnpike  roads  cross 
each  other,  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  in  proportion  to  the 
benefits  that  may  be  derived  by  the  owners  of  such  land  and 
personal  property  froiii  the  construction  and  use  of  such  free 
turnpike  roads ;  except  further,  that  when  any  road  improve- 
ment, or  free  turnpike  road  built  and  completed  under  any 
of  the  turnpike  laws  of  this  state,  begins  or  terminates  in 
the  proposed  free  turnpike,  or  where  any  of  such  roads  or 
any  toll,  unimproved  state  or  county  road,  being  uncon- 
nected with  the  same,  shall  lie,  be,  or  run  upon  either  side 
of  said  proposed  road,  within  less  than  two  miles,  then  the 
taxes  shall  only  be  levied  upon  such  lands  and  personal  prop- 
erty as  lie  within  one-half  the  distance  of  such  roads :  Pro- 
vided, that  no  division  of  territory,  or  division  of  taxation 
of  lands  or  personal  property,  shall  be  made  with  any  other 
road  improvement,  free  turnpike  road,  state  or  county  road, 
except  as  herein  provided  for,  nor  with  any  township  road. 
But  if  said  road  commissioners  should  report  to  said  county 
commissioners  that  the  extra  taxes  levied  within  the  bounds 
of  said  road  are  insufficient  to  make  a  good  and  substantial 
road,  then  the  county  commissioners,  if  in  their  opinion  the 
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public  interest  requires  it,  may  order  said  road  commission- 
ers to  extend  the  bounds  of  said  free  turnpike  road  to  one 
mile  on  either  side  of  the  same,  when  a  maiority  of  the  resi- 
dent land  owners  owning  land  within  the  bound  of  the  ter- 
ritory proposed  to  be  extended  shall  ]hi^ve  signed  said  peti- 
tion therefor ;  unless  a  turnpike  road  should  run  upon  either 
side  of  said  free  turnpike  road  within  less  than  two  miles, 
then  the  taxes  shall  be  levied  upon  such  lands  and  personal 
property  as  lie  within  one-half  the  distance  of  such  roads. 

Section  14.  That  the  said  commissioners  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  a  body  corporate,  under  such  name  as  the 
commissionars  of  the  county  may  designate,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  prosecute  for  all  obstructions  to  said  road,  or 
for  injuries  done  to  the  same,  or  bridges  thereon;  and  the 
amount  recovered  in  each  case  shall  be  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages actually  found  by  the  court  or  jury,  and  the  interest 
thereon;  and  in  all  cases  the  said  commissioners  shall  have 
aright  to  sue,  either  before  a  justice  of  a  petce,  or  in  a  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  which  suit  shall  be 
appealable,  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  amount  ^o  collected  in 
each  case  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  said  road,  and  shall 
be  paid  over  to  said  commissioners ;  provided,  that  at  any 
time  said  road  commissioners  shall  deem  that  they  have  their 
road,  or  anyone  consecutive  mile  thereof,  completed  in  a 
good,  sub'stantial  manner,  by  the  bridges  and  culverts  there- 
on having  been  built,  or  the  road  graded  or  macadamized, 
and  the  same  paid  for,  said  road  commissioners  may  make 
application  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  to  receive 
the  same,  and  the  county  commissioners  shall,  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  filing  of  said  application,  proceed 
u{x>n  actual  view  to  examine  the  same,  and  if,  upon  such 
examination,  they  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  such  road  or 
part  thereof  is  in  a  suitable  condition  to  receive  as  completed, 
they  may  receive  the  same,  and  such  road  or  part  thereof 
may  be  kept  in  repair  under  the  laws  provided  for  keeping 
free  turnpike  roads  in  repair;  and  when  said  free  turnpike 
road  has  been  completed  and  received  by  the  cgunty  commis- 
sioners, they  shall  thereupon  enter  such  findings  upon  their 
journal,  and  thereupon  the  county  auditor  shall  certify  such 
findings  to  the  trustees  of  the  several  townships  through 
which  any  part  or  all  of  eaid  road  maj'  run,  giving  the  name 
and  description  of  the  same;  and  from  that  time  said  road 
commissioners  shall  cease  to  be  a  body  corporate. 

Section  16.  The  expenses  of  surveying  and  locating  the 
same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury ;  and  the  other 
expenses  incidental  to  the  construction  of  said  road  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  this  act  to  the  con- 
struction, prosecution,  and  repair  of  said  road.  And  the  sum 
paid  the  surveyor  and  his  assistants  shall  not  exceed  the 
customary  wages  per  day  for  every  day  they  may  be  actually 
em  ployed,  in  locating  and  surveying  said  road. 

Section  19.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall,  when

Upon  the  making  of  the  final  order  for  such  levee,  the 
probate  judge  shall  immediately  give  notice  of  the  sale  of  such 
work  by  sections,  or  parts  of  sections,  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
by  printed  or  written  handbills.    The  time  of  such  sale  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  notice ;  and  the  place  of  such  sale  shall  be  either 
at  the  door  of  the  court  house,  in  said  county,  or  at  either 
terminus  of  such  levee,  as  the  probate  judge  may  direct.

proceedings ;  nor  for  want  of  any  informality,  error  or  defect 
appearing  in  the  record  of  such  proceedings ;  nor  for  want  of 
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notice  to  the  owner  of  any  lands  affected  thereby,  unless  the 
I>arty  complaining  is  first  shown  to  be  materially  and  substan- 
tially affected  thereby.  But  the  court  in  which  any  action 
piay  be  brought  to  enjoin,  reverse  or  declare  void  the  pro- 
ceedings by  which  any  such  levee  is  ordered  to  be  located, 
established,  or  constructed  or  repaired,  or  to  enjoin  the  per- 
formance of  any  work,  or  the  assessment  or  collection  of  any 
costs  and  expenses  ordered  by  said  court  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  may,  if  there  be  manifest  error  in  such  proceeaings 
affecting  materially  the  substantial  rights  of  any  plaintiff, 
in  such  action,  set  the  same  aside  as  to  such  plaintiff  with- 
out affecting  the  rights  or  liabilities  of  the  other  parties  in  in- 
terest. And  the  court  shall,  on  the  final  hearing,  make  such 
order  in  the  premises  as  may  seem  equitable,  and  just,  and 
may  order  the  work  done,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  paid, 
by  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  or  the  amount  of  money  returned 
to  the  auditor  of  the  county,  against  the  plaintiff  or  plantifb, 
to  remain  on  the  duplicate  for  collection,  or  any  part  there- 
of, or  may  perpetually  enjoin  the  same  or  any  part  thereof. 
The  costs  of  such  action,  and  of  the  proceeding  had  therein 
shall  be  apportioned  among  the  parties,  or  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  justice  and  equity 
may  require  and  the  court  direct. 

Sec.  26.  The  act  entitled  '^  an  act  authorizing  the  build- 
ing and  repairing  of  levees  to  protect  land  from  overflow," 
passed  April  30th,  1869,  (vol.  66,  page  73),  and  an  act 
amendatory  thereto,  passed  May  2,  1871,  (vol.  68,  page  121), 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  27.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

That  witnesses  attending  under  recognizance, 
or  subpoena  issued  by  order  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  or 
defendant,  before  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  court 
of  record,  in  criminal  cases,  or  witnesses  attending  before  any 
grand  jury  in  this  state,  shall  be  allowed  the  following  fees  : 
For  each  day's  attendance,  seventy-five  cents,  and  five  cents 

£ier  mile  from  his  or  her  place  of  residence  to  the  place  of 
elding  said  court,  or  attending  before  any  grand  jury, 
to  be  taxed  in  only  one  case,  when  attending  in  more  cases 
than  one*on  the  same  day,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  special 
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order  of  the  court.  The  fees  in  this  section  specified  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  on  the  order  of  the  county 
auditor  ;  said  fees  herein  specified  to  be  first  certified  to  the 
county  auditors  by  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  Thatf  section  two  of  the  above  recited  act  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

To  amend  sections  one,  three,  eight,  fourteen,  sixteen,  nineteen,  twenty- 
six,  and  thirty  of  ''an  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners to  lay  ent  and  establish  free  turnpike  roads,  and  to  repeal  certain 
acts  therein  named/'  passed  and  took  effect  March  29th,  1875.  (O.  L., 
1875,  p.  93.) 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  A8seml)ly  by  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  one  (1),  three  (3),  eight  (8),  fourteen 
(14),  sixteen  (16),  nineteen  (19),  twenty-six  (26),  and  thirty 
(30),  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  coun- 
ty commissioners  to  lay  out  and  establish  free  turnpike  roads, 
and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named,  passed  March  29th, 
1875,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  free  turn- 
pike roads  shall  be  authorized,  and  commissioners  appointed,

to  said  road  commiv^^sioners,  by  the  clerk  of  said  board,  upon 
demand  therefor;  and  the  said  board  of  county  commission- 
ers may  remove  any  or  all  of  the  commissioners  of  any  free 
turnpike  road,  when  petitioned  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the 
resident  land  owners  residing  within  the  county,  who  own 
lands  within  the  bounds  of  such  road :  Provided,  that  on  the

for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  improving  and  repairing 
said  free  turnpike  road,  the  amount  of  the  tax,  and  the  num- 
ber of  years  as  petitioned  for,  under  section  one  (1)  of  this  act.

the  first  levy  is  made,  the  commissioners  of  any  free  turn- 
pike road  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  r6ad  can  be  built  with  a 
less  sum  than  is  provided  in  this  section,  the  county  auditor 
shall,  on  the  order  of  the  commissioners  of  said  road,  reduce 
the  extra  tax  or  abate  it  entirely;  provided  further,  that 
when  any  of  said  freeholders  have  previously  made,  or  have 
been  previously  taxed  to  make  any  free  turnpike  already 
completed  or  in  progress  of  completion,  they  shall  only  be 
taxed  pro  rata  as  to  the  making  of  the  remainder  of  said 
turnpike,  or  the  continuance  thereof;  provided  further,  that 
when  any  of  said  freeholders,  or  those  from  whom  they  de- 
rive their  title,  have  before  the  levy  of  said  tax  improved, 
at  their  own  expense,  by  macadamizing  or  graveling  any

To  siuend  section  eleven,  as  amended  March  13,  1872,  of  an  act  to  author- 
ize and  regulate  limited  partnerships,  passed  Janaary  24,  1846.  (S.  & 
8.,  507.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioy  That  section  eleven  of  the  above  entitled  act,  as 
amended  March  13, 1872,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  11.  The  business  of  the  partnership  shall  be  con- 
ducted under  a  firm  name,  in  which  the  names  of  all  gen- 
eral partners  shall  be  inserted,  except  that  when  there  are 
more  than  two  general  partners,  the  name  may  consist  of 
the  names  of  either  one  of  such  partners  with  the  addition 
of  the  words  '^&  Co.,"  and  if  any  special  partner  shall  per- 
mit his  name  to  be  used,  he  shall  be  deemed  a  general  part- 
ner; and  the  said  partnership  shall  put  up,  upon  some  con- 
spicuous place  on  the  outside  and  in  front  of  the  building  in 
which  it  has  its  chief  place  of  business,  some  sign,  on  which 
shall  be  placed,  in  legible  English  characters,  all  the  names 
in  full  of  all  the  general  partners  of  said  partnership,  in  de- 
fault of  which  no  action  against  said  partners  shall  abate  or 
be  dismissed  by  reason  of  the  plaintiff  in  such  action  failing 
to  prove  the  allegations  in  his  pleadings  as  to  the  names  and 
numbers  of  the  members  in  said  firm ;  provided,  that  any 
firm  of  general  partners  that  shall  have  transacted  business 
under  one  firm  name  for  more  than  five  years,  may  organize 
a  special  partnership  to  continue  the  same  business,  contain- 
ing any  of  the  same  or  additional  partner  or  partners,  and 
adopt  the  firm  name  before  used  by  such  general  partnership; 
subject,  however,  to  the  provision  of  this  section  requiring 
such  special  partnership  to  put  up  some  sign  containing  the 
names  in  full  of  all  the  general  partners  of  said  partnership.

Supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  "an  act  supplementary  to  an  act  en- 
titled an  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  government  of  muni- 
cii»al  corporations,"  passed  April  27,  ld72.- 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  council  of  any  municipal  corporation  in  the 
state  which,  under  or  by  virtue  of  authority  conveyed  by  the 
act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  ha^  undertaken  and  is 
engaged  in  making  any  one  or  all  of  the  improvements,  struc- 
tures, alterations  or  changes  therein  provided  for,  to-wit : 

To  construct  a  viaduct  or  bridge  over  any  valley,  ravine, 
river  or  water^ course  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation. 

To  sink,  let'down,  or  incloSe  with  a  tunnel  or  covering  any 
portion  of  any  railway  track  or  tracks  within  the  limits  of 
the  corporation. 

To  make  such  changes  in  any  canal,  its  lock,  bed  or  width 
within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  as  may  be  authorized  by 
law,  and  has  acquired,  or  shall  hereafter  act^uire  by  purchase 
or  appropriation  according  to  law  the  real  estate  necessary  for 
right  of  way  or  other  purposes  in  making  any  of  the  changes 
or  improvements  therein  authorized,  shall  have  power,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  means  to  pay  the  cost  and  expense 
of  undertaking,  carrying  on  and  completing  any  or  all  of 
the  improvements  and  changes  so  authorized  as  aforesaid, 
acquiring  the  real  estate  necessary  for  the  same,  and  paying 
all  damage  incidental  thereto,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  cor- 
poration, in  addition  to  the  amount  authorized  by  section 
three  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  for  any 
amount  not  exceeding  one  million  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  which  bonds  shall  bear  date  when  they  are  issued, 
may  run  for  any  length  of  time  not  exceeding  thirty  years, 
shall  have  interest  coupons  attached,  and  bear  such  rate  of 
interest,  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  as  the 
council  shall  determine,  payable  semi-annually.  Said  bonds 
may  be  issued  at  such  times  and  in  suchumounts  as  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work  or  the  interests  of  the  corporation  may  re- 
quire, and  not  oftener  nor  in  greater  amounts.     They  shall 
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have  written  or  printed  upon  them,  the  date  of  the  law  un- 
der which  they  are  issued,  and  the  general  character  of  the 
work  or  improvement  on  account  of  which  are  issued.  Said 
bonds  shall  not  be  sold  or  negotiated  for  less  than  par,  and 
the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the  pa3'ment 
of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  work  and  improvements  on 
account  of  which  they  are  issued,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever,  to  be  distributed  among  the  various  division.s  of 
said  work  and  improvements,  ai  hereinafter  specified. 

Sec.  2.  The  council  of  any  municipal  corporation,  auth- 
orized to  act  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  law,  shall, 
before  issuing  any  of  the  bonds  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
designate  by  ordinance  the  specific  amount  of  bonds  to  be  is- 
sued on  account  of  each  of  the  improvements  or  divisions  of 
work  named  and  authorized  in  the  act  to  which  this  supple- 
mentary, and  for  that  division  of  work  or  improvement  re- 
lating to  the  sinking  of  railroad  tracks,  there  shall  be  set 
apart  and  appropriated  of  these  bonds,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  no  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  for  one  of  saia  improvements 
or  divisions  of  work  so  designated,  shall  l>e  applied  to  defray 
the  cost  V  nd  expense  of  any  other,  until  the  aivision  or  im- 
provement for  which  it  was  set  apart  is  completed. 

Sec.  3.  The  council  of  any  municipal  corporation,  which 
shall  issue  its  bonds  under  and  by  authority  of  this  act,  is 
hereby  empowered  to  levy  annually  upon  the  general  tax 
duplicate  of  the  city,  in  addition  to  its  levies  for  all  other  pur- 
poses, a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  interest  that  shall  accrue 
on  all  bonds  so  issued  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
council  of  any  municipal  coi'poration,  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  law,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
means  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  bonds  issued  by  author- 
ity of  this  act  and  those  issued  under  or  by  authority  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  at  their  maturity, 
to  create  a  sinking  fund,  and  no  part  of  such  fuad  so  created 
shall  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  whatever,  than  that  for 
which  it  was  created  ;  and  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the 
counil  of  such  municipal  corporation  to  approprate  to  the 
use  of  such  sinking  fund  when  so  created,  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  or  lease  of  all  lands  or  interests  in  lands  acquired  by  pur- 
chase, appropriation  or  otherwise,  under  authority  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  whether  such  lauds  have 
already  been  sold  or  leased,  or  shall  hereafter  be  sold  or  leased ; 
and  all  profits,  rents  and  interests  of  every  kind  whatever, 
accuring  to  the  city  from  or  in  any  way  arising  out  of  the 
use,  sale  or  occupancy  of  said  lands  or  interests  in  lands,  or 
proceeds  of  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  same,  shall  be  applied  to 
this  use  and  to  no  other. 

Sbc.  4.  The  council  of  any  municipal  corporation  which, 
by  authority  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  has 
erected  or  shall  hereafter  erect  any  viaduct  or  bridge  across 
or  over  any  valley,  ravine,  river,  or, water  course,  shall  at  the 
same  time  or  times,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section 
five  of  this  act,  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
such  municipality,  the  question  whether  toll  shall  be  col- 
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lected  for  passing  over  or  across  such  viaduct  or  bridge ;  and 
if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  or  elections 
shall  be  in  favor  of  collecting  such  toll,  then  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  such  council  to  provide  by  ordinance  for 
the  collection  of  such  toll,  prescribing  the  rate  and  the  man- 
ner and  conditions  of  collection ;  and  all  moneys  so  collected, 
after  deducting  the  cost  of  collection,  shall  be  applied  in  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  this 
act,  and  that  to  which  it  is  supplementary,  and  to  no  other 
use. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  council  of  any 
municipal  corporation  acting  by  authority  ©f  this  law,  at  a 
special  election  appointed  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  before  issuing  ^^' 
any  of  the  bonds  provided  for  in  section  one,  to  submit  to  a 
vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  corporation,  the  question 
whether  the  bonds  so  authorized  shall  be  issued,  and  if  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be  in 
favor  of  issuing  said  bonds,  then  said  council  shall,  by  ordi- 
nance, cause  said  bonds  to  be  issued  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
and  not  otherwise.  But  in  case  the  said  issuing  of  bonds 
ehall  not  be  authorized  at  said  election,  then  said  corporation 
may  again*  submit  said  question  to  said  voters,  in  manner  as 
aforesaid,  at  some  subsequent  special  election,  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be  in  the 
affirmative,  then  said  bonds  may  b«  issued,  but  not  other- 
wise: Provided,  however,  that  the  council  of  any  municipal  proviso 
corporation  which,  by  authority  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
supplementary,  has,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act, 
undertaken  any  of  the  improvements  therein  mentioned, 
and  has  entered  into  any  contract  or  contracts  with  any 
party  or  parties  to  perform  any  specified  amount  of  work 
upon  the  same,  is  hereby  authorized,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  this  section  to  provide  the  means  necessary  to 
pay  for  all  work  so  contracted,  by  issuing  the  bonds  of  the 
city  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act,  in  such  amounts 
as  the  progress  of  the  work  shall  require.

To  regulate  the  distribution  of  estates. 

SECTION  1.  .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  twenty-five  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the 
settlement  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  passed  March 
23d,  1840  (S.  &  C,  666),  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  25.  If  after  granting  letters  of  administration,  as 
of  an  intestate  estate,  a  will  of  a  person  deceased  shall  be 
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duly  proved  and  allowed,  the  first  administration  shall  he  re- 
voked by  the  court,  unles-  a  petition  contesting  the  probate 
of  such  will  shall  be  filed  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  same  county  in  which  the  will  is  probated  in  this 
state,  in  which  case,  in  the  discretion  of  the  probate 
court,  the  admistration  of  such  estate  shall  not  be  revoked 
until  the  final  determination  of  such  proceedings  to  contest ; 
and  the  executor  or  administrator,  with  the  will  annexed, 
shall  be  admitted  to  prosecute  or  defend  any  suit,  proceeding 
or  matter  commenced  by  or  against  the  original  administra- 
tor in  like  manner  as  an  administrator  de  bonis  non  is  author- 
ized to  prosecute  or  defend  a  suit  commenced  by  a  former  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator.

Section  1.  Beit  enaiied  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio  That  section  ten  of  the  above  recited  act  be  amended 
5«o  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  10.  Those  admitted  as  regular  pupils  must  be  at 
lea.st  six  years  of  age,  and  none  shall  be  admitted  under 
eight^years  of  age,  except  for  special  reasons.    Pupils  ad- 
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mitted  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may  remain  until  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  ;  and  pupils  admitted  at  the  age  of 
fourteen  years  or  over  may  remain  for  a  period  of  (7)  seven 
years,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees,  or  the  superintend- 
ent under  their  direction,  the  character,  progress,  capacity, 
and  conduct  of  the  pupil  in  each  case  justiiies  so  long  a  i>upil- 
age ;  provided  that  no  pupil  shall  remain  after  reaching  the 
age  of  twenty-three  years,  except  in  the  cases  hereinafter 
provided  for.  Persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  be 
received  for  one  year,  for  the  purpose  of  learning  any  trade 
or  employment  taught  in  the  mechanical  department;  and 
they  may  also  receive  instruction  in  one  or  more  studies,  if 
this  can  be  done  without  interfering  with  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  admitted.  In  addition  to  the  on'e  year 
specified  for  those  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  females 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  be  allowed  to  remain 
three  years  more,  if  their  capacity  shall  render  it  advisa- 
ble :  Provided,  that  the  superintendent,  subject  to  the 
trustees,  may  permit  former  pupils^,  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding a  year,  to  return  to  the  institution  for  the  pur})ose 
of  reviewing  or  perfecting  their  studies,  but  not  at  an  age 
beyond  the  oldest  period  provided  for  in  this  act.  The 
trustees,  u^pon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent, 
may,  at  any  time  for  sufficient  cause,  terminate  the  course  of 
any  pupil,  and  the  superintendent  shall  have  authority,  sub- 
ject to  the  trustees,  to  dismiss  any  pupil  for  persistent  diso- 
bedience, immoral  conduct,  or  other  cause,  that  renders  the 
person  unfit  to  remain  in  the  institution.  Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  admission  of 
pupils  who  are  not  residents  of  Ohio,  if  there  shall  be  ac- 
commodation therefor,  upon  the  payment  of  such  sums  and 
upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  m^y  determine ;  and  the 
money  so  received  from  pupils  not  residing  in  this  state  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  steward,  receipted  for  by  him,  and  by  him 
certified  into  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
revenue  fund.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  steward  to  make 
a  correct  record  of  aU  such  moneys  received  by  him,  in  a 
book  to  be  printed  for  that  purpose,  which  record  shall  bejopen 
for  the  inspection  of  any  person  wishing  to  examine  the  same.

The  account  so  drawn 
op,  signed  by  tlie  j<tf^ward,  countersigned  by  the  supintend- 
ent,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  institution,  Rhall  be  for- 
warded to  the  auditor  of  tlio  county  from  which  Ihe  pupil 
came,  who  shall  pay  the  amount  of  said  bill  out  of  the  county 
fandsto  the  steward  of  the  inhtitiUion,  to  be  audited  to  the 
current  expense  fund,  and  said  auditor  shall  then  proceed  to 
collect  the  same,  in  the  name  of  the  t^tate  of  Ohio,  as  other 
debts  are  collected.

Section  1.  Beit  eimcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale 
of  OhiOy  That  in  all  cases,  when  it  shall  become  necessary  to 
procure  land  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  court-houBe 
or  furnishing  light  or  air  to  any  jail  or  court-house  in  any 
county  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  thou- 
sand and  not  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  at  the  last 
federal  census,  or  in  any  county  containing  a  city  of  the  first 
class  having  been  advanced  to  that  grade  between  decennial 
periods,  or  for  the  purpose  of  affording  access  to  such  jail  or 
court-house  from  any  public  highway,  or  protecting  the  same 
against  fire,  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful 
for  the  commissioners  of  such  county  to  purchase  such  land 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  at  such  price 
and  upon  such  terms  of  cash  payment  or  of  credit  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  commissioners  and  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  land,  and  the  title  thereof  shall  be  conveyed 
to  the  commissioners  of  such  county  in  fee  simple. 

Sec  2.  That  in  any  case  where  it  shall  be  necessary  to

propriated to  the  use  of  corporations,"  passed  April  30,  1862, 
and  the  various  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto. 

\  Sec.  3.  The  commissioners  of  any  county  mentioned  in 
tne  first  section  of  this  act,  for  tl^e  execution  of  the  objects 
Stated  in  this  act,  are  authorized  to  borrow  money  and  issue 
ponds,  provide  for  the  payment  of,  and  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  thereof,  and  levy  taxes  therefor;  and  said  bonds 
Ehall  be  redeemed  and  tax  levied  as  provided  in  sections  two, 
'three  and  four  of  **  an  act  authorizing  county  commissioners 
lo  purchase  land  for  the  use  of  court-houses,  jails  and  county 
n^farmarie?,  and  to  erect  buildings  thereon ;  to  build  bridges,  < 
and  prescribing  their  duties  in  the  construction  of,  addition  ' 
to  or  alteration  of  any  county  court-house,  jail,  county  infirm- 
arv  or  bridges,  and  to  repeal  certain  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
tL.;rein  named/'  passed  April  27,  1869,  and  said  bonds  shall 
be  redeemed  as  provided  in  section  six  of  said  act. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  commissioners  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  fourth  and  sixth  sections  of  the  act  enti- 
tled '*  an  act  to  authorize  companies  incorporated  for  the  con- 
struction of  hotels  to  issue  preferred  stock,  passed  April  17, 
1873,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Diyidends  Section  4,    That  the  preferred  stock  so  subscribed  for  shall 

o^uacrease  receive,  out  of  the  net  income  of  the  company  a  dividend,  pay-

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  StaJte 
of  Ohio,  That  $tate,  district,  county  and  subordinate  granges 
of  the  order  of  the  patrons  of  husbandry,  in  the  state  of  Ohio, 
may  be  incorporated  under  the  provision  of  this  act. 

Sec  2.  That  any  seven  or  more  persons,  residents  of  this 
state,  and  of  lawful  age  may,  for  the  purpose  of  incorporating 
a  state  grange  of  the  order  of  the  patrons  of  husbandry, 
make  and  execute  articles  of  association  under  their  hands 
and  seals,  which  articles  shall  be  acknowledged  before  some 
officer  haying  authority  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds, 
and  shall  set  forth— 

First — The  names  of  the  persons  so  associating  in  the  first 
instance,  and  their  places  of  residence. 

Second — The  corporate  name  by  which  such  association 
shall  be  known  in  the  law,  and  the  place  or  places  which 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  place  of  its  business  office. 

Third — The  object  and  purpose  of  such  corporation,  which 
shall  be  to  advance  the  social,  moral,  intellectual >and  material 
interest  of  the  members  of  the  corporation. 

Fourth — The  amount  of  capital  stock  of  such  corporation. 

Sec  3.  A  true  copy  of  said  articles  of  association  and  of  the 
certificate  of  acknowledgment  thereof,  attested  as  such  by  an 
affidavit  thereto  attached,  made  by  one  or  more  of  the  signers, 
shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
and  thereupon  the  persons  who  shall  have  signed  said  articles 
of  association,  their  associates  and  successors,  being  members 
of  the  order  of  the  patrons  of  husbandry  in  this  state,  together 
with  such  other  perpon  (if  any)  as  shall  be  designated  for 
that  purpose  in  the  articles  of  association  aforesaid,  shall  be 
a  boay  politic  and  incorporate,  under  and  by  the  name  ex- 
pressea  in  such  articles  of  association,  it  l>eing  thereby  in- 
tended and  provided  that  the  persons  who  shall  be  the  mem- 
bers and  compose  the  corporation  created  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
be  oompoe|ed  of  the  persons  signing  such  articles  of  association 
as  aforesaid ;  and  all  the  other  members  of  the  state  grange  of 
the  patrons  of  husbandry  in  this  state,  together  with  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  designated  for  that  purpose  in  such 
articles  of  association  as  aforesaid,  and  the  corporation  formed 
under  such  articles  of  association  as  aforesaid  shall,  by  the 
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name  designated  in  such  articles,  have  perpetual  succeesion. 
All  stockholders  of  any  corporation  formed  under  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  and  held  liable  to  an  amount  equal  to  their 
stock  subscribed  in  addition  to  said  stock  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  creditors  of  any  such  corporation. 

Sec  4.  Such  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  designate, 
elect  and  appoint  from  its  members,  such  officers  and  agents 
under  such  name  and  style  as  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  order  (»f  the  patrons  of  husbandry,  as  shall  be  provded  for 
by  the  articles  of  association  or  by-laws,  or  both,  of  the  asso- 
ciation, and  such  corporation  may  change  the  location  of  its 
business  office  whenever  desirable. 

Sec.  5.  Any  thirteen  or  more  persons  of  lawful  age,  resi- 
dents of  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  any  dis- 
trict, county  or  subordinate  grange  of  the  patrons  of  hus- 
bandry of  this  state,  may  make  and  execute  articles  of  associa- 
tion, specifying  therein,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this 
act,  for  the  incorporation  of  state  granges,  and  acknowledge 
the  same  as  specified  in  said  section  two,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  thereupon  the  persons  who  shall  have  signed  such 
articles  of  association,  together  with  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, who  shall  sign  such  articles,  sl^all  be  a  body  corpor- 
ate for  the  purposes  specified  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Each  district,  county  and  subordinate  grange  in- 
corporated under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  au- 
thority to  designate,  elect  and  appoint  from  its  members 
such  officers  under  such  name  and  style  as  shall  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations  of  the  particular  state  grange 
with  which  it  may  be  connected,xa8  may  be  provided  for  in 
the  articles  of  association  or  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 

Sbc.  7.  The  several  state,  district,  county  or  subordinate 
granges  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may, 
under  the  name  expressed  in  its  articles  of  association,  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  may  purchase, 
receive  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  by  deed,  gift,  grant 
or  devise,  and  shall  have  lull  power  to  give,  grant,  convey, 
lease,  mortgage,  sell  and  dispose  of  any  and  all  of  such  real 
and  personal  estate ;  but  the  rents,  incomes  and  proceeds  of 
all  such  property  and  real  estate  shall  be  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  objects  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed.  The 
amount  of  real  estate  owned  by  such  corporation  at  any  one 
time  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in 
value,  and  the  entire  amount  of  real  and  personal  estate 
owned  by  such  corporation  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  value;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  corporation  shall  at  no  time  use  and  appro- 
priate its  funds,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  banking  purposes. 

Sec.  8.  The  several  corporations  authorized  by  tnis  act 
may  make  all  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  not  repugnant 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
State,  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  regulation, 
management  and  government  of  the  aifaird,  business,  prop- 
erty and  interest  of  the  corporation.

such  coupon  bonds  into  registered  bonds,  either  by  takine 
up  and  canceling  the  coupon  bonds  and  issuing  registered 
bonds  in  lieu  thereof,  or,  by  writing  or  printing  upon  such 
couDon  bonds  a  proper  certificate,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
holaer  desiring  the  same,  changing  such  bonds  into  regis- 
tered bonds ;  and  may,  in  like  manner,  provide  for  changing 
registered  into  coupon  bonds ;  provided,  that  the  amount  of 
the  indebtedness  of  such  company  or  corporation,  .  nd  its 
liability,  upon  such  of  its  original  bonds  first  issued  as  are  not 
80  chaneed  or  exc,hanged.  and  upon  such  of  them  as  are  so 
changed  or  exchanged,  together  with  the  terms  and  condi-

tax  for  the  poor  in  such  counties,  not  exceeding  three-tenths 
of  one  mill  on  each  dollar  of  the  valuation  of  the  property 
of  such  counties  taxable  for  state  and  county  purposes,  and 
may  borrow  money  at  not  exceeding  the  legal  rate  of  inter- 
est, in  anticipation  of  the  funds  arising  from  such  levy.

And  every  con- 
tract, agreement  or  obligation,  and  every  appropriation  of 
money  made  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be 
void  as  against  the  corporation,  but  binding  on  the  person  or 
persons  making  it. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  six  hundred  and  forty-three  of  said 
act,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  643.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  anticipate 
the  tax  authorized  to  be  levied  for  sanitary  and  street  clean- 
ing purposes,  by  temporary  loans  for  that  purpose ;  but  no  loan 
shaU  be  made  of  any  amount  in  excess  of  the  gross  amount 
of  revenues  raised  bv  taxation  for  expenditures  for  such 
purposes  during  the  then  current  year,  except  in  cases  of  ex- 
traordinary emergency  caused  by  the  general  prevalence  of 
epidemic  disease,  and  such  revenue  when  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury shall  be  applied  first  in  payment  of  such  loan. 

Sec  3.  That  section  six  nundred  and  forty-nine  of  said 
act  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  649.  The  council  shall  cause  to  be  certified  to  the 
auditor  of  the  county,  on  or  before  the  first  Mondav  in  June 
annually  the  percentage  by  them  levied  on  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  in  the  corporation  returned  on  the  grand  levy, 
and  the  county  auditors  shall  place  the  same  on  the  duplicate 
of  taxes  for  said  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  township 
taxes  are  now  by  law  placed  on  said  duplicate,  and  the  or- 
dinance prescribing  said  levy  shall  specify  distinctly  each 
and  every  purpose  for  which  it  is  made,  and  the  per  cent, 
levied  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  That  sectioA  six  hundred  and  fifty  of  said  act  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  650.  The  taxes  of  the  corporation  shall  be  collected 
by  the  county  treasurer  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
corporation,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  for  the 
collection  and  paying  over  of  state  and  county  taxes,  and  the 
corporation  treasurer,  or   other  person    or  officer   having 
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charge  of  the  taxes  paid  over  by  the  county  treasurer,  shall 
keep  a  separate  account  with  each  fund  for  which  taxes  were 
assessed  and  which  account  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  in- 
spection. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  six  hundred  and  fifty-six  of  said 
act  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  656.  .  The  council  shall  not  make  any  appropria- 
tion, nor  contract  debts  or  obligations  of  any  description,  for 
either  of  the  purposes  specified  in  the  levy  of  said  council, 
as  provided  for  in  section  six  hundred  and  forty-nine,  exceed- 
ing the  amount  of  taxes  and  revenue  from  other  sources  for 
the  current  year  received  for  such  purposes ;  and  the  money 
belonging  to  one  fund  shall  not  be  transferred  to  another,  or 
used  for  any  purpose  except  that  for  which  it  was  collected 
or  received : 

Sec.  6.  That  section  six  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  said 
act  as  amended  April  18, 1870,  be  amended  so  as  to  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  663.  No  contract,  agreement  or  other  obligation, 
involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  shall  be  entered  into, 
nor  shall  any  ordinance,  resolution  or  order  for  the  appropri- 
ation or  expenditure  of  money,  be  passed  by  the  city  council 
of  any  municipal  corporation,  or  by  any  board  or  officer 
thereof,  unless  the  auditor  of  such  city,  and  if  there  be  no 
auditor  the  clerk  thereof,  shall  have  certified  on  the  back  of 
every  such  contract,  agreement,  obligation,  ordinance,  reso- 
lution, or  order,  that  the  money  required  for  the  payment  of 
any  such  expenditure  or  make  any  such  appropriation  is  in 
the  city  treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  fund,  and  not  appro- 
priated for  any  other  purpose,  and  all  amounts  or  sums  of 
money  so  certified  to  oy  such  auditor  or  clerk  shall  not  be 
considered  in  the  city  treasury  as  unappropriated  in  bis 
making  any  subsequent  certificate,  until  the  contract,  agree- 
ment,.obligation,  ordinance,  resolution  or  order  bearing  such 
certificate  has  been  indefinitely  postponed  or  otherwise  finally 
disposed  of,  and  all  ordinances,  resolutions  or  orders  passod 
or  contracts  or  obligations  entered  into  as  aforesaid,  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  null  and  void.- 

Sec  7.  That  sections  ninetjr-seven,  six  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  six  hundred  and  forty-nine,  six  hundred  and  fifty,  and 
six  hundred  and  fifty-six  of  the  act  of  May  7, 1869,  aforesaid, 
and  said  section  six  hundred  and  sixty-three  as  amended  aa 
aforesaid,  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

costs;  for  holding  examining  courts,  two  dollars  per  day; 
and  for  hearing  and  determining  applications  on  habeas 
corpus  in  criminal  cases,  two  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury ;  for  hearing  and  determine  applications  for 
habeas  corpus  in  civil  cases,  one  dollar ;  and  for  hearing  and 
determining  applications  in  contested  cases,  two  dollars,  to 
be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs  aeainst  the  unsuccessful  i>arty. 
That  the  probate  judge  shall  oe  entitled  to  receive  for  the 
registry  of  births  and  deaths,  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  the 
registry  of  each  birth  and  each  death  returned  to  his  office, 
bjr  the  provisions  of  an  act  providing  for  the  registry  of 
births  and  deaths,  and  to  repeal  an  act  therein  namiBd,  passed 
and  took  efiect  April  30,  1869,  (O.  L.,  vol.  66,  page  690  and 
that  the  probate  judge  shall  receive  no  other  compensation 
for  any  indexing  or  recording,  or  any  other  service  whatever 
that  is  necessary  to  complete  the  records  or  reports  required 
by  the  act  of  April  30, 1869,  herein  referred  to.  That  section 
six  (6)  of  the  act  of  April  30,  1869,  (0.  L.,  vol.  66,  p.  69,)  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  And  for  any  other  services  not  herein  provided 
tor,  the  same  fees  shall  be  allowed  as  for  similar  services  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas :  Provided,  that  no  probate  judge 
shall  charge  or  be  allowed  any  compensation  for  preparing

Sec.  7.  That  the  fees  accruing  to  the  clerk  for  services 
rendered  by  him  in  any  criminal  case  wherein  the  state  fails 
to  convict  or  collect  the  costs,  after  due  and  diligent  effort 
made  therefor,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on 
the  order  of  the  county  auditor,  which  shall  issue  upon  the 
certificate  of  said  clerk,  approved  by  the  county  commission-

for  making  up  and  completing  general  indexes,  direct  and 
reverse  of  all  judgments,  final  orders  and  decrees,  ten  cents  for 
each  case,  so  indexed;  for  making  out  lists  of  unclaimed 
costs,  and  paying  the  same  to  the  treasurer,  five  per  centum 
on  the  amount  of  money  paid ;  for  reporting  annually  to  the 
county  commissioners  the  amount  of  fines  assessed  by  their 
respective  courts,  one  dollar ;  for  reporting  annually  to  prose- 
cuting attorney  amount  ot  fines  and  costs,  collections  thereon, 
etc.,  three  dollars;  for  reporting  annually  to  auditor  of  state 
as  to  collections  of  costs  in  penitentiary  cases,  one  dollar ; 
for  each  civil  jury  list  certified  to  county  treasurer,  fifty 
cents. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall  furnish  to 
the  clerks  of  courts  of  their  respective  counties  all  blank  books, 
blanks,  stationery,  and  all  things  necessary  to  the  prompt  dis- 
charge of  their  duty,  all  which  articles  the  clerks  may  them- 
selves procure,  and  shall  be  allowed  for  upon  their  certificate ; 
and  the  clerks  of  courts  shall  not  make  any  charge  what- 
ever for  certificates  made  for  pensioners  of  the  United  States 
government,  or  for  any  oath  administered  on  pension  vouchers, 
applications  or  affidavits. 
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Sh&riffs'  Fees. 

Sec  11.  That  the  fees  and  compensation  of  sheriffs  shall 
be  as  follows,  viz : 

For  the  service  of  every  writ  or  summons  and  the  return 
thereof  (subpoenas  only  excepted)  when  only  one  defendant 
is  named  therein,  thirty-five  cents;  for  each  additional  de- 
fendant, twenty  cents ;  for  levying  each  writ  of  execution 
on  real  or  personal  estate,  or  the  service  of  a  capias,  ad  satis- 
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faciendum,  upon  the  body  of  each  defendant  named  in  the 
writ,  thirty-five  cents,  and  mileage  as  in  other  cases ;  for 
every  bail  bond,  forty  cents. 

For  committing  to  prison  or  discharging  therefrom,  seven- 
ty-five cents. 

For  attending  a  person  before  a  judge  or  court,  seventy-five 
cents. 

For  serving  a  writ  of  possession,  with  the  fiid  of  the  county, 
two  dollars. 

For  serving  such  writ  without  the  aid  of  the  county,  one 
dollar. 

For  executing  a  writ  of  injury  and  returning  the  same 
with  inquisition,  one  dollar. 

For  the  copy  of  any  writ  or  process  necessary  to  complete 
a  service,  for  each  one  hundred  words,  ten  cents. 

For  serving  and  returning  a  subpoena  for  each  person 
named  therein,  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

For  serving  and  returning  a  subpoena  for  each  person 
named  therein  to  appear  before  the  grand  jury,  twelve  and 
a  half  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  clerk. 

For  serving  and  returning  venire  for  petit  jury,  traveling 
fees  included,  to  be  paid  by  the  county,  five  dollars. 

For  summoning  a  jury,  to  be  allowed  on  each  issue,  in- 
cluding traveling  fees,  fifty  cents. 

For  summoning  a  grand  jury,  traveling  fee»  included,  to 
be  paid  by  the  county,  five  dollars. 

For  summoning  a  special  jury,  including  traveling  fees, 
five  dollars. 

Traveling  fees  upon  all  writs,  precepts  and  subpoenas,  from 
place  of  return  to  the  place  of  service,  ten  cents  per  mile. 

Poundage  on  all  moneys  actually  made  and  paid  to  the 
sheriff  on  execution,  decree  or  sale  of  real  estate  (except  on 
writs  of  partition  for  the  sale  of  real  estate),  two  per  centum 
on  the  first  thousand  dollars,  and  one  per  centum  on  all  sums 
over  one  thousand  dollars ;  provided,  that  where  such  real 
estate  shall  be  bid  off  and  purchased  by  the  plaintiff'in  exe- 
cution or  the  complainant  m  chancery,  the  sheriflT  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  poundage  except  on  the  amount  over  and 
above  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  or  complainant. 

Service  of  a  declaration  in  ejectment  and  return,  the  same 
fees  as  are  allowed  for  the  service  of  a  summons,  including 
mileage,  as  herein  provided. 

For  making  a  deed  of  land  sold  on  execution,  decree  or 
order  of  court,  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

I" or  serving  and  returning  a  writ  of  scire  facias  (which 
shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  a  summons),  when 
only  one  defendant  is  named  therein,  thirty-five  cents,  and 
for  each  additional  defendant,  twenty  cents. 

Serving  any  person  with  an  order  of  court,  and  making 
return  thereof,  thirty-five  cents,  and  mileage  as  on  service  of 
summons. 

For  calling  a  jury,  twelve  cents. 

For  opening  court  and  calling  each  action,  to  be  charged 
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but  once  each  term  of  the  court  in  which  the  cause  may  be 
pending,  sixteen  cents. 

For  calling  each  witness,  six  cents. 

For  bringing  up  a  person  on  habeas  corpus,  one  dollar. 

Summoning  a  jury  in  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  or  in 
forcible  entry  only,  two  dollars. 

For  serving  a  writ  of  restitution,  one  dollar,  and  mileage 
thereon  as  in  other  cases. 

For  calling  an  inquest  to  appraise  lands  and  tenements, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  regulating  judgments  and 
executions,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

For  all  advertisements  in  a  public  newspaper,  thirty  cents, 
in  addition  to  the  price  of  printing. 

For  all  written  advertisements  for  the  sale  of  property, 
either  real  or  personal,  forty  cents. 

For  executing  a  writ  of  partition,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents,  and  traveling  fees  as  in  other  cases. 

For  gelling  real  estate  under  an  order  of  court,  when  the 
same  will  not  bear  partition,  one  per  centum  where  the 
amount  of  the  sales  does  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars ; 
where  the  same  exceeds  two  thousand  dollars,  one  per  centum 
on  the  first  two  thousand  dollars,  and  one-half  per  centum  on 
the  amount  over  and  above  that  sum. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  each  countv 
shall  make  an  allowance  of  not  more  than  three  hundred 'dol- 
lars per  annum  for  the  sheriff,  for  services  where  the  state 
lails  to  convict,  or  the  defendants  prove  insolvent,  and  for 
other  services  not  particularly  provided  for,  to  be  paid  in  the 
manner  pointed  out  in  the  act,  to  which  this  is  supple- 
mentary. 

Sec.  13.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  sheriff  or  keeper 
of  the  jail,  in  whose  custody  there  may  be  any  person,  by 
virtue  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  to  provide  and  fur- 
nish to  such  prisoner,  during  his  or  her  confinement,  neces- 
sary fuel,  washing,  bedding,  and  the  expense  of  such  neces- 
sary fuel,  washing  and  bedding  furnished  and  provided  under 
this  section,  shall  be  audited  as  other  accounts  against  the 
county  are  audited,  and  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  of 
the  proper  county,  on  the  order  of  the  auditor  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  That  when  any  sheriff,  or  othei  officer  discharg- 
ing the  duties  of  sheriff,  shall  return  any  process,  issued  from 
the  court  of  common  pleas  or  other  court,  of  any  other 
county,  than  that  in  which  such  sheriff  or  officer  resides, 
in  any  other  manner  than  by  himself  or  his  deputy  person- 
ally, such  sheriff  or  other  officer  shall  only  be  entitled  to 
charge  and  receive  mileage  thereon,  to  be  computed  from  the 
ofiice  of  said  officer  to  the  place  of  service,  and  back  to  the 
office  of  said  officer. 

Sec.  15.  That  in  all  cases  now  pending  or  hereafter  com- 
menced, under  chapter  three  of  title  eight  of  the  act  enti- 
tled an  act  to  establish  a  coda  of  civil  procedure,  passed 
March  11,  1853,  the  sheriff  shall  be  allowed  for  each  person 
and  parcel  of  land,  served  with  a  copy  of  an  order  of  attach- 
ment, the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  levying 
such  execution.    That  in  all  such  cases  the  freeholders  re- 
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quired  to  be  called  by  the  sheriff  to  appraise  property  shall 
De  allowed  such  fees  for  their  services  as  the  court  may  di- 
rect. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this 
state  for  performing  the  duties  required  by  law,  in  the  court 
of  probate,  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  are  now  or  here- 
after may  be  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services  in  the  court 
of  common  pleas,  to  be  taxed  against  the  proper  parties,  by 
the  proUii^e  j^idge. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  in  this 
state,  shall  hereafter  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  the 
county  commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time  order  and 
allow,  not  exceeding  tifty  cents  per  day  for  keeping  and  pro- 
viding for  prisoners  in  jail ;  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners,  annually,  at  their  June  session,  to  review 
and  fix  the  price  of  keeping  and  providing  for  said  prison- 
ers, and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  upon  the  record  of 
their  proceedings. 

Posne  Com. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  each  county 
in  this  state  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  audit  and 
allow  a  reasonable  compensation  to  any  person  who  may  be 
summoned  b}r  any  sheriff  or  constable  or  other  officer,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  the  execution  of  any  writ  or  process  in  favor 
of  the  state  of  Ohio,  fo  that  such  compensation  shall  not 
exceed  one  dollar  per  day;  such  compensation  only  to  be 
allowed  upon  certificate  of  such  office 


'^^  !3ec.  20  [IJTJ.  The  audiEor  shall,  in  ^1  cases,  be  paid  hi?^ 
fees  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on  the  order  of  the  county 
commissioners,  who  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  correctneSv^  of 
the  account  rendered  by  the  auditor;  and  the  same  shall  be 
authenticated  by  his  oath  or  affirmation,  and  filed  with  the

Jurors, 

Sec  22  [20].  That  each  grand  and  petit  juror  shall  be  al- 
lowed the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  he 
may  serve,  and  if  not  a  talesman,  five  cents  per  mile  from 
his  place  of  residence  to  the  county  seat ;  and  the  compen- 
sation of  such  juror  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the 
court,  and  the  compensation  fo  certified  snail  be  paid  by  the 
coilnty  treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor:  Pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  a  struck  jury.  And  to  jurors  on  inquest,  holden 
by  coroners  or  justices,  each  juror  to  receive  one  dollar  per 
day,  and  mileage  as  aforesaid,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  on  {he  order  of  the  county  auditor,  who  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  coroner  with  the  names  of  the  jurors. 

Sec  23  [21].  That  each  talesman  serving  as  a  petit  juror  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas  or  superior  court,  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  for  each  jury  trial  on  which 
he  may  serve ;  provided,  the  trial  does  not  aetain  the  tales- 
man more  than  one  day ;  but  in  case  he  is  detained  more 
than  one  day  on  such  trial,  he  shall  receive  the  same  amount 
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per  day  as  regular  summoned  jurors  are  entitled  to  receive, 
whose  accourrt  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  section. 

Fees  in  Partition. 

Sec.  24  [22].  The  following  fees  shall  be  allowed  for  services 
under  the  act  for  the  partition  of  real  estate,  as  follows  : 

To  each  commissioner  employed  in  making  partition,  and 
in  going  and  returning  for  each  day,  one  dollar;  and  in 
cases  where  the  land  lies  in  two  or  more  counties,  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents. 

Tfo  the  surveyor  each  day  employed  in  making  such  sur- 
vey, three  dollars. 

To  each  marker  and  chain  carrier,  for  each  day  employed, 
seventy- five  cents. 

To  the  sheriff,  for  executing  a  writ  of  partition,  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents ;  fees  as  in  other  cases. 

For  selling  real  estate,  under  an  order  of  court,  when  the 
same  will  not  bear  partition,  one  per  centum  on  the  amount 
of  such  sale. 

Fees  for  AdvertisemenL 

Sec.  25  [23].  That  in  all  cases  in  law  where  an  officer  shall, 
in  due  execution  of  his  ofl5ce,  be  required  to  write  or  set  up 
an  advertisement,  such  officer  shall  be  allowed  for  every  such 
advertisement  twenty-five  cents;  and  if  such  advertisement 
be  required  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper,  the  officer  shall 
be  allowed  twelve  and  a  half  cmts  in  addition  to  the  price 
thereof,  to  be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs :  Provided,  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  allow  constables 
more  than  twenty-five  cents  for  advertising  the  sale  of  prop- 
erty taken  in  execution. 

Witness  Fees. 

Sec.  26  [24].  That  witnesses  in  civil  cases  shall  hereafter  be 
allowed  the  following  fees :  For  each  day's  attendance  at  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  court  of  record,  or  before  any 
officer  authorized  to  take  depositions,  under  a  subpoena,  to 
be  paid  by  the  party  at  whose  instance  he  or  she  is  summon- 
ed (on  demand),  and  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs,  seventy-five 
cents,  and  five  cents  per  mile  from  his  or  her  place  of  resi- 
dence to  the  place  of  holding  said  court,  or  place  of  taking 
depositions,  and  returning  therefrom;  for  attending  a  cor- 
oner's inquest,  seventy-five  cents  per  day,  and  the  mileage 
aforesaid,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury ;  for  attend- 
ing at  any  trial  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  mayor  of  an 
incorporated  city  or  town,  to  be  paid  for  as  is  provided  in 
this  act,  in  the  courts  of  record,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  a  dav 
and  the  mileage  aforesaid:  Provided  that  no  mileage  shall 
be  allowed  in  any  case  where  the  distance  from  the  place  of 
residence  of  the  witness  to  the  place  where  he  is  called  upon 
to  testify  is  less  than  one  mile. 

Sec.  27  [25].  That  witnesses  attending  under  recognizance 
or  subpoena  issued  by  order  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  or  de- 
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fendant,  before  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  courts  of 
record  in  criminal  cases,  shall  be  allowed  the  following  fees; 
For  each  day's  attendance,  seventy-five  cents,  and  five  cents 
per  mile,  as  in  civil  cases,  to  be  taxed  in  only  one  case,  when 
attending  in  more  cases  than  one  on  the  same  days,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  special  order  of  the  court. 

Sec.  28  [26].  That  in  all  cases,  except  those  specified  in  this 
act,  each  person  summoned  as  witness  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  day's  attendance,  and  the 
mileage  specified  in  this  act;  and  all  persons  who  shall  be 
called  upon  to  testify  in  a  cause  in  which  they  are  not  sum- 
moned, shall  receive  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid 
as  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  29  [27].  That  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  mile- 
age to  which  any  witness  may  be  entitled  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  sheVitF,  or  other  officer,  serving  a  writ  of  subpoena, 
to  indorse  on  the  writ  the  number  of  miles  each  witness  may 
be  entitled;  and  all  judicial  officers  returning  witnesses  un- 
der recognizance  to  any  court  in  this  state,  for  the  trial 
of  criminal  cases,  shall  indorse  on  their  transcript  the  num- 
ber of  miles  to  which  each  witness  may  be  entitled. 

Sec.  30  [28].  That  in  all  cases  where  a  physician  or  surgeon 
shall  make  a  post  mortem  examination  at  the  instanceof  the 
coroner  or  officer,  said  physician  or  surgeon  shall  be  allowed 
such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county  may  direct. 

Mlacellaneovs  Provvdons. 

Sec  31  [29].  That  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  in  whose 
favor  a  verdict  may  be  rendered,  and  in  case  of  a  non-suit  by 
the  party  calling  said  jury,  and  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs,  in 
any  civil  cause  tried  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  or  supreme 
court,  the  sum  of  six  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  on  the 
rendition  of  the  verdict  or  judgment  of  non-suit  as  aforesaid, 
and  before  the  same  is  recorded  in  the  hands  of  the  sherifi'of 
the  proper  county,  and  by  him  paid  over  to  the  county  treas- 
urer under  the  directions  of  the  court. 

Sec.  32  [30].  That  where  any  sherifi*or  other  officer  discharg- 
ing the  duties  of  sheriff,  shall  receive  from  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  or  superior  court  of  any  other  county  than  that  in 
which  such  sheriff  or  other  officer  resides,  a  writ  of  capias 
ad  satisfaciendum,  and  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  officer 
to  convey  the  defendant  or  defendants  to  the  jail  of  the  coun- 
ty from  whence  such  writ  may  have  been  issued,  such  sheriff 
or  other  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  on  return  of  said 
writ,  that  the  body  or  bodies  are  committed 'to  the  jail  of  the 
proper  county  or  discharged  from  custody  by  order  of  the  par- 
ty, his  or  their  agent  or  attorney,  eight  cents  per  mile  going  to, 
and  six  cents  per  mile  returning  from  said  jail,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  place  of  service  to  the  place  of  return  by  the 
most  usual  route,  and  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for 
every  twenty-five  miles  for  transporting  and  subsisting  each 
defendant  as  aforesaid. 

Sec  33  [31].  That  the  clerk  ofany  court  to  whom  a  writ  shall 
be  returned  aforesaid,  shall  pay  to  such  sheriff  or  other  officer 
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fees  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section ;  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  clerk  to  refuse  to  issue  such  writ 
until  the  party,  his  agent  or  attorney  shall  deposit  funds 
sufficient  to  enable  said  clerk  to  do  the  same,  which  fees  and 
expenses  shall  be  taxed  on  the  execution,  and  when  collected 
of  paid  defendant  or  defendants  shall  be  for  the  use  of  such 
party  who  may  have  advanced  the  sanie. 

Sec.  34  [32].  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
clerk,  when  he  issues  such  writ  to  a  sheriff  or  other  officer  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  sherifl  in  any  county  in  this  state,  to 
indorse  on  the  back^of  said  writ  these  words:  "  Funds  are 
deposited  to  pay  the  sheriff  on  this  writ,"  and  subscribe  his 
name  thereto,  and  no  sheriff  or  other  officer  shall  be  bound 
to  execute  and  return  any  writ  of  capias  ad  satisfaciendum 
which  shall  not  be  thus  indorsed. 

Sec  3o  [33].  That  in  all  criminal  cases  where  a  jury  may  be 
called  to  try  the  issue  joined,  and  the  defendant  or  defend- 
ants shall  be  convicted  by  the  judgment  or  sentence  of  the 
court  before  whom  the  same  may  be  tried,  there  shall  be 
taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs  the  sum  of  six  dollars  as  a  jury  fee, 
and  judgment  shall  be  rendered  therefor  against  such  de- 
fendant or  defendants,  which  sum,  when  collected  by  the 
clerk  ot  said  court  or  sheriff,  to  whom  executions  shall  have 
been  issued,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer  as 
provided  by  the  preceding  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  36  [34].  That  each  officer,  whose  fees  are  herein  ascer- 
tained, limited  and  appointed,  shall  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  make  a  fair  table  of  their  fees  respectively,  according 
to  this  act,  and  to  publish  and  set  up  the  same  in  their  re- 
spective offices,  within  three  months  after  such  officer  shall 
have  been  duly  elected  or  appointed,  in  some  conspicuous

amination and  correction  by  the  several  courts. 

Sec.  38.  [36.]  That  no  sheriff,  coroner,  or  constable  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive,  either  on  mesne  or  final  process,  any  fees 
provded  for  in  this  act,  unless  he  return  upon  the  process 
upon  which  any  charge  shall  have  been  made  the  particu- 
lar items  of  such  charge. 

Sec.  39.  [37.]  That  sheriffs  shall  be  allowed  the  foUowinP"  feo^ 
for  services  rendered  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled 
" an  act  relating  to  dowers":  For  summoning  and  swearing 
the  men  specified  in  the  twelfth  section  of  said  act,  one  dol- 
lar; traveling  fees,  to  be  computed  from  the  place  of  return 
of  his  proceedings  to  the  place  where  the  land  lies  in  which 
said  dower  is  to  be  assigned,  ten  cents  per  mile. 

Sec.  40.  [38.]    That  the  men  summoned  by  the  sheriff,  as 
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aforesaid,  shall  receive,  each,  seventy-five  cents  per  day  for 
their  services ;  and  all  costs  accruing  on  the  assignment  of  the 
dower,  shall  be  taxed  by  the  court,  and  judgment  rendered 
therefor,  the  one-third  '>f  which  shall  be  paid  bv  the  peti- 
tioner, and  the  other  two-thirds  bv  the  heirs,  devisees,  or 
other  persons  claiming  the  remaining  two- thirds  of  said 
lands. 

Sec.  41.  [39.]  That  in  all  cases  where  any  sheriff  or  coroner, 
having  levied  any  execution,  and  whose  term  of  office  has 
expired,  shall  have  returned  such  execution  unsatisfied,  or 
shall  have  delivered  the  same  to  his  successor  in  office  before 
the  money  could  be  made  thereon,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
supreme  court,  or  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  where 
such  execution  shall  have  been  issued,  to  order  the  poundaj^e 
and  fees  taxed  on  such  execution,  to  be  distributed  between 
any  such  sheriff  and  coroner  and  his  successor,  who  shall 
have  made  the  money  thereon,  in  such  manner  and  such 
proportions  as  they  may  deem  just  and  equitable. 

Sec.  42.  [40.]  "An  act  to  regulate  the  fees  of  probate  judges, 
and  to  rep'-al  the  nineteenth  section  of  the  act  entitled  *  an 
act  defining  the  jurisdiction  and  regulating  the  practice  of 
probate  courts,'  passed  February  25,  1852,"  passf^d  March  14, 
1853  (51  vol,  Stat.,  469),  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed; 
also,  an  act*  to  regulate  the  fees  of  clerks  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  passed  and  took  effect  April  13, 1865  (62  vol.  stat., 
148) ;  also,  an  act  regulating  the  fees  of  witnesses  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases,  passed  March  16,  1852  (50  vol.  stat.,  119);

act  regulating  the  fees  of  sheriffs  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  sixteen  of  an  act  passed  April  5th,  1869 
(S.  &  C,  p.  1446),  for  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  prop- 
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erty  in  this  state,  and  for  levying  taxes  thereon  according  to 
its  true  value  in  money,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Section  16.  The  president,  secretary,  and  principal  ac- 
counting oflScer  on  every  canal  or  slackwater  navigation 
company,  turnpike  company,  plank  road  company,  bridge 
company,  insurance  company,  telegraph  company,  or  other 
joint  stock  company,  except  banking  or  other  corporations 
whose  taxation  is  specifically  provided  for,  for  whatever  pur- 
pose they  may  have  been  created,  whether  incorporated  by 
any  law  of  this  state  or  not,  shall  list  for  taxation,  verified 
by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  person  so  listing  all  the  per- 
sonal property,  which 'shall  be  held  to  include  road-bed, 
water  and  wood  stations,  and  such  other  realty  as  is  neces- 
sary to  the  daily  running  operations  of  the  road,  moneys, 
and  credits  of  such  company  or  corporation  within  the  state, 
at  the  actual  value  in  money,  in  manner  following :  In  all 
cases  return  shall  be  made  to  the  several  auditors  of  the  re- 
spective counties  where  such  property  may  be  situated, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  said  property 
which  is  situated  in  each  towns^hip,  incorporated  village, 
city,  or  ward  therein.  The  value  of  all  movable  property 
shall  be  added  to  the  stationary  and  fixed  property  and  real 
estate,  and  apportioned  to  such  wards,  cities,  incorporated 
villages  or  townships,  pro  rata  in  proportion  to  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  and  fixed  property  in  said  ward,  city,  incor- 
porated village,  or  township,  and  all  property  so  listed  shall 
be  subject  to  and  pay  the  same  taxes  as  other  property  listed 
in  such  ward,  city,  incorporated  village,  or  township.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accounting  officer  aforesaid  to  make 
return  to  the  auditor  of  state  during  the  month  of  May  of 
each  year,  the  ap:gregato  amount  of  all  property  by  him  re- 
turned, as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the  sev- 
eral auditors  of  the  respective  counties  in  which  the  same 
may  be  located.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  each 
county,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  May  annually,  to 
furnish  the  aforesaid  president,  secretary,  principal  account- 
ing officer  or  agent  the  necessary  blanks  for  the  purpose  of 
making  aforesaid  returns ;  but  no  neglect  or  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  county  auditor  to  furnish  such  blanks  shall  ex- 
cuse any  such  president,  secretary,  principal  accountant  or 
agent  from  making  the  returns  within  the  time  specified  by 
this  act.  If  the  county  auditor  to  Whom  returns  are  made  is 
of  the  opinion  that  false  or  incorrect  valuations  have  been 
made,  or  that  the  property  of  the  corporation  or  association

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  act  entitled  "an  act  to  relieve  the  district 
courts  and  to  give  greater  efficiency  to  the  judicial  system 
of  the  state,"  be  amended  as  follows  : 

Section  4.  In  all  causes  pending  in  the  court  of  common 
pleas,  or  either  of  the  superi  >r  courts  in  this  state,  either 
pai  Ly  shall  Jhave  the  right  to  except  to  the  opinion  of  the 
court  on  a  motion  to  direct  a  non-suit,  to  arrest  the  testi- 
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mony  from  the  jury,  and  alpo,.in  all  cases  of  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial  by  reason  of  any  supposed  misdirection  of  the  court 
to  the  jury,  or  by  reason  that  the  verdict,  or  in  case  the  jury 
be  waived,  that  the  finding  of  the  court  may  be  supposed  to 
be  against  law  or  evidence,  so  that  paid  case  may  be  removed 
by  petition  in  error,  and  when  a  party  to  a  suit  in  either  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Afisembly  of  the  Sate 
of  Ohio,  That  section  seven  of  the  above  recited  act  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follo\rs : 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  county  commission- 
ers, annually,  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in  September, 
to  make  a  detailed  report  in  writing  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  county  of  their  financial  transactions  during  the 
year  next  preceding  the  time  of  making  said  report,  and 
the  court  shall  cause  the  same  to  bo  investigated  and  exam- 
ined by  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county,  together  with 
two  suitable  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  court,  and  the 
two  persons  so  appointed  shall  each  be  allowed  and  paid  out 
of  the  county  treasury  on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor, 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  day,  for  the  time  they  are  actu- 
ally and  necessarily  employed  in  making  said  investigation. 
To  aid  in  their  investigation,  the  persons  so  appointed  with 
the  prosecuting  attorney  to  examine  said  report,  shall  have 
power,  when  in  their  opinion  it  is  necessary,  or  the  court 
shall  so  order,  to  subpoena  witnesses  to  appear  before  them 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated.

house  of  refuge  and  correction  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  organized

Section  1.  That  the  trustees  of  any  township  in  this  state 
are  hereby  authorized  to  procure  or  construct  an  enclosure  or 
pound,  wherein  animala  taken  up  under  the  provisions  of  l\'  ai^nlaK 
said  act  may  be  confined  as  therein  provided ;  and  the  said 
trustees  may  appropriate  from  the  township  funds  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  that  purpose.  In  case 
of  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  the  trustees  of  any  township  to 
build  or  ercQt  such  pond  or  enclosure,  as  aforesaid,  any  person 
being  owner  or  lessee  of  land  in  the  township  where  the  stock 
is  found  running  at  large  under  this  act,  may  detain  or  keep 
the  same  in  any  field,  pen,  or  stable,  which  shall  be  the  same 
in  effect  as  though  it  were  impounded  in  a  pound  erected  by 
the  township  trustees,  but  no  stock  so  running  at  large  con- 
trary to  law,  shall  be  taken  up,  and  confined  in  any  private 
enclosure  where  township  pounds  have  been  provided  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Sec  2.  That  said  orginal  section  one  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  miller  or  mill 
owner  to  brand  or  cause  to  be  branded,  on  the  head  of  each 
barrel  or  side  of  each  sack,  the  quality  of  the  flour  contained 
therein,  and  the  initial  letter  of  his  christian  name  and  his 
surname  in  full ;  or  should  the  mill  be  owned  by  more  than 
one  person,  then  the  name  of  such  persons  or  company ;  and 
if  anv  miller  or  mill  owner  or  company  shall  neglect  so  to 
brand  the  Sam'e,  or  shall  pack  and  expose  for  sale  flour  or 
meal  in  any  sack  aforesaid,  of  a  less  quanaitity  or  worse  qual- 
ity than  branded  therein  aforesaid,  he  or  they  so  offending 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense 
tbe  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  county:  Provided, 
that  in  case  of  any  miller  or  mill  owner  manufacturing  flour 
for  parties  having  private  brands,  the  said  miller  or  mill 
owner  may,  upon  the  said  private  brand  being  furnished

offering* the  same  for  sale;  and  the  parties  receiving  flour  in 
blank  packages  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  of  this  act 
whenever  the  same  is  offered  for  sale  before  the  name  and 
brand  of  Jhe  parties  so  receiving  flour  is  stamped  upon  the 
packages  containing  it.  And  if  any  miller  or  any  other

of  such  hospitaVare  hereby  authorized,  upon  application  of 
the  board  oi  trustees  of  such  hospital,  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
the  city  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per 
annum,  at  such  dates,  after  such  length  of  time,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient^  the  same  to  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par, 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the

That  when  the  necessary  site  and  buildings 
are  provided  by  the  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  such  county,  immediately  thereafter,  to 
appoint  a  board  of  six -trustees  to  manage  the  said  institution, 
and  who  shall  be  judicious  perpons,  resident  of  said  county. 
The  two  directors  first  named  shall  serve  for  six  j'ears,  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  State 
Conductors  ^/  OhiOy  That  the  conductor  of  all  trains  carry ing**pas8enge re, 
rested  with  within  this  state,  be  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all 
powers  of  po-  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  police  officers,  while  on 
hoe.  duty  on  their  respective  trains. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  passengers  shall  be  guilty  of  disorder- 
ly conduct,  or  use  any  obscene  language,  or  play  any  game  of 
cards  or  chance  for  money  or  any  other  thing  of  value  upon 
any  passenger  train,  the  conductor  of  such  train  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  stop  his  train  at  any  place  where 
BUch  oflfense  has  been  committed,  and  eject  such  passenger 
from  the  train,  using  only  such  force  as  may  be  necessary  to 
accomplish  such  removal,  and  such  condutor  may  command 
the  assistance  of  the  employes  of  the  railroad  company  and 
of  the  passengers  on  such  train  to  assist  in  such  removal ; 
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but  before  doing  so  shall  tender  to  such  passenger  such  pro- 
portion of  the  fare  he  paid,  as  the  distance  he  then  is  from 
the  place  he  has  paid  his  fare  bears  to  the  whole  distance  for 
which  he  has  paid  his  fare. 

When  any  passenger  shall  bo  guilty  of  any  crime 
or  misdemeanor  upon  any  passenger  train,  the  conductor  of  rmi, 
such  train  may  arrest  such  pa^>enger  and  take  him  before 
any  magistrate  having  cognizance  of  such  crime  or  misde- 
meanor in  any  county  in  this  state  in  which  such  train  runs, 
and  file  an  affidavit  before  such  magistrate,  charging  him 
with  such  crime  or  misdemeanor  :  Provided,  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  liability  of  any  railroad  company  for  damages 
caused  by  the  conduct  of  its  conductor  be  affected  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  any  conductor  having  charge  of  a  passenger

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Stais 
of  Ohio,  That  so  much  of  the  Hocking  canal  as  lies  eastward 
of  the  lock,  at  the  village  of  Chauncey,  Athens  county,  Ohio, 
including  the  State  dam  in  Hocking,  below  said  lock,  and 
Ihence  to  the  present  terminus  of  said  canal  at  the  river 
northward  of  Athens,  near  Henold's  salt  works,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  vacated  and  abandoned :  provided,  that  all 
stone,  timber  and  material  of  every  kind,  composing  the 
locks,  dams,  or  other  stru«tures  on  so  much  of  said  canal  and 
river,  as  is  vacated  and  abandoned  by  this  act,  is  expresBly 
reserved  to  the  state,  and  that  the  board  of  public  works  of 
the  state  is  authorized  by  its  agents,  within  six  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  to  enter  upon  so  much  of  said  canal 
and  the  premises  adjoining  said  dam,  and  remove  said  mate- 
rial to  any  other  portion  of  said  canal,  or  sell  the  same  as 
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may  be  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State ;  and  pro- 
vided, that  it  is  not  intended  hereby  to  relieve  the  lessees  of 
said  canal,  or  their  assigns,  from  any  responsibility  or  liabili- 
ty imposed  upon  them  by  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  leasing 
of  the  public  works  of  the  state,"  passed  May  8,  1861,  or  by 
the  instrument  of  lease,  executed  in  pursuance  of  said  act, 
for  any  such  liabilities  or  responsibilities  as  have  accrued 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  nor  tor  any  negligence  as  in 
the  care  of  said  canal  or  any  portion  of  the  same,  as  the  said 
lessees  may  have  b*»en  guilty  of;  and  provided  further,  that 
the  lessees  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  board  of  public 
works  a  release  for  all  claims  for  damages  growing  out  of 
such  vacation. 

Sec  2.  That  the  land  upon  which  the  bed  of  said  canal

ter of  said  canal,  half  over  from  the  line  of  one  of  such  owners 
to  the  line  of  the  other,  and  in  all  cases  when  said  land  runs 
through  the  land  of  any  person  or  persons  then  such  canal 
land  shall  revert  to  such  land  owner. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  public 
works  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  to  remove 
and  tear  out  the  dam  in  the  Hocking  river  described  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  and  the  lessees  of  the  public  work's 
aforesaid  shall,  within  reasonable  time,  provide  for  the  pro- 
tection o^  the  land  owners  along  the  portion  of  said  canal  so 
vacated  from  the  overflow  and  influx  of  said  Hocking  river 
through  the  head  of  said  canal  so  vacated,  at  its  intersection 
with  said  river,  and  from  all  other  breaks  in  said  canal,  ex- 
isting at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  Staie 
oj  Ohio,  That  sections  nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  six- 
teen, seventeen,  twenty-three,  twenty-four,  twenty-five,  twen- 
ty-eight, twenty-nine,  thirty,  thirty-one,  thirty-two,  thirty- 
three,  thirty-four,  thirty-five,  thirty-seven,  thirty-eight,  thir- 
ty-nine and  fifty-seven  of  the  above  recited  act  be  so  amended 
as  to  read  as  follows :

one  junior  firbt  lieutenant,  one  senior  second  lieutenant,  one 
junior  second  lieutenant,  eight  sergeants,  twelve  corporals, 
two  musicians,  two  artificers,  one  wagoner,  and  not  less  than 
sixty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  privates ;  and 
in  addition  to  its  complement  of  officers  ana  men  on  the 
active  roll,  each  company  of  infantry  and  cavalry  may  re- 
ceive and  enroll  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty,  each 
battery  of  two  guns  not  more  than  seventy-five,  each  battery 
of  four  guns  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty,  and  each 
battery  of  six  guns  not  more  than  two  hundred  contributing 
members,  who  shall  be  subject  to  such  contributions,  dues 
and  services  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  company  or  battery :  Provided,  that  the  whole 
umber  of  active  and  contributing  members  so  enrolled  shall 
ot  embrace  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  voting  popu- 
ation  of  any  county.  Each  battalion  of  infantry  or  cavalry 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  com- 
panies, and  each  regiment  of  infantry  or  cavalry  shall  consist 


lof  not  loss  than  six  nor  more  than  ten 


compi 


anies;  each 


[battalion  of  less  than  four  companies,  so  organized,  shall  be 
ntitled  to  one  major;  each  battalion  of  four  companies  or 
ore  shall  be  entitled  to  a  major  and  colonel,  and  each 
egiment  shall  be  entitled  to  a  major,  lieutenant-colonel 
land  colonel.  The  battalion  and  regimental  staff"  officers  of 
infantry  and  cavalry  shall  consist  of  an  adjutant  and  quar- 
termaster, each  witn  the  rank  of  first  li  utenant,  a  surgeon, 
with  the  rank  of  major,  an  assistant  surgeon,  with  the  rank 
of  captain,  and  a  chaplain.  The  non-commissioned  staflT 
shall  consist  of  a  sergeant-major,  quartermaster  and  com- 
missary-sergeants, hospital  steward,  and  drum  and  fife  ma- 
jors. Each  regiment  of  artillery  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  six  nor  [more]  than  twelve  batteries,  and  shall  have  the 
same  field  and  staif  officers  as  are  allowed  to  regiments  of 
artillery  in  the  United  States  service ;  all  such  companies, 
battalions,  squadrons,  regiments  and  batteries  shall  be  armed 
and  drilled  as  near  as  practicable  in  accordance  with  the 
system  of  the  United  States  army  for  like  organizations,  and 
shall  be  governed  by  the  military  laws  of  the  staC?^  and  the 
i rules  and  articles  of  war  of  the  United  States. 
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Section  15.  kach  company,  battery,  battalion  and  regimen' 
may  adopt  such  constitution  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  and  the  United 
State?,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  governor.  Companies 
and  batteries  may  be  organized  upon  the  petition  of  a  num- 
ber of  persons  equal  to  the  minimum  required  for  such 
organization.  Such  petition  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  gov- 
ernor, accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
agreed  upon  by  the  petitioners,  and  upon  approval  of  the 
game  by  the  governor,  and  satisfactory  evidence  being  fur- 
nished that  the  proposed  organization  is  composed  of  suitable 
and  proper  material,  all  persons  whose  names  shall  be  signed 
to  paid  petition  or  application  shall  be  considered  legally 
enlisted  in  said  company  or  battery,  and  shall  be  bound  by 
Baid  constitution  and  by-laws ;  and  tliey  shall  hold  an  elec- 
tion for  oflBcers,  and  such  election,  and  all  other  elections  of 
officers  held  under  this  act,  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  as  the  governor 
may  prescribe :  Provided,  that  in  all  cases  a  majority  of  all 
^  the  votes  ca.st  at  an  election  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

Section  16.  The  several  companies  of  infantry  and  cav- 
alry, and  the  batteries  of  artillery,  shall  be  lettered,  and  the 
battalions  and  regiments  numbered  separately  in  each  arm, 
by  the  adjutant-general.  A  record  of  such  lettering  and 
numbering  shall  be  made  and  kept  in  the  ofhce  of  the 
adjutant-general,  and  when  thev  exist  in  sufficient  numbers, 
and  are  conveniently  located  for  the  purpose,  the  infantry 
and  cavalry  may  be  organized  by  the  commander-in-chief  in 
battalions  or  regiments,  and  the  artillery  into  regiments, 
and  officered  as  provided  bv  law  ;  and  two  or  more  batteries 
may  be  consolidated  by  order  of  the  commander-in-chief,  at 
his  discretion,  so  as  to  form  a  four-gun  or  six-gun  battery, 
with  the  strength  and  upon  the  basis  prescribed  in  section 
twelve. 

Section  17.  The  governor  shall  appoint  the  following  staff 
officers,  whose  compensation  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum :  One  adjutant-general,  who 
shall  rank  as  brigadier-general.  The  adjutant-general  shall 
perform  the  duti(»s  of  inspector-general,  and  shall,  at  least 
once  in  each  year,  personally  inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected 
by  the  assistant  adjutant-general,  or  one  of  the  aids-de-camp 
to  the  governor,  every  military  organization  in  the  state 
formed  under  this  act. 

Section  23.  Commissioned  and  non-commissioned  staff  offi- 
cers of  each  battalion  or  regiment  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
commanding  officer  thereof;  non-commissioned  officers  of 
companies  and  batteries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  command- 
ant thereof,  who  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  in  writing 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  or  battalion.  The 
commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  or  battalion  may,  in 
his  discretion,  enlist  and  organize  a  band  of  musicians,  and 
by  warrant  under  his  hand  appoint  a  leader  of  such  band, 
_with^e,rank  of  serge^Ijt-m^r.

/    Section  34.   Each  company  of  infantry  or  cavalry  organized

id  a  like  allowance  of  fifty  dollars  shall  be  made  for  every 
^o  guns  of  a  battery,  for  care  of  arms  and  other  incidental 
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expenses  of  said  company  or  battery,  said  sums  of  money 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  such  company  or  battery  out  of] 
the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  state,  on  his  application,

and  in  such  case  the  companies  and  batteries  ma^  draw  proi 
rata  from  said  sum  for  such  purposes,  the  apportionment  toi 
be  made  by  the  adjutant-general.  Every  commissioned  offi- 
cer refusing  to  pay  over  moneys  in  his  hands,  as  is  directed 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  tried  and  cashiered,  or 
otherwise  punished  bv  a  court-martial.  That  each  and  eyerv 
city,  i^icprporated  village  or  township  in  which  any  such 
organization  now  exists,  or  may  hereafter  be  duly  organized, 
shall  furnish  the  same  with  suitable  aromies  [armories],, 
and  p/bvide  for  paying  the  necessary  expenses  thereof. 

Section  35.  Tiat  each  and  every  officer  and  member  of  such

and  when  any  portion  of  the  cavalry  or  artillery  organized 
under  this  act  shall  be  called  out  to  aid  the  civil  authorities,* 
as  provided  in  sections  forty-three  and  forty-four,  they  shall 
be  furnished  with  all  necessary  transportation  and  subsist- 
ence, and  be  allowed  a  fair  and,  reasonable  compensation  for^ 
the  use  of  all  animals  necessarily  used  by  them  during  suci 
time ;  and  for  every  day  any  battery  of  artillery  shall  actuall 
be  on  parade  or  encampment,  not  exceeding  six  days  in  eacl 
year,  as  provided  in  this  act,  there  shall  be  allowed  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  horse  actually  used 
to  draw  the  pieces  and  caissons,  not  to  exceed  sixteen  horses 
for  s^  two-gun  battery,  thirty-two  horses  for  a  four-gun  bat- 
tery, and  forty-eight  horses  for  a  six-gun  battery;  all  pay- 
ments for  transportation,  subsistence,  and  use  of  horses 
under  this  section,  shall  be  made  from  the  state  treasury, 
upon  vouchers  duly  certified  by  the  commissioned  officers  of 
the  company  or  battery,  and  approved  by  the  governor. 

Section  37.  The  fatigue  uniform  of  enlisted  men  of  the  /  Uniforms, 
national  guard  shall  consist  of  a  single-breasted  jacket  of 
dark-blue  cloth,  light-blue  kersey  pants,  and  a  dark-blue 
forage  caD,  to  be  cut,  made,  faced,  and  trimmed  as  shall  be 
prescribea  by  the  governor.  The  fatigue  uniform  of  the 
officers  shall  correspond  with  and  conform  to  the  uniform 
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prescribed  for  officers  of  the  United  States  army,  except  the 
coat  of  arms,  which  shall  be  that  of  the  state.  The  dress 
uniform  and  great  coat  of  the  companies  composing  each 
battalion  or  regiment  shall  be  alike,  and  shall  be  such  as 
each  battalion  or  regiment  may  adopt;  provided,  that  organ- 
izations now  having  dress  uniforms  ehali  be  allowed  until  the 
first  day- of  January,  1879,  to  conform  thereto;  and  provided 
further,  that  companies  may  have  and  wear  on  company 
occasions  a  distinctive  company  uniform. 

Section  38.  All  public  arms,  ammunition,  accoutrements, 
camp  and  garrison  equipage,  and  military  stores  belonging 
to  the  state,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  adjutant- 
general,  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  governor;  and 
he  shall  purchase  and  keep  ready  for  use,  or  issue  to  the 
troops,  as  the  best  interests  of  the  service  may  require,  such 
amount  and  kind  of  camp  and  garrison  equipage  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  any  funds  in  the  state  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  adjutant-general  to  see  that  all  arms  and  munitions  of 
war,  now  belonging  to  the  state,  or  that  may  hereafter  in 
ny  manner  be  acquired,  are  properly  cared  for  and  kept  in 
ood  order  for  use.  All  accounts  accruing  against  the  state, 
nder  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
tate  treasury  on  the  certificate  of  the  adjutant-general, 
'countersigned  by  the  governor. 

Section  39.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  selling,  disposing 
of,  hiding,  secreting,  detaining,  or  refusing  to  give  up  any  of 
the  arms,  accoutrements,  ordnance  stores,  camp  or  garrison 
equipage,  or  munitions  of  war  belonging  to  the  state  of  Ohio, 
or  who  shall  willfully  injure  any  of  the  same,  or  any  arsenal 
or  armory  belonging  to  or  rented  by  the  state,  or  owned  or 
rented  by  or  furnished  to  any  company,  battalion,  squadron, 
regiment,  or  battery,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
or  any  person  who  shall  be  found  guilty  of  selling,  disposing 
of,  hiding,  secreting,  detaining,  or  refusing  to  give  up  any 
property  belonging  to  anj^  such  organization,  or  willfully  in- 
juring the  same,  or  secreting,  detaining,  or  refusing  to  give  up 
any  money  or  other  valuables  belonging  to  the  same,  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
for  the  term  of  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.

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poBed  starting  point,  route,  and  terminus,  and  shall  file  a 
Dond,  with  good  and  sufficient  securities  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  auditor,  conditioned  to  pa^  all  expenses  in  case  the  com- 
missioners shall  fail  to  establish  said  propHOsed  ditch ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  furnish  a  copy  of  said 
petition  to  the  commissioners,  who  shall  thereupon  direct 
the  county  surveyor  or  a  competent  engineer  to  go  upon  the 
line  of  the  proposed  ditch,  to  view  and  make  a  computation 
of  the  numbjr  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  removed  from

Section  13.  If  the  appeal  is  taken  on  account  of  damages 
or  compensation  allowed  by  the  commissioners,  such  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  to  determine  the  amount  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  act  entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  compensa- 
tion and  damages  to  owners  of  private  property  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  corporations,"  passed  April  30,  1852 ;  and  the 
compensation  or  damages  found  in  favor  of  said  claimant 
shall  be  certified  by  saia  probate  judge  to  the  county  auditor, 
and  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  from  the  general  fund.

compensation  (if  any  shall  have  been  assessed),  and  costs  in 
probate  court,  if  adjudged  against  the  commissioners,  and 
the  labor  of  constructing  saia  ditch,  and  award  to  each  per- 
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son  or  persons  o\^iiing  lands  through  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
which  said  proposed  ditch  may  be  established,  as  shall  be 
deemed  just  and  right,  according  to  the  benefits  to  be  de-  • 
rived  by  constructing  the  same,  and  shall  specify  the  time 
in  which  said  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer,  and  the  time  and  manner  in  which  such  labor 
shall  be  performed,  and  appoint  a  day  on  which  they  will 
meet  to  hear  exceptions  to  such  apportionment ;  and  they 
shall  cause  a  stake  or  monument  to  be  placed  at  the  bound- 
aries of  each  of  the  several  portions,  which  shall  be  num- 
bered progressively  down  stream,  at  each  one  hundred  feet.

number  of  rods  or  feet  apportioned  to  each  of  said  parcels  of 
land ;  the  estimated  value  per  rod,  cubic  yard,  or  foot  of  con- 
struction ;  the  expenses,  including  damages  and  compensa- 
tion, if  any  shall  have  been  awarded.  And  said  notice  shall 
state  the  time  as  fixed  by  the  commissioners,  when  the,  costs 
and  expenses  shall  be  paid  and  the  work  completed,  and 
also  the  day  when  and  where  the  commissioners  will  meet 
to  hear  exceptions  to  such  apportionment.  Said  notice  shall 
be  served  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  set  for  the  hearing 
[of]  exceptions,  by  delivering  a  copy  of  the  same  to  each 
resident  land  owner  mentioned  therein,  or  by  leaving  said 
copy  at  his,  her,  or  their  Usual  place  of  residence,  by  any  per- 
son appointed  by  the  auditor  to  serve  the  same.  The  time 
and  manner  of  serving  said  notice  shall  be  indorsed  on  said 
original  notice  under  oath,  and  the  auditor  and  commission- 
ers shall  allow  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  person 
serving  the  same,  which  shall  be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  ex- 
penses of  said  improvement;  and  a  like  notice  to  non-resident 
land  owners,  published  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  county,  for  four  consecutive  weeks  prior  to  the 
day  of  hearing  exceptions,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  a 
suflBcient  notice  to  them.  On  the  dajr  named  in  such  notice

That  it  shalfbe  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
of  each  county  in  this  state,  on  the  presentation  of  the  peti- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  any  part  of  any  town- 
ship or  townships  in  such  county,  praying  to  be  sejb  off  in  a 
separate  election  precinct,  to  cause  a  notice  of  the  pendency 
and  prayer  of  said  petition,  and  the  time  fixed  for  their

build  or  authorize  the  building  of  such  bridge  jointly,  to  be 
paid  for,  with  the  approaches  thereto,  in  proportion  as  said 
commissioners  may  agree.  And  the  expense  of  keeping 
such  bridges  in  repair,  shall  be  paid  by  the  counties  inter- 
ested in  the  building,  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  expense 
of  building  such  bridge  was  paid  by  said  counties.

and  from  territories,  showing  date  of  receipt,  from  what  state 
or  territory  issued,  for  whom  and  for  what  oifense,  and  whethef 
granted  or  refused ;  a  record  of  warrants,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  date  of  issuing  each  warrant,  the  purpose  and  to 
whom  issued,  when  and  before  whom  returnable,  and  the

A  transcript  of  any  entry  in 
any  record,  kept  as  aforesaid,  certified  as  correct  by  the  pri- 
vate secretary  or  executive  clerk  of  the  governor,  under  the 
seal  of  state^  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
facts  therein  stated,  in  any  court,  or  before  any  officer  of  this 
state.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  AsseiMy  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  trustees  of  any  township  in  this  state,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  tax- 
able property  of  any  township,  or  any  voting  precinct  in  the 
same,  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  to  purchase  a  site 
and  erect  thereon  a  town  hall,  at  a  cost  for  both  site  and 
building  not  to  exceed  said  sura  of  two  thousand  dollars : ' 
Provided,  that  before  any  tax  shall  be  levied  under  this  act,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  guardian  of  the  person  and  estate,  or  of  the 
estate  only,  of  any  minor,  or  the  guardian  of  any  insane  or 
imbecile  person,  may  be  authorized  by  the  probate  court  to 
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lease,  at  an  agreed  price,  any  real  estate  of  his  ward,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  notwithstanding  a  portion 
of  such  term  may  extend  beyond  the  period  of  the  minority 
of  such  ward,  if  a  minor,  or  if  such  ward  be  insane  or  im- 
becile, beyond  the  time  when  such  insanity  or  imbecilit>r 
may  cease  to  exist ;  and  if  the  lease  extend  beyond  the  mi- 
nority of  such  ward,  or  beyond  the  time  when  such  insanity 
or  imbecility  cease  to  exist,  it  shall  terminate  with  the  mi- 
nority of  said  ward,  or  when  the  disability  for  which  such 
guardian  shall  have  been  appointed  shall  be  removed,  unless 
such  ward  at  such  time  shall  affirm  the  same;  and  said 
guardian  shall  have  authoritv  to  improve  the  real  estate  of

real  estate  made  by  said  guardian :  Provided,  that  in  case  of 
the  death  of  said  ward,  such  lease  may  be  continued  and  en- 
forced by  the  administration  of  said  ward  for  and  during  the 
period  for  which  the  same  was  originally  granted,  or  may  be 
rescinded  by  such  administrator  at  his  option ;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  case  such  the  lease  terminates  with  the  minor- 
ity of  said  ward,  or  upon  the  removal  of  the  disabilities  herein 
mentioned,  a  reasonable  compensation  shall  be  paid  for  all 
necessary  valuable  improvements  made  by  such  lessee  upon 
the  real  estate  of  such  ward,  which  compensation  shall  be 
determined  by  two  disinterested  freeholders,  one  to  be  chosen 
by  each  of  said  parties ;  and  if  the  referees  so  chosen  shall 
fail  to  agree,  they  shall  select  a  third  freeholder,  and  a  ma« 
jority  of  these  three  shall  determine  the  amount  of  said  com- 
pensation, ^nd  the  amount  so  determined  shall  be  a  lien  on 
said  premises,  and  from  the  decision  of  said  referees  either 
party  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  coun- 
ty in  which  such  lands  may  be  situate.

ieed  by  law  to  sentence  or  commit  to  the  county  jail  or  cor- 
poration prison  any  person  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
•GUrieled  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of 
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the  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  to  sentence  such  person  to 
imprisonment  in  such  work-house:  Provided,  that  when* 
commitment  is  made  from  a  city,  incorporated  village  or

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Regarding  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets,  alleys,  etc.,  in  cities  of 
the  first-class  having  a  population  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  inhabitants  at  the  last  federal  census. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first-class  having  a  popula- 
t  ion  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitanti 
at  the  last  federal  census,  and  in  which  shall  exist  a  board  of 
public  works,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  public 
works,  within  one  month  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
divide  such  cities  into  not  less  than  twenty-five  districts  of 
as  near  equal  size  as  practicable. 

Sec  2.  Immediately  after  the  division  of  said  cities  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  board  shall  cause  to  be  advertised  for  ten 
days  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  within  said 
city,  an  invitation  for  sealed  proposals  for  maintaining,  fur- 
nishing materials,  and  for  repairing  and  keeping  in  good  or- 
der each  avenue,  street,  alley,  wharf,  market  space  and  courl

matter,  a  civil  action  in  the  name  of  such  treasurer,  to  sub- 
ject a  sufficient  amount  of  such  realty  to  the  payment  of  such 
taxes  and  assessments;  and  it  shall  be  sufficient,  having 
made  proper  parties  to  the  suit,  for  such  treasurer  to  allege 
in  his  petition  that  the  said  taxes  and  assessments  stand 
cnarged  upon  the  said  duplicate  of  said  county  against  said 
l^nds,  the  amount  thereof  appearing  to  be  due  and  unpaid 
thereon,  and  that  the  same  is  due  and  unpaid ;  and  such  treas- 
♦  urer  shall  not  be  required  to  set  forth  in  this  said  petition  any 
ojher  or  further  special  matter  relating  thereto,  and  said  tax 
(Aiplicate  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  on  the  trial

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State\ 
of  Ohioy  That  anv  person  having  the  care,  custody,  or  control 
of  any  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  who  shall  ex- 
hibit, use,  or  employ,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner,  or  under 
any  pretense,  sell,  apprentice,  give  away,  let  out,  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  any  such  child  to  any  person,  in  or  for  the 
vocation,  occupation,  service,  or  purpose  of  singing,  playing 
on  musical  instruments,  rope  or  wire  walking,  (lancing,  beg- 
ging or  peddling,  or  as  a  gymnast,  contortionist,  rider  or 
acrobat,  in  any  place  whatsoever ;  or  for  or  in  any  obscene, 
indecent,  or  immoral  purpose,  exhibition,  or  practice  what- 
soever; or  for  or  in  any  business,  exhibition,  or  vocation  in- 
jurious to  the  health  or  dangerous  to  the  life  or  limb  of  such 
child;  or  who  shall  cause,  procure,  or  encourage  any  such 
child  to  engage  therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor :  provided,  however,  that  nothing  contained  in  this 
section  shall  apply  to  or  aflfect  the  employment  or  use  of  any 
such  child  as  a  singer  or  musician  in  any  church,  school,  or 
academy,  or  the  teaching  or  learning  the  science  or  practice 
of  music ;  nor  the  employment  of  any  child  as  a  musician 
at  any  concert  or  entertainment  given  for  charitable  purposes.

'of  such  child  that  the  person  so  convicted  shall  be  deprived 
of  its  custody  thereafter,  such  court  or  magistrate  may  corn- 
it  such  child  to  an  orphan  asylum,  charitable  or  other  in- 
titution,  or  make  such  other  disposition  thereof  as  now  is 
br  hereafter  may  be  provided  by  law  in  cases  of  vagrant, 
ruant,  disorderly,  pauper,  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  fines  imposed  and  collected  in  any  city, 
incorporated  village,  or  county  in  this  state,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  where  the  prosecution  was  institutea  by

18th,  1871,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

To  abolish  the  office  of  inspector  of  gaa  meters  and  illuminating  gas,  and 
to  provide  for  the  performance  of  the  datiee  of  that  office  by  a  clerk  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  by  municipal  officials,  beinff  sup- 
plementary to  an  act  passed  April  6,  1866,  entitled  ''an  act  for  tne  in- 
spection of  gas  meters,  the  protection  of  gas  consumers,  and  the  pro- 
tection and  regulatioQ  of  gas  light  companies,  amended  March  9,  1867. 

Section  1.  B^ii  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  OflSce  of  inspector  of  gas  meters  and  illum- 
inating gas,  as  created  by  the  act  of  April  6,  1866,  is  hereby 
abolishea,  lind  the  present  incumbent  is  required  to  turn 
over  to  the  secretary  of  state  all  property  now  held  by  him  in 
connection  therewith.

Sectiok  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  SteUe 
of  Ohioy  That  no  officer,  agent,  or  employe  ot  any  railroad 
company  operating  a  railroad  in  this  state,  shall  sell  or  dispose 
of  worn  or  scrap  metal,  or  of  any  iron,  brass,  or  other  metal 
owned  by  the  company,  except  the  superintendent,  general 
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managing  agent,  or  the  receiver  of  such  company,  and  all 
such  sales  and  barter  of  such  scraps  or  other  metals,  owned 
by  a  railroad  compan}',  made  by  any  ©ther  officer,  agent,  or 
employe  than  such  superintendent,  general  managing  agent 
or  receiver,  shall  be  null  and  void;  and  no  such  superintend- 
ent, general  managing  agent  or  receiver  of  any  railroad  shall 
sell  or  dispose  of  any  such  scrap  or  other  metals  in  quanti- 
ties less  than  one  ton,  nor  without  delivering  to  the  pur- 
chaser a  bill  of  sale  thereof,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  retain- 
ed and  filed  in  the  office  of  such  superintendent,  manager  or 
receiver. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  superintendent,  general  managing 
agent  or  receiver  of  any  railroad  company  shall  sell  or  dispose 
of  any  railroad  scrap  metal  in  quantities  less  than  one  ton,  or 
shall  sell  or  disi)ose  of  such  metal  in  any  quantity  without 
delivering  a  bill  of  sale  to  tha  purchaser,  the  railroad  com- 
pany which  such  superintendent,  manager  or  receiver  rep- 
resents, shall  not  thereafter  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
next  three  succeeding  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  person,  company  or  firm  to  whom  is 
offered  for  sale,  pledge  or  trade  any  worn  or  used  links,  pins, 
journal  bearings,  or  other  worn  or  used  and  detatched  aj>- 
pendages  of  railroad  equipment,  or  any  scrap  metal  of  iron, 
prass  or-steel  appertaining  to  such  equipment,  shall,  before 
purchasing  or  dealing  in  the  same,  ascertain  whether  the 
ownership  thereof  is  lawfully  derived,  by  bill  of  sale  or 
otherwise,*from  a  railroad  company,  or  from  the  superintend- 
ent, managing  agent  or  receiver  of  a  railroad  company;  and 
in  any  action  in  which  the  right  or  title  to  such  article  of 
metal  is  drawn  in  question,  the  person,  company  or  firm 
aforesaid  dealing  therein,  or  his  or  its  assignee,  party  to  such 
action,  shall  be  bound  to  establish  and  prove,  prima  facie,  the 
title  and  ownership  derived  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  That,  in  the  action  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section,  if  it  appears,  prima  faciei  from  the  evidence  on  the 
trial,  that  any  of  the  articles  or  metals  in  controversy  were 
stolen,  or  unlawfully  obtained,  and  mixed  or  confused  with 
other  scrap  metal,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  confusion  of  goods, 
unless  the  party  claiming  against  the  title  of  the  railroad 
company  shall  establish,  prima  farie^  a  lawful  title  to  the 
residue  from  or  through  a  railroad  company. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  railroad  company,  by  its  proper  officer 
or  agent,  or  the  receiver  thereof,  may  claim  to  be  the  general 
owner  of,  and  may  replevy  any  of  the  railroad  metals  or 
articles  herein  above  mentioned,  and  any  metals  with  which 
they  may  have  been  confused  as  aforesaid,  wherever  found 
in  the  possession  of  any  person,  firm  or  company,  other  than 
a  railroad  company  or  its  receiver,  whenever  there  is  good 
reason  to  believe  that  such  metals  or  articles  have  been 
stolen  or  unlawfully  taken  from  a  railroad  company  or  its 
receiver ;  and,  instead  of  the  usual  averment  as  to  ownership 
in  the  affidavit  for  a  writ  of  replevin,  it  shall  be  sufficient 
for  the  officer  or  agent  of  such  company,  or  the  receiver,  to 
aver  that  he  believes  such  railroad  metals  or  articles  to  have 
been  unlawfully  taken  from  such  company  or  some  other 
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railroad  company ;  and  the  person,  firm  or  company  claim- 
ing in  said  action,  or  any  otner  action,  the  right  or  title  to 
any  such  metals  or  articles,  shall  be.  required  to  establish 
and  prove,  priina  facie,  a  right  or  title  to  said  railroad  metals 
or  articles,  lawfully  derived  as  in  the  preceding  section  of 
this  act  provided;  and,  in  the  absence  of  such  proof,  the 
railroad  company  or  receiver  claiming  such  railroad  metals 
or  articles,  shall  be  held  and  considered  to  be  the  general 
owner  thereof :  provided,  that  any  other  railroad  company 
or  receiver  upon  showing  that  any  part  of  such  railroad 
metals  or  articles  was  unlawfully  taken  from  it,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  such  part,  upon  payment  of  a  proper  share  of  the 
cost  and  expenses  of  the  replevy  thereof;  and,  provided 
further,  that  any  railroad  company,  or  its  receiver,  who  shall

To  create  and  regulate  inclined  plane  railroad  companies. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  as- 
sociating to  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
an  inclined  plane  railroad,  to  become  incorporated  under  this 
act,  shall,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  make  a  certificate 
which  shall  specify  as  follows: 

First — The  name  assumed  by  such  company,  and  by  which 
it  shall  be  known. 

Second — Such  a  description  of  said  road  and  its  termini  as 
will  definitely  locate  the  same. 

Third — The  amount  of  capital  stock  necessary  to  construct 
such  road. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace  or  a  notary  public  within  and  for  the  county  in 
which  such  road  may  be  situate,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
secretary  of  state,  who  shall  record  and  carefully  preserve 
the  same  in  his  office ;  and  a  copy  thereof,  duly  certified  by 
the  secretary  of  state,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  state  of 
Ohio,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  existence  of  such  company, 
which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office  of  the  county 
in  which  the  principal  office  of  such  railroad  is  situated. 
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Sec.  2.  That  when  the  foregoing  provisions  have  been 
complied  with,  the  persons  named  as  corporators  in  said  cer- 
tificate, and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  by  the 
name  and  style  provided  in  said  certificate,  shall  thereafter 
be  deemed  a  body  corporate,  with  succession,  with  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended, contract  and  be  contracted  with,  acauire,  hold  and 
convey  at  pleasure  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may 
be  necessary  and  convenient  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  said  corporation,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  renew  or  alter  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  all 
needful  acts  to  carry  into  effects  the  objects  of  the  corpora- 
tion. Such  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  construct, 
operate  and  maintain  an  inclined  plane  railroad,  for  the  con- 
veyance of  passengers  and  freight,  or  either,  with  such  of- 
fices, depots  and  other  buildings  as  they  may  deem  necessarv; 
also,  to  establish  and  maintain  a  park  or  pleasure  grounds, 
and  for  such  purposes  may  acquire  and  hold  real  estate. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  such  company  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  consist  of  such 
sum  as  shall  be  named  in  the  certificate ;  such  shares  shall 
b^  regarded  as  personal  property,  and  shall  be  subjected  to 
execution  at  law. 

Sec.  4.  An  installment  of  five  dollars  on  each  share  shall 
be  payable  at  the  time  of  making  the  subscription,  and  the 
residue  thereof  shall  be  payable  in  such  installments,  and 
at  such  times  and  places,  and  to  such  persons,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  directors  of  such  company. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  installment  of  stock  shall  remain  unpaid 
for  sixty  days  after  the  time  it  may  be  required,  whether 
such  stock  is  held  by  an  assignee,  transferee,  or  the  original 
subscriber,  the  same  may  be  collected  by  civil  action,  or  the 
directors  may  sell  the  stock  so  unpaid  at  public  auction,  for 
the  installment  then  due  thereon,  first  giving  thirty  days* 
public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  in  some  news- 
paper in  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which  such 
railroad  may  be  situated;  and  if  any  residue  of  money  shall 
remain,  after  paying  the  amount  due  on  said  stock,  and  the 
cost  of  advertising  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  the  same  shall, 
on  demand,  be  paid  over  to  the  owner ;  and  if  the  whole 
amount  due  on  such  stock  be  not  paid  b^  such  sale,  the  re- 
mainder shall  be  recoverable  by  civil  action  against  the  sub- 
scriber. 

Sec  6.  Thatwheneveranyinclinedplanerailroadcompany, 
heretofore  incorporated  under  an  act  entitled  *'  an  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  incorporated  com- 
panies in  the  state  of  Ohio,"  passed  May  1, 1862,  or  incorpor- 
ated under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  directors  tnereof,  require  an  increased  amount  of  cap- 
ital stock,  thev  shall,  if  authorized  bv  the  holders  of  a  majority 
of  the  stock,  file  with  the  auditor  of  state  a  certificate,  which 
certificate  shall  also  be  recorded  in  the  recorder's  ofiUce  of  the 
county  in  which  the  principal  office  of  such  railroad  is  sit- 
uated, setting  forth  the  amount  of  such  desired  increase,  and 
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thereafter  such  company  shall  be  entitled  to  have  such  in- 
creased capital  as  is  fixed  by  said  certificate. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  persons  named  in  said  certificate  of 
incorporation,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to 
order  books  to  be  opened  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  time  or  times,  and 
at  such  place  or  places,  as  thev  may  deem  expedient,  after 
having  given  at  least  thirty  days'  notice,  in  a  newspaper 
published  or  generally  circulated  in  the  county  in  which 
the  principal  office  of  said  railroad  is  situated,  where  books 
of  subscription  are  to  be  opened,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
opening  books ;  and  so  soon  as  ten  percentum  on  the  capi- 
tal stock  shall  be  subscribed,  they  may  give  like  notice  for 
the  stockholders  to  meei  at  such  time  ana  place  as  they  may 
designate,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  five  directors,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  time  fixed  for  the  annual 
election,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 
At  the  time  and  place  appointed,  directors  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  by  such  of  the  stockholders  as  shall  attend  for 
that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful  proxies.  Each 
share  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote,  and' a  plurality  of 
votes  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice ;  but  after  the  first  elec- 
tion of  directors  no  person  shall,  at  any  subsecjuent  election 
of  directors,  vote  on  any  share  on  which  any  installment  is 
due  and  unpaid.  The  persons  named  in  such  certificate,  or 
such  of  them  as  shall  be  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such 
election,  and  shall  certify  what  persons  are  elected  directors, 
and  appoint  the  time  and  place  for  holding  their  first  meet- 
ing. A  majority  of  said  directors  shall  form  a  board  and  be 
competent  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  board,  make  by-laws,  and 
transact  all  the  business  of  the  eorporation>  A  new  election 
shall  be  annually  held  for  directors,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  determine, 
or  as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  may  require ;  and  the 
directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall,  so  soon  thereafter 
as  may  be  convenient,  choose  one  of  their  number  to  be 
president,  and  shall  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
corporation.  The  directors,  before  entering  on  their  duties, 
shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
his  duties,  and  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  such 
dividends  of  the  profits  of  said  company  as  they  may  think 
proper. 

Sec.  8.  Such  company  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  corporation,  not  exceeding  its  author- 
ized capital  stock,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  promissory 
notes  therefor,  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  may  execute  a  deed  of  mortgage,  or  other  instrument 
of  writing,  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  loan  of  money  so 
made,  or  the  bonds  or  promissory  notes  that  may  be  so  is- 
sued therefor,  which  said  mortgage  or  other  instrument  of 
writing  may  include  the  personal  as  well  as  the  real  prop- 
erty, and  the  franchises — including  the  franchise  of  being  a 
corporation — of  said  company.  Said  mortgage  or  other  in- 
strument of  writing  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
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recorder  of  the  county  in  which  said  inclined  plane  railroad 
is  located. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  corporation  or  company,  of  not  less  than 
five  natural  persons,  who  have  organized  under  an  act  enti- 
tled "an  act  to  provide  for  the  creation  and*  regulation  of 
incorporated  companies  in  the  state  of  Ohio,"  passed  Ma^  1, 
A.  D.  1852,  and  have  constructed,  or  are  now  constructing,- 
an  inclined  plane  railroad,  may  accei)t  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders 
of  such  association  or  company  having  constructed,  or  are 
now  constructing  such  roaa,  at  a  meeting  called  after  ten 
days'  public  notice,  given  by  posting  notice  in  the  principal 
business  office  of  such  association  or  company,  and  publish- 
ing notice  in  a  newspaper  published  or  generally  ci  rculated 
in  the  county  where  such  road  is  constructed;  which  said 
vote  and  proceedings  shall  be  recorded  in  the  books  of  such 
association  or  company,  and  a  copy  thereof,  under  the  seal 
of  such  association  or  company,  be  forwarded  to  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  and  also  in  the  recorder's  office  of  the  county 
in  which  the  principal  office  of  such  railroad  is  situated;  and 
thereafter  such  association  or  company  shall  be  a  body  cor- 
porate under  this  [act],  subject  to  all  the  restricting  require- 
ments and  regulations  herein  provided  in  operating  and 
maintaining  the  road  of  such  company,  and  having  and  pre- 
serving all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  benefits  herein 
granted  and  conferred,  the  same  as  if  originally  organized 
and  incorporated  under  this  act:  Provided,  that  nothing 
contained  in,  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with 
or  impair  any  lawful  obligation  which  may  have  been  in- 
curred by  or  to  such  company. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  the  part  of  the  roadway  of  such  rail- 
road operated  by  steam  power  shall  cross  a  public  or  highway, 
such  part  of  the  railroad's  railway  shall  pass  either  over  or 
under  such  street  or  highway,  and  shall  be  constructed  in 
such  a  manner  and  at  such  a  distance  above  or  below  such 
street  or  highway  as  not  to  obstruct  the  ordinary  uses  of  such 
street  or  highway. 

Sec.  11.  Each  stockholder  of  any  company  organized 
under  this  act  shall  be  liable  for  the  dues  of  such  company 
over  and  above  the  stock  owned  by  him  or  her,  and  any 
amount  unpaid  thereon,  to  a  further  sum  equal  in  amount 
to  such  stock. 

Sec  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Passed  April  12th,  1876. 
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AN  ACT 
For  the  relief  of  the  poor,  aud  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  eruicted  by  the  General  Asuanbiy  of  the  State 
of  OkiOj  That  in  every  county  in  this  state  in  which  there 
now  is  or  hereafter  shall  be  a  county  infirmary,  there  shall 
be  a  board  of  infirmary  directors,  composed  of  three  electors, 
residents  of  such  county,  and  also  residents  of  the  territory 
to  be  taxed  for  the  support  of  said  infirmary,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  county,  or  in  case  the 
whole  county 'is  not  so  taxed,  then  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  territory  to  be  taxed  for  the  support  thereof,  at  the 
general  election  ;  in  every  county  in  which  an  itifirmary  is 
now  completed,  one  of  said  directors  shall  be  chosen  at  each 
annual  election,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified,  and  in  every 
county  in  which  an  infirmary  shall  be  hereafter  completed, 
three  directors  shall  be  chosen  as  aforesaid  at  the  first  annual 
election  thereafter — one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and 
one  for  three  years,  and  at  each  succeeding  annual  election 
one  director  shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified, 
and  the  directors  elected  as  aforesaid  shall,  previous  to  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  December  after  their 
election,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  same,  and  on  the  same 
day  execute  a  bond  with  two  gcx)d  and  sufficient  sureties,  in 
a  sum  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  the  acceptance  of  the  commissioners  of  the  county, 
and  the  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
office,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  said 
county,  and  th^  board  so  qualified  shall  appoint  a  president 
and  clerk  of  their  own  body,  whose  duty  shall  be  defined  by 
the  board. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  vacancy  shall,  in  any  manner,  occur  in  the 
board  of  directors,  or  in  cases  where  an  infirmary  has  been 
completed  for  the  reception  of  the  poor,  and  the  commission- 
ers of  the  proper  county  shall  deem  it  right  and  proper  that 
the  management  of  such  infirmary  be  placed  under  a  board 
of  directors,  prior  to  the  then  next  annual  election,  said 
commissioners  are  hereby  authorized,  in  either  case,  to  ap- 
point said  directors,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  shall  have  the  same 
p>owers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  as  though  they 
were  elected. 

•  Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  form  a  quorum  to  transact  business ;  shall  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession ;  and  shall 
be  known  by  the  name  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  coun- 
ty infirmary  of county  (the  name  of  their  coun- 
ty), and  by  that  name  the^  may  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and 
be  defended,  in  any  court  within  the  state ;  they  may  have 
a  common  seal,  with  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  state  oi  Ohio, 
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together  with  the  name  of  the  infirmary  thereon,  which 
thev  may  alter  or  change ;  they  shall  make  all  such  contracts 
and  purchases  as  may  be  necespary  for  the  institution,  and 
shall  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  think 
proper  for  the  management  and  good  government  of  the 
same,  and  for  inducing  the  practice  of  sobriety,  morality 
and  industry  among  its  inhabitants ;  they  shall  meet  quar- 
ter-yearly at  the  infirmary,  and  the  president  may  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  board  at  any  time  he  may  deem  it 
necessary ;  and  said  board  of  directors  shall  keep  a  book,  in 
which  the  clerk  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  their  meet- 
ings and  all  their  transactions,  which  book  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public. 

Sec  4.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall  allow  the 
directors  for  their  services  in  attending  the  regular  and  call- 
ed meetings  of  said  board,  such  sum  as  they  may  deem  rea- 
sonable, not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
and  every  day  so  in  attendance  ;  and  the  said  directors  may 
be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  extra  services  rendered 
in  their  official  capacity,  other  than  in  attending  regular 
and  called  meetings,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  per  day.  The  accounts  of  the  directors  for  extra  ser- 
vices so  rendered,  shall  be  presented  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners at  a  regular  session  of  the  board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  fund,  after  being  allowed  by  the  county  commission- 
ers, on  the  order  of  the  county  auclitor. 

Sbc.  6.  That  in  all  counties  where  there  is  a  county  in- 
firmary, that  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  may, 
at  the  request  of  the  infirmary  directors,  set  apart  such  sum 
as  they  shall  deem  sufficient,  but  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200),  as  a  reserve  fund,  for  the  use  of  the  infirmary; 
that  said  reserve  fund  shall  be  paid  to  the  superintendent  of 
the  infirmary,  which  money  shall  be  appropriated  out  of  the 
poor  fund,  and  expended,  under  the  direction  of  the  direct- 
ors, for  such  immediate  and  pressing  supplies  as  to  them 
shall  seem  fit.  The  superintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  such  expenditures,  which  shall  be  audited  by  the 
directors  from  time  to  time,  and  a  voucher  drawn  on  the 
county  auditor  to  replace  such  amount  so  drawn  to  the  full 
amount  of  sucli  reserve  fund.  The  bond  of  the  clerk  shall 
be  greater  than  that  required  of  the  other  directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  all  counties  where  there  is  a  county  in- 
firmary, the  directors  of  said  infirmary,  should  circumstances 
arise  demanding  immediate  action,  may  expend  annually, 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  or  repairing  the  same,  a  sura 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  out  of  the  poor  fund,  in 
addition  to  the  appropriations  allowed  by  the  county  com- 
missioners, for  which  sum  so  expended  the  directors  shall 
present  to  the  board  of  commissioners  an  itemized  account 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  after  being  allowed  by 
the  county  commissioners,  on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  auditor  of  a  county  in  which  a  county 
infirmary  is  situated,  shall  receive  any  vouchers  given  by 
the  directors,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  to  any  person 
or  persons,  other  than  the  directors  themselves,  for  labor. 
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provisions,  medical  attendance,  or  supplies  of  any  kind  fur- 
nished to  said  institution,  and  shall  give  such  person  an  or- 
der on  the  county  treasurer  for  the  proper  amount;  and  such 
voucher  shall  show  the  specific  item  or  items  allowed  by  said 
directors ;  or  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  statement 
showing  the  items  so  allowed. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  super- 
intendent, who  shall  reside  in  some  apartment  of  the  in- 
firmary or  other  building  contiguous  thereto,  and  shall  re- 
ceive such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  board  shall 
fix.  He  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  board  shall  impose 
upon  him,  and  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  board,  and  may  be  removed  b}r  them  at 
pleasure;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  directors  appoint  one  of 
their  own  number  superintendent,  nor  shall  any  director  be 
eligible  to  hold  any  other  oflBce,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
infirmary,  or  receive  any  compensation  whatever,  as  phy- 
sician, either  directly  or  indirectly,  wherein  the  appointing 
power  is  vested  in  the  board  of  directors  by  this  act.  The 
superintendent  may  require  all  persons  received  into  the  in- 
firmary to  perform  such  reasonable  and  moderate  labors  as 
may  be  suited  to  their  age  and  bodily  strength.  And  the 
directors  shall  sell  all  articles  of  products  of  the  infirmary 
not  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and  all  moneys  arising 
therefrom  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  to  be  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  poor  fund,  to  be  paid  out  by  the  board  of 
directors  as  exigency  may  require.  The  superintendent  shall 
receive  into  the  infirmary  any  person  who  shall  produce  to 
him  such  an  order  or  voucher  as  heretofore  required,  and  he 
shall  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  by  him  and  kept  for 
that  purpose,  the  name  and  age,  as  near  as  may  be,  of  every 
person  so  received  into  the  infirmary,  together  with  the  day 
on  which  such  person  whs  received  and  dismissed.  Said 
superintendent  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  exe- 
cute a  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  board  of  directors,  in  a  penal  sum  not  less  than  two 
thousand  nor  more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  as  they 
may  require,  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties;  and  shall  also  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  endorsed  upon  said 
bond,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discbarge  all 
the  duties  of  his  office ;  which  bond,  so  indorsed,  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  county  treasurer.  And  it  is  further  made 
the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  require  itemized  bills  for 
all  labor  performed  under  his  directions,  or  articles  purchas- 
ed by  him,  and  provided  for  the  use  of  said  infirmary  or  the 
farm  connected  therewith,  and  he  shall  certify  over  his 
official  signature  on  the  back  thereof  to  the  correctness  of 
the  same,  and  that  such  labor  was  performed  or  articles 
delivered  for  the  uses  aforesaid. 

Visitations, 

Sec.  9.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  carefully  ex- 
amine the  condition  of  the  institution,  and  the  farm  and 
the  paupers,  the  manner  in  which  they  are  fed,  clothed  and 
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otherwise  provided  for  and  treated ;  they  shall  ascertain  what 
labor  they  are  required  to  perform,  and  shall  inspect  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  superintendent  at  each  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  board,  at  the  infirmary,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  they  may  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  10.  The  directors  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  March 
and  September  of  each  year,  report  to  the  commissioners  of 
the  county  the  condition  of  the  infirmary,  number  of  inmates 
therein,  and  such  other  information  as  the  board  think 
proper,  with  a  full  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid 
out,  together  with  vouchers  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  from 
whence  received,  to  whom,  and  for  what  paid  out;  and  such 
report,  when  made,  shall  be  examined  by  the  commissioners, 
and  if  found  correct  and  allowed  by  them,  shall  be  entered 
in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings.  And  it  is  further  pro- 
vided, that  no  item  in  said  account  shall  be  allowed  for  which 
there  is  not  a  proper  voucher ;  and  said  report  and  vouchers 
shall  be  filed  in  the  auditor's  ofliice,  and  safely  preserved  by 
the  auditor  of  such  county. 

Duties  of  Tnwtees, 

Sec.  11.  That  the  trustees  of  each  township  in  this  state 
shall  afibrd,  at  the  expense  ot  their  township,  public  support 
or  relief  to  all  persons  therein,  who  may  be  in  condition  re- 
quiring the  same,  subject  to  the  conditions,  provisions  and 
limitations  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person  shall  be  considered  to  have  ob- 
tained a  legal  settlement  in  any  county  in  this  state,  in  which 
he  or  she  shall  have  continuously  resided  and  supported 
himself  or  herself  for  twelve  consecutive  months,  without 
relief,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing exceptions,  viz. : 

I^ird — An  indentured  servant  or  apprentice  legally  brought 
into  this  state  shall  be  deemed  to  have  obtained  a  legal  settle- 
ment in  any  township  in  which  such  servant  or  apprentice 
shall  have  served  his  or  her  master  or  mistress  for  one  year 
continuously. 

Second — The  wife  or  widow  of  any  person  whose  last  legal 
settlement  is  or  was  in  any  township  in  this  state  shall  be 
considered  to  be  legally  settled  in  the  same  township;  but  if 
she  shall  not  have  obtained  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state, 
then  she  shall  be  deemed  to  be  legally  settled  in  the  place 
where  her  last  legal  settlement  was  previous  to  her  marriage. 

Sec.  13.  The  settlement  which  a  person  has  or  shall  have 
legally  obtained  in  any  township  shall  continue  to  be  therein 
until  he  or  she  shall  have  obtained  a  legal  settlement  else- 
where. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  any  person  in  any  township  shall  be 
in  condition  requiring  public  relief,  or  the  services  of  a  physi- 
cian or  surgeon,  complaint  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  made 
to  the  township  trustees'by  some  person  having  knowledge 
of  the  fact;  and  thereupon  the  township  shall  be  liable  for 
all  relief  for  services  rendered  which  may  have  been,  or  shall 
thereafter  be,  afforded  to  such  person;  but  if  such  complaint 
be  not  made  to  the  township  trustees  within  three  days  after 
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such  services  rendered  or  relief  given,  medical  services  ren- 
dered, then  said  township  shall  be  liable  for  such  relief  only  * 
as  may  be  furnished  after  complaint  made. 

Sec.  15.     Whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid    Trustees  to 
to  the  trustees  of  any  township  that  any  person  therein  re-    ^''uinn™^"** 
quires  public  reliefer  support,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  or    ]ief!*"^°^  ^ 
more  ot  the  trustees  to  per:?onaUy  visit  the  person  or  persons 
needing  relief,  forthwith  to  ascertain  the  name,  age,  sex, 
birth-place,  length  of  residence,  previous  habits,  and  present 
condition  of  such  person,  and  especially  in  what  township 
and  county  in  this  state,  if  any,  he  or  she  is  legally  settlea.    xn  case  of 

Sec.  If).  Whenever  it  shall  have  been  ascertained  by  the  removal  of 
trustees  of  any  township  that  any  pauper  therein  has  a  legal  pa"per. 
settlement  in  some  other  county  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  immediately  notify  the  directors  of  the  infirmary  of 
the  county  in  which  such  pauper  is  found,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  directors  to  immediately,  should  the 
pauper's  health  permit,  remove  the  said  pauper  to  the  in- 
firmary of  the  county  where  his  or  her  legal  settlement  is, 
which  county  where  such  pauper  is  removed  shall  pay  all 
expenses  of  such  removal  and  the  necessary  charges  for  relief.    Dnties  to  de- 

Sec.  17.     The  directors  of  the  infirmary  may  remove  any    volve  on  di- 
ne rson  becoming  a  charge  upon  the  county,  and  who  has  no    rectors, 
legal  settlement  in  the  state,  to  the  county  and  state  where 
such  person  has  a  legal  settlement. 

Accmtnts. 

Sec.  18.    Jhat  the  trustees  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate    Accounts  to 
accounts  of  all  expenses  incurred  for  the  support  of  the  poor    be  kept  by 
within  their  respective  townships,  and  make  entries  in  a    tnistees. 
book  of  the  names  of  the  paupers,  and  the  time  when  each 
became  chargeable,  together  with  an  account  of  their  own 
service  rendered,  which  account  shall  be  adjusted  and  settled 
on  the  first  Monday  of  March  annually;  and  the  township 
clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  the  township  record,  and  issue 
an  order  on  the  township  treasury  for  the  amount  thus  paid, 
and  their  services  rendered;  as  soon  as  the  same  has  been 
paid  or  the  said  services  have  been  rendered,  and  the  trustees 
in  each  and  every  township  shall  issue  orders  on  the  township 
treasurer  for  any  and  all  such  demands  as  may  accrue  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  soon  as  such  demands  accrue. 


Auditivg  Accounts. 

Sec.  19.  No  account  shall  ever  be  audited  or  allowed  to 
the  trustees  of  any  township  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  un- 
less the  same  be  accompanied  with  the  proper  voucher, 
verified  by  the  claimant  or  his  agent,  and  <uily  certified  by 


said  trustees. 
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Sec  20.  That  all  gifts,  grants,  devises  and  bequests  that 
now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be  made,  of  any  houses,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  goods,  chattels,  sum  or  sums  of  money,  to 
the  poor  of  any  township,  by  deed,  gift,  or  by  the  last  will  and 
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testament  of  any  person  or  persoixs,  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
good  and  valid  in  law,  and  shall  pass  such  houses,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  goods  and  chattels  to  the  trustees  of  such 
township,  and  their  successors  in  oflBce,  for  the  use  of  their 
poor  respectively,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  from  time 
^to  time  be  made  by  law. 

Counties  Having  no  Infirmaries, 

Sec.  21.  When  the  trustees  of  any  township  in  any  county 
having  no  county  infirmary  shall  be  satisfied  that  any  person 
in  such  township  ought  to  have  public  relief,  they  shall 
afford  such  relief  at  the  expense  of  their  township  as  in  their 
opinion  the  necessities  of  such  person  may  require,  and  when 
more  than  temporary  relief  is  required,  the  trustees  shall  set 
up  a  notice  in  three  public  places  in  their  township,  specify- 
ing some  time  and  place  at  which  they  will  attend  for  tne 
purpose  of  receiving  proposals  for  the  maintenance  of  such 
person,  which  notification  shall  be  posted  up  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  day  therein  named  for  receiving  said  pro- 
posals; and  said  trustees  may  contract  with  such  person  as 
thev  shall  think  suitable  to  take  charge  of  and  maintain 
sucn  person,  and  who  shall  do  the  same  on  the  most  reason- 
able terms;  but  they  shall  not  contract  for  the  support  of 
such  person  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year  at  any  one 
time :  Provided,  that  if  the  legal  settlement  of  such  person 
is  not  within  this  state,  or  is  unknown,  said  trustees  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  so  expended,  and 
certify  the  same,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  to  the  county 
commissioners,  who  shall  cause  the  amount  so  paid  to  be 
refunded  to  the  township  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  county  auditor. 

City  Infirmaries. 

Sec.  22.  That  upon  complaint  being  made  or  information 
given  to  the  directors  of  the  infirmary  for  the  accommodation 
of  any  city  in  this  state,  that  any  person  residing  in  such 
city  is  in  a  condition  that  requires  public  assistance  or  sup- 
port, said  directors  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
necessities  of  such  person,  and  if  satisfied  that  relief  ought 
to  be  granted  at  public  expense,  and  that  such  person  requires 
temporary  or  partial  relief  only,  and  that  for  any  cause  it 
would  not  be  prudent  to  remove  such  person  to  the  city  in- 
firmary, such  airectors  may,  in  their  discretion,  afford  such 
relief,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  without  removing  such 
person  to  the  city  infirmary.  And  the  directors  of  any  city 
infirmary  shall  have  the  same  power  of  removing  paupers 
settled  in  some  other  county  in  this  state  which  by  this  act 
is  conferred  on  county  infirmary  directors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  23.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of 
any  infirmary  erected  and  established  in  any  city  for  the 
accommodation  of  its  poor,  to  require  the  directors  of  the 
county  infirrmary  of  the  county  in  which  such  city  is  situ- 
ated, to  receive  and  provide  for  persons  having  no  legal 
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settlement  within  this  state,  or  whose  place  of  residence  is 
unknown,  or  to  charge  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  with  the  expense  of  providing  for  such  persons  in  the 
city  infirmary;  but  the  directors  of  such  city  infirmary  shall 
furnish  relief  and  support  to  such  persons  in  said  city  in- 
firmary applying  therefor  the  same  as  county  infirmary 
directors  are  required  to  do,  and  shall  have  the  like  power 
of  removing  such  persons  as  county  infirmary  directors  have, 
to  such  other  city  or  county  infirmary  where  such  pauper's 
legal  settlement  is :  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  only  apply  to  counties  in  which  there  is  a  county 
and  a  city  infirmary.  — ^  - 

Sec.  24.  Whenever,  in  any  county  having  an  infirmary, 
the  trustees  of  any  township  shall,  after  making  the  inquiry 
provided  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  act,  be  of  the  opinion 
that  the  person  complained  of  is  in  a  condition  requiring 
public  relief,  they  shall  forthwith  transmit  a  statement  ofi 
said  facts,  so  far  as  they  shall  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the] 
same,  to  the  directors  of  the  infirmary,  and  if  it  shall  appearl 
that  such  alleged  pauper  is  legally  settled  in  said  township, 
or  has  no  legal  settlement  in  this  state,  or  that  such  settle- 
ment is  unknown,  and  the  said  directors  are  satisfied  that 
said  alleged  pauper  requires  public  relief,  they  shall  forthwith 
direct  the  .superintendent  of  the  infirmary  to  receive  said 
pauper  and  provide  for  him  or  her  in  said  institution,  and 
they  shall  furnish  transportation  for  said  pauper  to  the 
infmoaary.  .-^^ 

Sec.  25.  If  in  any  case  the  directors  shall  be  of  the  opinion 
that  the  condition  of  said  pauper  be  such  as  to  render  nis  or 
her  removal  inexpedient,  or  to  require  temporary  or  partial 
•relief  Only,  they  shall  endorse  the  fact  upon  said  warrant, 
and  direct  the  trustees  to  keep,  and  afford  the  pauper  such 
relief,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  reasonable  terms  as  th^ 
directors  shall  prescribe,  until  the  removal  of  the  pauper 
becomes  expedient,  or  where  partial  or  temporary  relief  only 
is  required,  until  the  necessity  therefor  shall  cease ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  notify  said  infirmary 
directors  when  such  pauper  can  be  safely  removed,  or  when 
such  temporary  relief  is  no  longer  required.  Such  warrant 
so  issued  shall  be  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  directors  num- 
bered and  filed,  and  the  said  directors  shall  certify  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  items  contained  in  the  bill  of  the  said  trustees 
for  costs  and  charges  incurred  by  them  in  affording  relief  to 
said  paupers,  after  complaint  was  made,  which  bill  shall  be 
paid  on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor;  and  the  failure  of 
said  trustees  to  transmit  a  statement  of  facts  to  said  directors, 
was  herein  contemplated,  within  ten  days,  then  such  town- 
ship sh^l  be  liable  for  such  relief  as  shall  have  been  furnished. 

Sec.  26.  That  in  the  several  counties  of  this  state  where 
there  is  not  a  children's  home  established  or  maintained  under 
the  laws  passed  for  that  purpose,  and  where  there  is  such  a 
home  established  by  private  charity  or  otherwise,  the  board  of 
infirmary  directors  of  any  such  county  shall  have  authority  in 
case  any  child  under  sixteenyearsof  age  shall  become  a  county 
or  township  charge,  to  transfer  such  child  to  said  home  (estab- 
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lished  and  maintained  by  private  charity  or  otherwise)  in- 
stead of  committing  them  to  the  county  infirmary  :  Provided, 
the  cost  for  maintaining  such  child  shall  be  the  same  as  in  sim- 
ilar institutions,  while  it  remains  a  public  charge. 

Apj^rcntiring  Paupers, 

Sec.  27.  That  the  directors  aforesaid  shall  have  power  to 
Ijind  out  to  apprenticeship,  all  children  as  may  belong  to  such 
infirmary;  males  until  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  females  un- 
til the  age  of  sixteen  years,  in  the  same  manner  trustees  of 
township  are  authorized  to  do,  by  the  provisions  of  the  aot 
entitled  "an  act  concerning  apprentices  and  servants ; "  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  any  such  children  shall  be  incapacita- 
ted by  reason  if  some  bodily  or  mental  infirmity,  from  receiv- 
ing the  instruction  contemplated  in  said  act,  they  shall  not 
bind  the  master  or  mistress  to  furnish  the  same;  and  when 
any  child  is,  with  the  consent  of  the  directors,  taken  out  of 
the  infirmary  by  any  person  desiring  to  provide  for  and 
maintain  the  same,  the  directors  shall  have  the  discretionary 
power  to  discharge  such  child  without  having  bound  it  out 
to  apprenticeship  when  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  such 
discharge  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  child. 

Oonvaleitcent  Paupers. 

Sec.  28'.  That  when  any  person  has  been,  or  shall  be  here- 
after received  into  any  infirmary  as  a  pauper,  on  account  pf 
any  infirmity  or  disease,  the  directors  ot  such  infirmary  may, 
when  in  their  opinion  such  person  is  so  far  restored  to  health 
and  bodily  strength  as  to  be  able  to  support  himself  or  her- 
self,direct  the  superintendent  of  such  infirmary  to  discharge 
such  person  therefrom. 

Property  of  Paupers. 

Sec.  29.  In  cases  when  persons  are  admitted  into  an  in- 
firmary as  paupers,  whether  such  person  or  persons  be  insane 
or  otherwise,  and  such  admitted  person  be  possessed  of,  or 
owner  of  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  or  having  an  in- 
terest in  revision,  or  in  any  other  manner  legally  entitled  to 
gift,  legacy  or  bequest,  of  whatever  nature  or 'kind  the  same 
may  be,  the  directors  may  take  possession  of  all  of  such  prop- 
erty or  other  interest  such  pauper  may  be  entitled  to,  and 
as  soon  thereafter  as  they  may  deem  proper,  shall  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  the  same  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  net  proceeds 
arising  therefrom  shall  be  applied  in  whole  or  in  part,  under 
the  special  direction  of  the  directors,  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  think  best,  to  the  maintenance  of  such  person  during 
the  continuance  of  such  person  as  a  pauper  in  said  in- 
firmary, and  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  any 
property  belonging  to  such  pauper,  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  county  treasurer,  and  by  him  placed  to  the  credit  of 
such  pauper  or  paupers,  and  to  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of 
the  county  auditor,  approved  by  the  county  commissioners 
and  it  shall  be  the    duty  of  the   clerk  to   open  an  ac 
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(•ount  with  said  pauper,  and  charge  him  with  board,  and  such 
specific  items  furnished  for  his  exclusive  use,  and  which  ac- 
count shall  be  approved  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  county  commissioners  on  the  first  Monday  of  March 
and  September  of  each  year,  when  the  board  of  directors 
make  their  report. 

Sec.  30.  Upon  the  death  of  any  pauper  in  an  infirmary, 
or  who  shall  be  in  any  lawful  manner  discharged  there- 
from, whose  property  or  effects  shall  have  been  disposed 
of,  and  the  avails  thereof  applied  as  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  section  of  this  act,  and  if  there  remain,  at  the 
time  of  such  death,  or  leaving  a  balance  due,  and  in  favor  of 
such  pauper,  on  the  books  of  the  institution,  such  balance 
shall  be  paid  bv  the  directors  to  such  pauper  discharged,  or 
in  case  of  death,  to  his  or  her  legal  representatives. 
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S£C.  31.  In  cases  where  persons  are  admitted  into  the  in- 
firmary as  paupers,  whether  such  person  be  insane  or  other- 
wise, and  such  admitted  persons  hs  possessed  of  or  the  own- 
ers of  real  estate,  or  having  an  interest  in  reversion,  or  in 
any  manner  legally  entitled  to  any  gift,  legacy,  or  bequest  of 
whatever  nature  or  kind  the  same  may  in  real  estate  be,  the 
directors  shall  take  possession  f  all  such  property  or  other  in- 
terest such  pauper  may  be  entitled  to,  and  when  they  may 
deem  advisable  and  to  the  best  interest  of  such  pauper,  shall 
proceed  to  sell  the  same,  and  they  shall  file  a  petition  for  that 
purpoee  in  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  probate  court,  in  the 
county  where  such  property  is  situated,  and  the  proceedings 
thereK>r,  sale,  confirmation  of  sale  and  execution  of  deed  by  said 
directors,  shall,  in  all  respects  be  conducted  in  conformity  to 
the  practice  and  statutory  pro  visions  for  the  sale  of  real  estate 
by  ffuardians,  and  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  such  sale 
shall  be  applied,  under  the  special  direction  of  the  directors, 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  thing  best,  to  the  maintenance 
of  such  person  during  the  continuance  of  such  person  as  a 
pauper  in  said  infirmary :  Provided,  that  if  the  guardian,  • 

husband,  wife,  heirs  or  persons  who  may  be  entitled  to  the 
residuary  interest  in  the  property  of  said  pauper,  he  shall 
give  bond  to  the  directors  of  the  infirmary,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  directors,  and  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  clerk  of 
ihe  board  of  directors,  at  such  times  as  the  directors  may  re- 
quire, an  amount  suflScient  to  support  said  pauper  while  he 
remains  in  the  infirmary ;  in  such  case  the  directors  shall  not 
take  charge  of  said  property. 

Sec.  32.    In  cases  when  a  person  is  supported  as  a  pauper.   In  oaae  of 
but  not  admitted  into  the  infirmary,  and  such  person  is  pos-  E^^^Tj*^ 
sessed  of  real  or  peosonal  property,  the  directors  may  admit  ^^^£^«io. 
and  keep  an  account  against  him  or  her  for  the  amount  and 
value  so  furnished,  and  may  take  possession  of,  and  sell  and 
diapose  of  such  real  or  personal  property,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  provided  for  in  the  case  of  an  admitted  pauper,  and 
the  proceeds  shall  be  dispossed  of  in  like  manner. 
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Sec.  33.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  auditor  of  a  co  in  ty 
in  which  an  infirmary  is  situated,  to  receive  any  ord  t  oV 
orders  given  by  the  directors,  to  any  person  or  persons  for 
labor,  provisions,  medical  attendance,  or  supplies  of  any  kind 
furnished  for  said  institution,  and  to  give  an  order  on  the 
county  treasurer,  who  shall  receive  the  same,  and  pay  out  of 
any  money  in  his  hands  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  34.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  infirmary  direc- 
tor, directly  or  indirectly,  to  sell  or  supply  any  article  of 
merchandise,  to  any  superintendent  or  other  person,  to  be 
used  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  under  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act ;  and  no  order  shall  be  made  by  any  infirmary  direc- 
tor, for  the  payment  of  any  such  supplies  sold  or  furnished 
by  any  such  director,  nor  shall  any  order  for  the  payment  of 
money  for  supplies  sold  or  furnished  under  the  provision  of 
this  act,  be  paid  to  an v  such  director  or  assignee  or  holder 
thereof.  And  provided,  farther,  any  superintendent,  director, 
trustee  or  other  oflScer,  who  shall  certify  to,  allow  or  draw  an 
order  for  the  payment  of  any  account  or  bill,  knowing  the  same 
to  be  false  or  fraudulent,  in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  sum  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  normore  than  three 
thousand  dollars,  for  ever  such  offense,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
criminal  prosecution  as  now  is,  or  may  hereafter  be,  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  36.  That  if  any  j)er8on  shall  transport,  remove,  or 
bring,  or  cause  to  be  transported,  removed  or  brought,,  any 
poor  or  indigent  person  from  any  city,  township  or  county 
m  this  state,  without  lawful  authority,  and  then  leave  any 
poor  or  indigent  person,  with  intent  to  make  such  city,  town- 
ship or  county  chargeable  with  the  support  of  such  pauper, 
each  and  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  .pay  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  township  in  which  such  pau- 
per shall  be  left,  to  be  recovered  by  civil  action,  in  the  name 
of  the  state  of  Ohio,  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Sec  36.  That  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor,"  and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named,  passed  April 
26,  1872,  (O.  L.,  vol.  69,  p.  116);  also  an  act  supplementary 
to  "  an  act  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,"  and  to  repeal  certain 
acts  therein  named,  passed  January  29,  1873,  (O.  L.,  vol.

To  oreate  the  New  Bremen  school  district  in  Auglaze  county^  state  of  Ohio,  and  to  aa- 
thorize  the  board  of  education  of  the  same  to  borrow  money  for  to  purchase  site  and 
build  a  school  building. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As^ernbly,  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
the  territory  included  in  the  township  of  German,  in  Auglaize  county, 
be  and  is  hereby  created  and  declared  to  be  a  special  school  district,  to  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  and- laws  as  school  districts,  com- 
posed of  the  corporate  limits  of  incorporated  villages,  and  the  same  shall 
be  known  as  the  "  New  Bremen  School  District." 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  education  of  said  district  are  authorized  to  pur-

To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  school  house  building  mentioned 
in  section  two  of  this  act,  the  board  of  education  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  bonds,  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk  of  said  board  of  education,  in  sums  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  principal  to  'be  paid  at  a  date 
not  to  exceed  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  bonds,  at  the  discretion  of 
said  board  of  education :  provided  such  bonds  shall  not  be  disposed  of  for 
less  than  par  value.

To  authorize  the  board  of  county  commiflsioners  of  Clark  countyi  Ohio,  to  levy  a  tax  for 
the  pnrpose  of  paying  the  indebtedness  of  the  Clark  county  agricultaral  society,  and 
to  accept  the  conveyance  of  certain  lands  herein  named. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  board  of  countycommissioners  of  Clark  county  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of 
said  county,  listed  on  the  county  duplicate  for  taxation  for  the  year  A.D. 
1876  or  1877,  the  amount  of  which  proposed  tax  shall  be  fixed  by  said 
commissioners,  which  tax  shall  in  no  event  exceed  one-half  of  one  mill 
on  the  dollar  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  county;  and  the  commission- 
ers may  anticipate  the  collection  of  such  tax  by  borrowing  any  sum  not 
exceeding  the  amount  so  levied  or  to  be  levied,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  interest  payable  semi-annually, 
and  issue  notes  or  Donds  therefor,  payable  upon  the  collection  of  such  tax, 
and  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  under  this'act  shall  in  no  case  be  sold  for  a 
less  sum  than  their  par  value. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  issue  any 
notes  or  bonds,  or  levy  any  taxes  as  herein  provided,  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  Clark  county  agricultural  society,  by  the  officers  of  said  agricultu- 
ral society,  who  are  now  authorized  by  law,  shall  convey  all  the  real 
estate,  with  the  improvements  thereon,  now  owned  and  under  the  control 
and  management  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  agricultural  society,  to 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  said  Clark  county,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  county,  and  the  title  to  all  of  said  grounds  and  improve- 
ments shall  be  vested  in  fee  in  said  Clark  county :  Provided,  that  Wore 
said  commissioners  shall  issue  any  bonds  or  notes,  or  levy  any  tax,  as  is 
provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  they  shall  submit  to  the  electors 
of  said  county,  at  some  regular  or  special  election,  the  question  as  to  the 
expediency  of  paying  the  indebtedness  and  accepting  the  conveyance 
provided  for  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act,  and  of  which  said 
election  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
of  general  circulation  of  said  county  for  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  said 
election. 

Sec.  3.  At  said  election  the  electors  shall  have  written  or  printed 
upon  their  ballots  the  words,  "  Agricultural  tax  and  acceptance  of  con- 
veyance of  fair  grounds — Yes,''  "  Agricultural  tax  and  acceptance  of  con- 
veyance of  fair  grounds — No,"  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  of  said 
county,  voting  at  said  regular  or  special  election  upon  this  question,  shall 
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vote  "Agricultural  tax  and  acceptance  of  conveyance  of  fair  grounds — 
Yes,"  then  said  commissioners  shall  cause  said  notes  or  bonds  to  be  issued 
and  said  levy  of  taxes  to  be  made. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  judges  of  election  in  the  several 
townships,  precincts  and  warcfs  in  said  Clark  county,  at  any  regular  or 
special  election  when  the  expediency  of  paying  the  indebtedness  and 
accepting  the  conveyance  provided  for  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of 
this  act,  has  been  advertised  as  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this 
act,  to  open  a  poll  for  taking  said  vote,  and  to  receive  and  count  the  bal- 
lots cast,  and  within  three  days  thereafter  to  return  to  the  auditor  of  said 
Clark  county  a  full  and  correct  abstract  of  said  votes;  and  the  said  judges 
of  election  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  governed  by  the  laws  regulating 
general  elections,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  for  re- 
turning said  poll  books,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury, 
on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor :  Provided,  that  if  said  a  uestion  pro- 
vided for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  at  a  special 
election,  as  is  provided  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  then  said  judges  and 
clerks  of  said  special  election  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  their 
services  as  is  now  provided  for  by  law  for  judges  and  clerks  of  general 
elections,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on  the  order  of 
the  county  auditor,  and  the  poll  books  so  returned  shall,  within  five  days 
from  the  day  of  holding  such  general  or  special  election,  be  opened  and 
the  votes  counted  by  the  commissioners  and  auditor  of  the  county,  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  the  result  of  which  votes  shall  be  kept  by  said  auditor 
on  file  in  his  office  for  public  inspection. 

Sbc.  5.  That  while  the  title  to  the  real  estate  and  the  improvements 
thereon  so  conveyed  shall  be  vested  in  fee  in  said  Clark  county,  the  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  land  and  buildings  shall  be  vested  absolutely 
in  the  board  of  directors  of  said  Clark  countj  agricultural  society,  and  no 
change  or  name,  or  other  cause,  shall  ever  interfere  in  any  manner  with 
the  control  of  the  property  or  the  management  thereof,  while  said  agri- 
cultural society  complies  with  and  is  governed  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Ohio  state  board  of  agriculture.

Be  it  enucted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
for  the  purpjose  of  erecting  a  union  school-house,  and  for  furnishing  the 
same,  in  anticipation  of  taxes  to  be  levied  for  that  purpose,  the  board  of 
education  o^  Dresden  union  school  district,  in  Muskingum  county,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  and  issue  bonds  there- 
for in  the  name  of  said  board,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  fifteen  thou-

The  electors  assembled  at  the  time  and  place 
designated  in  said  notices  shall  appjoint  a  chairman  and  two  clerks,  who 
shall  be  judges  of  said  election,  which  shall  continue  at  least  four  hours, 
and  shall  not  close  before  six  o'clock  P.  M.^  The  electors  in  favor  of  the 
proposed  special  school  district  shall  have  written  upon  their  ballots, 
Special  school  district — Yes;  those  opposed  thereto,  Special  school  district 
— ^No;  and  a  majority  of  the  ballots  so  cast  shall  determine  the  question 
whether  or  not  the  said  proposed  special  school  district  shall  be  created. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  majority  of  all  the  ballots  cast  in  said  election  be 
found  in  favor  of  the  special  school  district  as  aforesaid,  the  electors  shall  at 
once  proceed  to  elect  three  members  to  constitute  a  board  of  education, 
one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  from  the  third 
Monday  of  April,  1876,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  terms  herein 
specified,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.

Whereas,  At  said  election  more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  cast 
in  said  city  were  in  favor  of  filling  up  said  basin ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  city  council  of  said  city  have  been  unable  to  procure 
the  written  consent  of  the  lessees  of  the  public  works  of  this  state  to  the 
filling  up  of  said  basin,  and  a  release  of  all  claim  for  damages  from  the 
state  on  account  of  such  filling  up,  as  is  provided  for  in  said  original 
act;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Hamilton  may,  by  resolution  or  ordinance, 
provide  for  the  filling  up  of  said  canal  basin,  as  is  provided  in  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  supplementarj,  without  first  procuring  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  lessees  of  the  public  works  of  this  state  to  the  filling  up  of 
said  canal  basin,  and  a  release  from  said  lessees  of  all  claim  from  damages 
from  the  state  on  account  of  such  filling  up.  Whenever  the  city  council 
of  said  city  shall  decide  to  fill  up  so  much  of  said  basin  as  is  herein  au- 
thorized, the  said  council  shall  make  known  their  said  decision  to  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  state,  and  shall  deposit  with  the  governor  a  bond  duly  ex- 
ecuted and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  governor,  indemnifying  the  state 
from  all  liabilities  and  damages  which  may  result  from  said  filling  up; 
said  bond  to  be  prepared  bv  the  attorney-general  of  the  state. 

Ssc.  2.  That  if  the  said  lessees  of  the  public  works  of  this  state  claim 
damages  by  reason  of  the  proposed  filling  up  of  said  canal  basin,  either 
from  the  city  of  Hamilton  or  from  the  state  of  Ohio,  after  said  city  coun- 
*cil  of  said  city  of  Hamilton  has  given  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  by  pub- 
lication, as  is  required  by  the  third  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
supplementary,  said  lessees  of  said  public  works  shall,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  saia  publication,  present  to  said  city  council  a  written  appli- 
cation setting  forth  distinctly  the  grounds  upon  which  such  damages  are 
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claimed,  and  the  amount  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for 
in  said  original  act  for  claimant  for  damages ;  and  if  such  claim  for  dam- 
ages should  be  so  made  by  said  lessees,  said  claim  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  Butler  county,  as  otner  claimants  are  required  to  do  by  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  supplementary :  provided,  that  said 
lessees  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  com- 
missioners to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Butler  county,  as  is  provided 
for  other  claimants  in  said  section  ;  and  said  city  of  Hamilton  shall  have 
six  months  after  the  final  assessment  of  said  damages  in  which  to  pay 
the  same  or  to  decline  to  do  so,  in  which  latter  case  they  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  abandoning  said  filling  up.

Whereas,  The  above  mentioned  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  (lef^s 
what  has  been  expended  for  material  to  enclose  such  cemetry  [cemetery] ), 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said  township;  therefore. 

Section  1.  BeU  encicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  trustees  of  Concord  township,  Ross  county,  Ohio,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  appropriate  and  expend  the  two  thousand  dollars 
(2,000)  above  referred  to  ( except  so  much  as  has  been  expended  for  material 
for  enclosing  the  cemetry  [cemetery]  grounds)  for  the  purchase  and  im- 
provement of  a  township  cemetry  [cemetery] :  Provided,  that  if  electors  of 
said  township  to  the  number  of  at  least  two  hundred,  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  the  taking  eflFect  of  this  act,  petition  the  trustees  of  said  township  for 
the  purchase  and  improvement  of  two  cemetaries  [cemeteries]  for  the  use  of 
saidiownship,  and  shall  within  said  time  file  eaid  petition  with  the  clerk  of 
said  township,  the  trustees  shall  order  an  election,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  electors  of  said  township  within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  such 
petition  being  filed  as  aforesaid.  And  said  trustees  shall  give  ten  days' 
notice  of  such  election  by  posting  up  written  notices  thereof  in  at  least 
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six  public  places  in  said  township,  in  which  notices  shall  be  stated  the 
<la V  on  which  said  election  is  to  be  held  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be 
held.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  general 
elections  in  such  township,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
as  general  elections  are  held.  At  said  election  it  shall  be  determined 
whether  said  trustees  shall  expend  said  amount  of  money  in  the  pur- 
chase and  improvements  of  one  cemetery  or  two  cemeteries,  and  the 
electors  voting  at  said  election  in  favor  of  one  cemetery  shall  write  or 
print  upon  their  ballots  the  words  "cemetery — one,"  and  those  voting  in 
favor  of  two  cemeteries  shall  write  or  print  upon  their  ballots  the  words 
**  cemetery — two."  If  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  at  said  election  shall 
be  in  favor  of  two  cemeteries  the  said  cemeteries  shall  be  located  as  near 
the  centers  of  the  east  and  west  halves  of  said  township  respectively,  as 
proper  and  accessible  ground  therefore  can  be  procured  by  said  trustees 
at  a  reasonable  price,  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election  be  in  favor  of  one  cemetery,  or  in  case  no  such  petition  be  present- 
ed within  said  time,  then  said  trustees  shall  i)roceed  immediately  to  pur- 
chase and  improve  one  cemetry  [cemetery],  which  shall  be  located  as  near 
the  center  of  said  township  as  proper  and  accessible  ground  can  be  obtained 
at  a  reasonable  price.

That  electors  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
said  notices  shall  appoint  a  chairman  and  two  clerks,  who  shall  be  judges 
of  said  election,  which  shall  continue  for  at  least  two  hours,  and  shall  not 
close  before  four  o'clock  P.M.  The  electors  in  favor  of  the  proposed  spe- 
cial school  district  shall  write  upon  their  ballots,  "school,"  ana  those  op- 
posed, "no  school,''  and  a  majority  of  the  ballots  so  cast  shall  determine 
the  question  whether  or  not  the  said  proposed  special  school  district  shall 
be  created.

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thorized,  for  the  purpose  of  building  said  town  ball,  in  said  village,  to 
issue  bonds  of  said  township,  in  sums  not  less  than  fifty  or  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  each,  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-an- 
nually, which  bonds  shall  be  made  pa^^able  in  one,  two  and  three  years 
from  their  date  in  e^ual  semi-annual  installments :  provided,  that  said 
bonds  shall  not  be  disposed  of  for  less  than  their  par  value ;  said  bonds 
to  be  signed  by  the  said  trustees  and  the  clerk  of  said  township,  and  the 
said  trustees  shall,  when  it  shall  become  necessary  to  levy  a  tax  to  pay 
said  bonds  and  interest  thereon,  certify  that  fact  to  the  auditor  of  said 
Clarke  county,  and  said  auditor  shall  cause  said  sum  so  certified  by  said 
trustees,  to  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  election  precinct 
in  which  said  village  is  situated,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  like

at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  election  precinct. 

The  electors  voting  at  said  election  shall  have  written  or  printed 
on  their  tickets,  "  tax  for  town  hall  purposes— yes,"  or,  "  tax  for  town  hall 
purposes — no,"  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  voting  at  said  election 
upon  the  question  submitted  shall  vote  tax,  yes,  said  town  hall  shall  be 
built  and  tax  levied  as  above  provided.

Beit  enaded  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  territory  embraced  within  the  following  boundaries  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  created  and  declared  to  constitute  a  special  school  district,  to 
wit,  so  much  of  the  territory  of  Sharon  township  as  is  comprised  within 
the  following  limits:  Beginning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  section  (six)  6; 
thence  south  to  the  northw^est  corner  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  the 
southwest  quarter  of  section  (seven)  7;  th^ce  east  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section 
(eight)  8;  thence  north  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  northwest 
quarter  of  section  (five)  6;  thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning,  in  the 
village  of  Sharon,  Noble  county,  Ohio:  Provided,  however,  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  electors  residing  within  said  territory  shall  vote  in  favor  of 
said  special  school  district  at  an  election  to  be  held  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing. 

Sec  2,  Written  notices  shall  be  posted  in  six  of  the  most  jjublic 
places  in  said  territory,  signed  by  at  least  six  resident  electors  of  said  ter 
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ritory,  requesting  the  Qualified  electors  thereof  to  assemble  on  a  day  and 
at  an  hour  and  place  designated  in  said  notices,  and  then  and  there  to 
vote  for  or  ap:ainst  the  creation  of  said  special  district.  The  electors  as- 
sembled at  the  time  and  place  designated  in  said  notices  shall  appoint  a 
chairman  and  two  clerks,  who  shall  be  judges  of  said  election,  which  shall 
continue  for  at  least  three  hours,  and  shall  not  close  before  four  P.M.  The 
electors  favoring  the  proposed  special  district  shall  write  on  their  ballots, 
*' School,"  and  those  opposed,  "No  school,"  and  a  majoritv  of  the  ballots  so 
cast  shall  determine  the  question  whether  or  not  the  said,  proposed  special 
school  district  shall  be  created. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  majority  of  the  ballots  in  said  election  be  found  to 
favor  the  special  school  district  as  aforesaid,  the  directors  now  in  office  in 
the  sub  district  of  said  village  of  Sharon  shall  continue  therein  as  the 
members  of  the  board  of  education  till  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  each, 
and  at  each  annual  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act  there  shall  be 
elected  two  members  of  the  board  of  education,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The 
said  special  school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  school  property 
belonging  to  the  sub-district  of  Sharon,  as  now  constituted,  and  saia 
special  school  district  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  such  laws  as 
now  are  or  may. hereafter  be  in  force  relating  to  special  school  districts, 
so  far  as  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  provisions  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  straighteuiug,  clearing  out,  widening,  deepening  and  otherwise  improv- 
ing certain  ditches,  drains  and  watei:  courseti  in  Wood  county,  Ohio. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  A^eiMy  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  Wood  county,  Ohio,  shall  have  power  at  any 
regular  or  called  session,  whenever  in  their  opinion  the  same  is  demanded 
by,  or  will  be  conducive  to  the  public  health,  convenience  or  welfare,  or 
for  the  drainage  of  public  roads  or  lands  in  said  county,  to  cause  to  be 
cleared  out,  widenea,  deepened,  straightened,  constructed  and  improved 
as  hereinafter  provided,  the  following  described  ditches,  drains  or  water 
courses:  Ditches  No's,  three  (3)  and  six  (6),  forming  a  continuous  line 
or  system  of  drainage,  to  one  common  outlet,  and  commencing  at  or  near 
the  southwest  corner  of  section  No.  twenty-six  (26),  town  four  (4)  north, 
range  nine  (9)  east,  thencedown  on  or  near  the  present  line  of  said  ditches, 
until  a  sufficient  outlet  and  fall  is  obtained ;  and  also  ditch  No.  twelve 
(12),  commencing  at  soutl\  quarter  post  of  section  No.  thirty-one  (31), 
town  three  (3)  north,  range  nine  (9)  east,  at  the  Wood  county  line,  and 
thence  down  to  Pembersville;  also  ditches  No.'s  forty-five  (45)  and  twexity- 
nine  (29),  commencing  at  or  near  the  center  of  section  thirty-five  (^36), 
town  five  (5)  north,  range  ten  (lOJeast,  and  thence  down  un^  a  sufficient 
outlet  and  fall  is  obtained;  also  ditches  numbered  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
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three  (J.53),  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (179),  and  forty  (40),  commenc- 
ing at  or  near  the  south  line  of  section  twenth-eight  (28),  town  three  (3) 
north,  range  eleven  (11)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet 
and  fall  is  obtained  ;  also  ditch  No.  eighty-three  (83),  commencing  at  or 
near  the  south  quarter  post  of  section  thirty- six  (36),  town  three  (3) 
north,  ran^e  nine  (9)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet  and 
fall  is  obtained ;  and  ditch  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (129), 
being  a  water  course  known  as  "  Two  Root  Creek,"  commencing  at  or  near 
the  north-east  corner  of  section  thirtjr  (30),  town  six  (6)  north,  ranm 
eleven  (11)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet  and  fall  is  ob- 
tained ;  and  ditch  number  one  hundred  fifty-seven  (167),  commencing  at 
or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  section  thirty-three  (33),  town  (3)  north, 
range  nine  (9)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet  and  fall 
is  obtained :  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  applv  to  an^^ 
part  or  portion  of  the  ditches,  drains,  or  water  courses  named  in  this 
section. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  one  or  more  persons  owning  lands  adjacent  to 
said  ditch  orditches  drain  or  drains,  water  course  or  water-courses  referred 
to  in  section  one  (1)  of  this  act  shall  file  a  petition  with  the  auditor 
of  Wood  county,  Ohio,  addressed  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county, 
giving  the  starting  point,  route  and  terminus,  and  setting  forth  the  ne- 
cessity of  such  clearing  and  widening,  deepening,  straightening  and  con- 
structing the  same,  and  shall  file  a  bond  with  amount  and  sureties  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  said  auditor,  conditioned  to  pay  all  the  costs  and 
expenses  incurred,  in  case  the  commissioners  shall  refuse  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  petition,  or  fail  to  establish  said  improvement,  the  commis- 
sioners shall  appoint  an  engineer  to  survey  and  level  the  route  of  said 
proposed  improvement  as  described  in  the  petition,  and  the  auditor  shall 
place  a  correct  copy  of  said  petition  in  the  hands  of  the  engineer,  whom 
the  commissioners  nave  appointed,  and  said  engineer  shall  thereupon  take 
to  his  aid  the  necessary  assistance,  and  proceed  to  make  an  accurate  sur- 
vey and  level  of  the  route  of  said  proposed  improvement,  throughout  the 
whole  length  thereof,  and  on  completion  of  such  survey  and  level  shall 
return  to  the  county  auditor  a  plat  and  profile  of  said  proposed  improve- 
ment, together  with  a  comjjlete  report  ofhis  survey,  which  shall  set  forth 
in  order  a  definite  description  of  the  proposed  improvement,  its  availabil- 
ity and  necessity,  with  a  description  of  each  parcel  or  tract  of  land,  high- 
way, road  or  railroad  benefited  by  said  improvement,  how  it  will  be  affect- 
ed thereby,  and  its  situation  and  level  as  compared  with  adjoining  landB ; 
and  the  estimated  expense  of  the  said  improvement,  and  the  lots  or  tracts 
of  land,  highways,  roads  or  railroads  which  will  be  benefited  thereby,  and 
which  should  be  assessed  for  the  expense  of  contructing  the  same,  and  the 
depth  of  excavations,  and  the  dimensions  of  said  ditch,  drain,  or  watet 
course,  and  fix  a  grade  line,  and  such  estimated  expense  of  construction 
shall  be  niade  for  each  half  mile  of  said  improvement,  and  the  same  shall 
not  be  sold  for  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  above  said  estimate.  The 
profile  of  the  engineer  shall  show. 

First:  The  number  of  each  station  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
feet,  numbered  conecutively  down  stream. 

Second:  The  present  depth  and  width  of  the  ditch  or  ditches,  draia  or 
drains,  water  course  or  water  courses,  covered  by  and  mentioned  in  the 
petition  for  the  improvement  proposed. 

Third :  The  depth  and  width  of  the  ditch  or  ditches,  drain  or  drains, 
water  course  or  water  courses,  which  the  said  engineer  shall  recommena 
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to  oomplete  the  improvement  suggested  by,  and  prayed  for,  in  the  peti- 
tion. 

Fourth:  The  actual  number  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  removed.  The 
said  engineer  shall,  in  his  report,  also  specify  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  shall  be  done ;  the  necessary  flood  gates,  water  ways,  bridges 
and  farm  crossings,  (which  are  to  be  constructed  and  kept  up  by  the  per- 
sons requiring  them  or  either  of  them,  in  such  manner  that,  the  flow  of 
water  in  said  ditch  drain  or  water  course,  shall  not  be  impeded  thereby,) 
together  with  puch  other  facts  and  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  material. 
It  shall  be  theduty  of  the  county  auditor,  on  said  report  being  filed,  to 
cause  notice  of  the  same,  the  pendency  and  prayer  ot  said  petition,  and 
the  time  set  for  hearing  thereof  by  the  county  commissioners,  at  which 
tinie  they  will  establish  the  same,  to  be  given  by  publication  for  two 
(2)  consecutive  weeks  in  some  newspaper,  publishea  and  of  general  cir- 
culation in  Wood  county,  and  said  notice  shall  be  deemed  sufiicient  to  all 
parties  interested. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  claiming  compensation  for  lands 
or  property  appropriated,  or  who^shall  sustain  any  damage  by  the  clear- 
ing out,  widening,  deepening,  straightening  or  constructing  of  said  ditch 
or  ditches,  drain  or  drains,  or  water  course  or  water  courses,  shall  make 
his,  her,  or  their  application  in  writing  therefor,  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners, and  file  the  same  with  the  county  auditor  on  or  before  the  day 
set  for  hearing  the  petition,  and  on  failure  to  make  such  application  shall 
be  deemed  and  held  to  have  waived  his,  her,  ot  their  right  to  such  com- 
pensation and  damages. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  hearing  of  the  petition  and  the  reportof  the  engineer 
as  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  commissioners  shall,  ii  they 
find  that  the  requirements  of  the  second  section  of  t}iis  act  have  been 
complied  with,  and,  if  in  their  opinion,  the  public  health,  convenience 
and  welfare,  and  the  drainage  of  roads  and  lands  demand  it,  enter  upon 
their  journal  an  order  that  said  improvement  be  made,  which  order  shall 
state  the  kind  of  improvement  and  the  width  and  extent  of  the  same, 
and  the  lands  which  shall  be  assessed  for  the  expense  of  the  same,  and 
they  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  competent  engineer  to  superintend  the 
performance  and  completion  of  said  work,  who  shall  give  notice  for  at  least 
one  week,  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where,  he  will  let  contracts 
for  the  performance  of  the  same,  which  notice  shall  be  given,  by  publi- 
cation in  some  newspaper,  published  and  of  general  circulation  in  said 
county,  and  by  posting  one  (1)  notice  upon  the  door  of  the  auditor's  office, 
and  not  less  than  four  such  notices  in  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of 
said  proposed  improvement,  and  who  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  coun- 
ty commissioners,  make  a  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  and 
the  contractor  may  at  once  enter  upon  the  performance  of  said  work  un- 
der the  superintendence  of  the  engineer  appointed  as  aforesaid:  provid- 
ed, that  said  improvement  shall  be  let  in  sections  of  not  less  than  one- 
half  mile,  and  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  who  shall  givejjsuch  reason- 
able security  for  the  proper  performance  of  his  contract  within  the  time 
and  manner  described,  as  the  county  commissioners  may  deem  sufficient. 

Sbc.  6.  The  commis^oners,  when  any  such  improvement  shall  have 
been  ordered  by  them,  shall  immediately,  upon  actual  view  of  the  prem- 
ises, apportion  the  expense  of  said  improvement,  including  the  cost  of 
compensation  for  lands  appropriated  and  damages  sustained,  and  all  other 
expenses  of  the  location  and  establishment  of  said  improvement,  upon 
the  real  property  embraced,  in  the  order  aforesaid,  according  to  the  benefit 
to  be  derived  therefrom.  When  the  apportionment  shall  have  been  made 
20 
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as  aforesaid,  the  countj^r  auditor  shall  give  notice  of  the  same,  by  publica- 
tion, in  tabular  form,  in  some  newspaper,  published  and  of  general  circu- 
lation in  said  county,  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  of  the  time  when  the  com- 
missioners will  meet  at  the  county  auditor's  office  to  hear  exceptions  to 
the  same.  On  the  day  named,  in  said  notice  the  commissioners  shall 
meet,  and  if  no  exceptions  have  been  filed  to  said  apportionment,  they 
shall  confirm  the  same,  but  if  exceptions  in  writing  have  been  filed  by 
any  of  the  owners  of  the  lands  affected  thereby,  they  shall  first  proceed 
to  near  such  exceptions,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  hear  any  testimony 
that  shall  be  offered  by  any  party  interested,  and  either  one  of  the  said 
commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and 
upon  such  hearing  they  may  either  confirm  said  apportionment  or  change 
the  same.  The  final  action  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  entered  upon 
their  records,  and  shall  show  how  the  said  expense  has  been  apportioned 
VL'pon  the  lands  ordered  to  be  assessed  as  aforesaid.  The  county  auditor 
shall  assess  the  amount  of  said  apportionment  to  the  said  several  tracts  of 
land,  town  lots,  highways,  roads  or  railroads  to  which  the  same  has  been 
as  aforesaid  apportioned  by  said  commissioners,  and  place  the  said  assess- 
ment upon  a  special  tax  duplicate  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by 
the  county  commissioners^  and  said  assessment  shall  be  collected  as  taxes 
are  now  by  law  collected :  provided,  that  all  the  costs  and  expenses  of 
the  preliminary  survey,  proceedings  and  apportionment  of  said  improve- 
ment shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury ;  and  all  the  expenses  and 
costs  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  out  of  the  first  col- 
lections from  the  first  levy  of  taxes  authorized  bythis  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  money  necessary  to  meet  the 
expense  of  said  improvement,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  are  here- 
by authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  county,  payable  in  installments,  or 
at  intervals,  not  exceeding  Ia  all  the  period  of  five  years,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semiannually, 
which  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value ;  and  the  said 
assessment  shall  be  divided  in  such  manner  as  to  meet  the  payment  of 
principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  and  so  be  placed  upon  the  special 
tax  duplicate  against  the  lands  assessed,  and  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  taxes  are,  and  when  collected  the  money  arising  therefrom 
shall  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose  than  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
interest :  provided,  that  the  money  paid  out  of  the  county  for  the  prelim- 
inary survey  and  other  expenses,  shall  be  first  paid  into  the  said  treas- 
ury:  and,  provided  further,  that  no  bonds  shall  be  delivered  or  money 
paid  to  any  contractor,  except  upon  estimate  of  work  done  as  the  same 
progresses,  or  is  completed,  whicn  estimate  shall  be  made  by  the  engineer 
of  said  improvement,  and  one  more  of  said  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  keeping  said  ditch,  drain  or  watercourse 
free  from  driftwood,  brush  or  other  obstructions,  the  county  commissioners 
shall  be  authorized  to  levy  from  time  to  time  such  an  amount  of  tax  on 
the  lands  so  benefited,  and  heretofore  asse^'sed  for  the  said  improvement, 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  deemed  sufficient  to  keep  such  water  course 
in  good  repair,  and  said  amount  so  levied  shall  be  applied  to  the  remov- 
ing of  such  driftwood  or  other  obstructions  under  ana  oy  direction  of  said 
commissioners,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  they  shall 
enter  an  order  upon  their  journal,  specifying  the  amount  to  be  levied  for 
such  purpose,  and  the  portion  or  portions  of  such  ditch,  drain  or  water 
course  to  be  freed,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  and  applied  according 
to  the  previous  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.   8.     The  compensation  of  persons  employed  under  this  act  shall 
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be  fixed  by  the  •ounty  commiBsioners,  and  pball  not  exceed  three  dollars 
per  day:  provided,  that  the  surveyor  or  engineer  and  the  county  auditor 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  is  now,  or  may  be 
£xed  by  law  for  the  compensation  of  the  county  surveyor  and  county 
auditor  respectively,  for  like  services  in  other  cases;  and  provided  further, 
that  the  fee.>  of  printers  for  the  notices  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  the 
same  as  are  now,  or  may  be  hereafter,  provided  by  law,  for  printing  the 
delinquent  tax  list,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  county  commissioners  may,  when  such  improvement 
is  located  and  established  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  the  same  crosses 
any  corporate  or  public  road  or  any  railroad,  if  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  pame  will  be  benefited,  and  the  road  bed  or  traveled  track  will 
be  made  better  by  the  clearing  out,  widening,  deepening,  straightening, 
and  constructing  said  ditch  or  ditches,  drain  or  drains,  or  water  course  or 
watercourses,  apportion  and  set  off  to  the  county,  if  a  county  or  state 
road,  to  the  township,  if  a  township  road,  to  the  company,  if  a  corporate 
or  railroad,  a  part  of  the  costs  of  constructing  said  improvement,  the 
same  as  to  private  individuals,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  compel  them  to  pay  said  costs  of  construction  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  10.  If  application  for.  compensation  or  damages  shall  have  beea 
made  agreeablv  to  the  third  section  of  this  act,  the  commissioners  shall 
Rn  a  day  on  which  they  will  meet  and  determine  upon  actual  view  of  the 
premises,  the  amount  of  compensation  or  damage  to  be  paid  to  such  ap- 
plicant, and  also  a  day  when  they  will  make  their  report.  After  the  re- 
Sort  of  said  commissioners  shall  have  been,  made,  tne  petitioners  may 
iacontinue  the  said  proceedings,  by  paying  all  costs  that  have  been  ac- 
crued up  to  that  time,  and  notifying  the  auditor  in  writing  that  they 
will  not  further  prosecute  the  same,  but  no  proceeding  shall  be  discon- 
tinued unless  the  notice  thereof  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
petitioners  for  said  ditch. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  person  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  said  com- 
missioners in  the  assessment  of  damages  or  compensation,  they  may, 
within  fifteen  days  from  the  making  of  said  report,  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  commissioners  to  the  probate  court  of  the  county,  by  giving 
an  undertaking  with  good  and  sufiicient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
auditor,  conditioned  to  pay  all  costs  on  such  appeal ;  if  the  appellants 
shall  fail  to  sustain  their  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  commission- 
ers, and  such  undertaking  having  oeen  given,  the  auditor  shall  forthw^h 
certify  to  the  probate  court  a  copy  of  said  appeal,  together  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  taken,  or  injured,  as  contained  in  the  report  of  tne 
commissioners,  which  shall  be  docketed  in  said  court,  styling  the  appel- 
lant plaintiff,  and  the  commissioners  defendant. 

Sec.  1*2.  If  the  appeal  be  taken  on  account  of  damages  or  compensa- 
tion allowed  by  the  commissioners,  such  proceeding  shall  be  had  to  de- 
termine the  amount  as  are  required  by  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  compensation  and  damages  to  the  owners  of  private  property,  ap- 
propriated to  the  use  of  corporations,"  passed  April  30, 1852,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  and  the  compensation 
or  damages  found  in  favor  of^  said  claimant  shall  be  certified  by  said  pro- 
bate judge  to  the  county  auditor  and  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  from 
the  general  fund. 

Sec.  13.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  and  provisions  of  law  now  in  force 
relating  to  the  construction,  clearing  out,  widening,  or  otherwise  improve- 
ing  any  ditch,  drain  or  water  course  that  are  inconsistent,  or  in  any  way 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  be  inoperative 
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and  of  non-effect  in  any  proceedings  had  by  and  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  collection  of  taxes  levied,  or  ordered  to  be  levied,  to 
nay  for  the  location,  establishment  and  construction  of  any  ditch  or 
oitches,  drain  or  drains,  water  course  or  water  courses,  to  be  straightened, 
widened,  deepened  and  otherwise  improved  under  and  by  authority  of  this 
act,  shall  not  be  perpetually  enjoined  or  declared  absolutely  void  in  conse- 
quence of  any  error  committed  Dy  the  engineer  or  surveyor,  or  by  the  county 
auditor,  or  bv  the  countv  commissioners,  in  the  location  or  establishment 
.  thereof,  nor  by  reason  of  any  error  or  informality  appearing  in  the  record 
of  the  proceeaings  by  which  such  ditch,  drain  or  outlet  shall  have  been 
located  and  established.  But  the  court  in  which  any  proceeding  may  here- 
after be  brought  to  revise,  or  to  declare  void  the  proceedings  by  which  such 
ditch,  drain  or  outlet  has  been  located  or  established,  or  to  enjoin  the  tax 
levied,  or  to  be  levied  to  pay  for  the  labor  and  fees  aforesaid,  shall,  if  there 
be  manifest  error  in  said  proceedings,  set  the  same  aside,  and  allow  the 
plaintifi  in  the  action  to  come  in  and  show  wherein  he  has  been  injured 
thereby.  The  court  shall,  on  the  application  of  either  party,  appoint 
such  person  or  persons  to  examine  the  premises,  or  survey  the  same,  or 
both,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary;  and  the  court  shall,  on  final  hearing, 
make  such  order  in  the  premises  as  shall  be  just  and  equitable,  and  may 
order  such  tax  to  remain  on  the  duplicate  for  collection,  or  order  the  same 
to  be  levied,  or  may  perpetually  enjoin  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  or 
if  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  under  protest,  shall  order  the  whole  or 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  just  and  equitable  to  be  refunded.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  GeTieral  Assembly  oj  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
section  two  of  the  above- recited  act  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  2.  That  the  commissioners  of  each  county  shall  appoint  two 
suitable  freeholders  of  their  respective  counties,  who  shall  proceed  to 
make  an  estimate  in  their  respective  counties  of  the  increase  m  value  of 
the  several  tracts  of  land  covered  by  said  ponds  and  stagnant  water,  and 
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of  the  lands  adjacent  thereto,  and  that  will  be  benefited  by  said  drains; 
and  in  making  said  estimate  said  freeholders  shall  take  into  consideration

FIRST  AMENDMENT 

To  the  Constitntion,  adopted  by  a  vote  of  the  people  on  the  12th  day  of  October,  ISTS,  . 
as  an  additicxial  section  to 

Aruclb  IV. 

Section  22.  [21.1  A  commission,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members, 
shall  be  appointea  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  the  members  of  which  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  1876,  to  dispose  of  such  part  of 
the  business  then  on  the  dockets  of  the  supreme  court  as  shall,  by  ar- 
rangement between  said  commission  and  said  court,  be  transferred  to 
such  commission ;  and  said  commission  shall  have  like  jurisdiction  and 
power  in  respect  to  such  business  as  are  or  may  be  vested  in  said  court; 
and  the  members  of  said  commission  shall  receive  a  like  compensation 
for  the  time  being,  with  the  judges  of  said  court.  A  majority  of  the 
members  of  said  commission  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  or  pn>- 
nounce  a  decision,  and  its  decision  shall  be  certified,  entered  and  enforced 
as  the  judgments  of  the  supreme  court  and  disposed  of  as  if  said  commis- 
sion had  never  existed.  The  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  court  shall  be 
the  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  commission,  and  the  commission  shall  have 
such  other  attendants,  not  exceeding  in  number  those  provided  by  law 
for  said  court,  which  attendants  saia  commission  may  appoint  and  re- 
move at  its  pleasure.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  commission  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  if  the  senate  be  in  session,  and  if  the  senate  be  not  in  sessien, 
by  the  governor,  but  in  such  last  case,  such  appointment  shall  expire  at 
the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly.  The  general  assem- 
bly may,  on  application  of  the  supreme  court,  duly  entered  on  the  journal 
of  the  court  and  certified,  proviae  by  law,  whenever  two-thirds  of  such 
[each]  house  shall  concur  therein,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  appointment 
in  like  manner  of  a  like  commission  with  like  powers,  jurisdiction  and 
duties :  provided,  that  the  term  of  any  such  commission  shall  not  exceed 
twe  years,  nor  shall  it  be  created  oftener  than  once  in  ten  years.

TABLE  OF  STATUTKS  REPEALED. 


With  respect  to  Swan  &  Critch field's  and  Swan  &  Sayler's  Statutes, 
this  Table  is  so  framed  as  to  show  at  a  glance  each  section  repealed. 
Unless  otherwise  stated,  the  sections  referred  to  are  the  numeral  figures — 
those  in  parentheses  if  they  are  employed — and  not  the  numeral  letters. 
The  sections  on  each  page  that  have  been  repealed  are  given,  and  unless 
otherwise  noted  (as  1  S.  &  C,  546,  section  VI,  repealed  by  S.  &  S.,  340) 
the  whole  section  is  repealed.  Thus,  S.  &  S.,  490,  section  1,  is  cited  as 
repealed  by  72  v.  62 ;  but  there  section  (1),  in  numeral  figures,  embraces 
sections  I  and  II  in  numeral  letters,  and  72  v.  62  repeals  both  sections. 
If  the  sections  on  a  page  are  separated  by  a  comma  or  commas,  only  the 
sections  expressly  named  are  repealed.  If  several  consecutive  sections 
on  a  page  are  repealed,  only  the  first  and  last  sections  are  given,  separated 
by  a  dash.  Although  a  sciction  may  extend  to  another  or  other  pages, 
only  the  first  page  is  given.  Thus  on  page  14  of  Swan  &  Sayler,  sections 
(28),  (29),  and  (30)  occur,  the  latter  section  extending  to  page  16.  The 
repeal  of  the  three  sections,  which  constitute  the  whole  act,  is  thus 
noted  in  the  Table :  Swan  &  Sayler,  page  14,  sections  28 — 30,  Animals, 
Repealed,  71  v.  149. 

Of  the  volumes,  (66  to  73,  inclusive,)  subsequent  to  Swan  &  Sayler, 
where  the  sections  repealed  are  not  given,  the  whole  act  is  repealed. 

Where  a  statute  or  section  is  cited  as  repealed  by  another  statute,  it 
will  be  found  in  general  that  the  repeal  was  effected  directly  by  the  act 
mentioned;  but  in  some  instances,  where  the  repeal  is  effected  by  a  sta- 
tute, passed  prior  to  1868,  which  does  not  appear  in  Swan  &  Critchfield's 
or  Swan  &  Sayler's  Statutes,  the  reference  is  made  to  S.  &  C,  or  S.  &  S., 
or  to  a  subsequent  volumtj.  In  all  such  cases,  the  reference  affords  ready 
means  of  finding  the  first  repeal. 

Where  the  repealing  statute  has  been  repealed,  the  statute  now  in  force 
has  in  general  been  inserted  in  parentheses.  Sometimes  other  statutes  are 
also  thus  included,  so  as  to  facilitate  any  examination  as  to  the  changes 
in  a  section  or  provision,  or  as  to  supplementary  legislation. 

An  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  present  a  correct,  and,  with  an  ex- 
ception to  be  presently  noted,  full  Table  of  the  acts  and  parts  of  actfi 
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which  have  been  repealed,  whether  the  repeal  has  been  express  or  by 
implication ;  but,  in  a  few  instances,  an  inquiry  is  suggested,  and  each 
one  left  to  determine  for  himself  the  extent  of  the  repeal.  How.  far  68 
V.  45,  section  1,  is  repealed  by  72  v.  40,  is  an  example.  Notwithstanding 
this  effort,  it  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  that  every  slight  modification  or 
repeal  by  implication  has  been  noted.  One  omission,  above  referred  to, 
was  purposely  made,  as  it  was  difiicult  to  present  the  matter  in  the  Table. 
It  is  concerning  the  acts  in  relation  to  the  fees  of  certain  county  officers. 
The  act  of  1865,  Swan  <Sr  Sayler,  918,  in  relation  to  the  fees  of  county 
treasurers,  and  the  act  of  1867,  Swan  &  Sayler,  370,  in  relation  to  the 
fees  of  county  auditors,  provided  for  the  general  compensation  of  those 
officers ;  but  a  large  number  of  other  acts,  scattered  through  the  volume:^ 
of  laws,  and  generally  found  in  sections  relating  principally  to  matters 
other  than  fees,  provide  compensation  for  those  officers  for  certain  speci- 
fied servicers.  The  act  of  March  29,  1875,  "  fixing  the  salaries  of  the 
several  county  officers  therein  named,"  72  v.  125,  so  changed  the  mode 
and  measure  of  the  fees  and  compensation  of  those  officers,  as  by  impli- 
cation to  rej)eal  all  prior  laws  on  the  subject,  except  as  therein  expressly 
saved.  It  did  not  extend  to  Hamilton  county,  nor  did  it  Apply  to  officers 
who  had  then  been  elected ;  but  it  did  apply  to  auditors  elected  or  ap- 
pointed since  its  passage,  to  treasurers  appointed  since  that  time,  and  it 
would  have  applied  to  treasurers  elected  in  1875.  The  special  provisions 
thus  repealed  by  implication  have  not  in  general  been  noted  in  the 
Table. 

By  the  act  of  April  8,  1876,  "  to  regulate  the  fees  of  probate  judges, 
clerks  of  the  courts,  sheriffs,  witnesses,  jurors,  fees  in  partition,  and  to 
repeal  certain  acts  therein  named,"  73  v.  127,  four  acts  are  expressly 
repealed,  and  a  great  many  others  are  repealed  by  implication,  all  of 
which,  it  is  believed,  are  properly  indicated  in  this  Table.  Among  the 
acts  thus  expressly  repealed,  is  the  above  mentioned  act  of  March  2fK 
1875,  which,  as  already  stated,  was  the  only  act  (with  the  exception? 
referred  to)  that  provided  for  the  fees  of  treasurers  and  auditors  elected 
or  appointed  since  its  passage.  And  the  repeal  of  the  act  of  1875  did  not 
revive  the  acts  repealed  by  it,  notwithstanding  the  repeal  was  by  impli- 
cation. 

As  the  act  of  1876  makes  no  provision  for  the  fees  of  the  treasurer  or 
as  to  the  auditor,  except  in  section  20,  those  elected  or  appointed  since 
March  29,  1875,  (Hamilton  county  excepted,)  are  without  any  law  provid- 
ing fees  or  compensation  for  their  services  generally.  It  is  understood 
that  the  act  of  1876,  as  introduced,  provided  for  those  officers,  but  the 
sections  on  the  subject  were  stricken  out  before  the  bill  became  a  law. 


The  clause  in  the  act  of  1876,  repealing  the  act  of  1875,  entirely  proper 
when  the  bill  was  introduced,  ought  to  have  been  qualified  at  the  time 
the  sections  relating  to  the  fees  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer  were  struck 
out ;  but  in  the  press  of  business,  which  is  not  unusual  near  the  close  of 
a  session,  this  was  overlooked.  Possibly  the  courts  may  find  a  remedy; 
if  not,  no  doubt  the  legislature  will  correct  the  omission. 

When  acts  or  sections  are  superseded,  they  are  referred  to  as  repealed. 
Xo  reference  is  made  to  any  act  or  part  of  act  as  being  temporary  or 
obsolete,  as  its  condition  in  that  respect  will  appear  oti  its  face. 

The  suggestion  is  made,  that  with  this  Table  before  him,  any  person 
cun  readily  mark  or  cross  out  the  statutes  and  parts  of  statutes,  in  his 
copy  of  the  laws,  which  have  been  repealed,  noting  in  the  margin  the 
place  of  repeal.  In  this  way  the  present  condition  of  the  law  upon  any 
subject  can  be  more  readily  and  satisfactorily  ascertained. 

The  left  hand  column  is  the  repealed,  the  right  the  repealing  act  or 
section.
